LORD ROTHSCHILD does not look for the thanks of his coreligionists 


for his action in a matter which he personally 
Lord Rothschild _has so keenly and anxiously at heart, but the com- 
and the Vatican. munity can, at all events, express its recognition 
of the promptness, and, above all, the directness 
with which he has taken up the defence of his race at a critical point 
in the sordid drama at Kieff. There is no doubt that the chief witness 
against the Jewish race in the trial now proceading there—BEILIS 
himself has now ceased even to be mentioned in the proceedings—is 
the Catholic priest PRANAITIS. The melodramatic “stuff ’’ which has 
been presented as “evidence” by the prosecution has been mentally 
relegated to the rubbish heap, and probably was never intended as any- 
thing more than a pretext by means of which the priest referred to 
could launch a general charge of Ritual Murder against Jews in 
general. It was PRANAITIS, then, who was the real enemy, and it is 
this prime architect of evil whom Lord ROTHSCHILD has now so 
effectually thrown. Against the evidence of this priest stood the stern 
refutation and rebuke of the heads of the Catholic Church. Father 


PRANAITIS thereupon declared that the published texts of these 
pronouncements were forgeries. 


Lord ROTHSCHILD has now obtained from the Papal Secretary of State 
(Cardinal MERRY DEL VAL), the assurance that they are absolutely 
authentic. Against the declarations of Pope INNOCENT IV.,and Cardinal 
GANGANELLI—declarations reinforced by other Popes—the views of 
Father PRANAITIS can carry no weight; and the action of Lord 
ROTHSCHILD in procuring the decisive testimony of the Papal Secre- 
tary of State, taken as it was, at the instance of the Conjoint Foreign 
Committee, is thus the crowning act in a long career of tireless service 
on behalf of the Jewish race and faith. These are, in truth, dark, and 
anxious days for Jews, but upon Lord ROTHSCHILD, with his compas- 
sionate heart, his abiding love of his people, and his intimate touch 
with the realities of the Jewish peril, the present crisis has weighed 
with added burden. That he has discharged his duty in the crisis by 
approaching directly and publicly the fountain head of Catholicism 


demonstrates not less his practical wisdom than the warmth of his 
Jewish feeling. 


THE great protest meeting in London against the Ritual Murder 
allegation at Kieff was an impressive and a memorable 
gathering. The fine deliverances from the platform, the 
wonderful array of letters from those unable to be 
present, constituted a grand uplifting of the voice of 
England, whose echoes will be heard at the ends of the world, and not 
least, we fain would hope, in Russia itself. By the meeting on 
Tuesday last, as by them any other gatherings that have been held else- 
where, the people of the United Kingdom range themselves with those 
other nations who have spoken out with firmness and determination 
regarding the importation of the Blood Accusation into the BEILIS 
trial. The note of indignation that was heard at the Memorial Hall 
does but take up the protest which has gone round the world at the 
travesty of justice and civilisation now being enacted in Russia. The 
speeches, like the resolution, were couched in terms of studied modera- 
tion. But that did not detract from their sincerity or their power. 
The proceedings were, in effect, an urgent note to the Russian 
authorities to shake off those evil counsellors who are leading the 
country back into barbarism, and an entreaty not to allow the Russian 


State to remain isolated and shunned in a world whose face is set 
towards the light. 3 


Britain’s 
Protest. 


To the speakers who addressed this solemn invocation to Russia the 
Jewish community willaccord its warmthanks. But the Russian Govern- 
ment, which is really on its trial before the world, owes them still 
greater recognition for a timely warning, which is of vital service toits 
national life. The summoning of this eventful meeting was undertaken 
by the English Zionist Federation, which deserves the gratitude of the 
community for the effectiveness of its efforts, made in an exceedingly 
limited time. Although some might have expected the initiative in 
such a matter to be taken by the Conjoint Committee, yet the Zionist 
organisation was, after all, an even more fitting agent. For while Zionism 
stands for the nationality, culture and repute of the Jewish nation, 
the Kieff trial is an attempt to impugn that culture and repute, and 
to brand the Jewish nation as one not to be revived but to be extirpated 
in the highest interests of civilisation. It was especially fitting, then, 
for Zionists to place themselves at the disposal of the whole of Anglo- 
Jewry, irrespective of agreement with or disagreement from their own 
particular propaganda, in order that the challenge from Russia might 
be taken up; and well, indeed, have they acquitted themselves of their 
task, 


WE feel that one point should be emphasised which has already 
been made in these columns. The meeting at the 
Memorial Hall, like other protests which have beer 
made elsewhere, was not aimed at the Russian 


nation. The people of Russia, as a whole, have had no hand in the 
witches’ brew that has been concocted at Kieff, as witness the determi-

nation of the majority of the Duma to admit interpellations upon the 
BEILIS case, or rather the method in which it is being conducted. 
It is not the Russia of ToLstoi—the haunting power of whose 
repudiation as quoted by the CHIEF Rabel, still lingers in our 
memory—that has done this thing. We have no quarrel with the 
helpless millions of the TsAR's subjects. And we honour the 
Russian workmen, students and others whose voices have been 
raised against this Blood Libel abomination. The object of the 


meeting was only to strengthen the hands of these enlightened © 


elements in the State, and to bring to bear upon the minority 
of unscrupulous malefactors that public opinion elsewhere which they 
There are signs that the authorities are alive to the deadly 
peril in which they have placed the Jewish population by investing 
a hideous myth with the dignity that attaches to a solemn judicial 
inquiry, and allowing slanderous tongues, day after day, to incite the 
dregs of the populace from the vantage point of a Court of Law.

Yet it is very necessary to point out that 
Mr. DE ROTHSCHILD is, in our view, entirely in error, if he supposes 
that any strictures upon the Board of Deputies published by any 


section of the Press are inspired by mere whim, caprice, or 
captiousness. 


Nothing could really be further from the actual facts. If the Press 
criticises the Board, it is simply and solely, we feel sure, from nothing 
but a sense of duty, and from’ an intense desire that the Board, 
placed, as it is, in a position which may be made one of singular power 
and influence for good, should rise to the full height of its great 
opportunity. We have said so before, and we repeat it now. There 


is no institution in our midst about whose work we—or for that | 


matter, we may add, the whole community—are more concerned, and, 
for our part, we assure Mr. DE ROTHSCHILD in all earnest sincerity 
that every attempt made to perform that work effectively and 


efficiently will find in the JEWISH CHRONICLE the most whole-hearted 
support.

Av the same time it is right that we should 
A Faulty Agenda. direct attention to the actual circumstances in 

which our criticisms, last week, were written. 
We received the copy of the Board's agenda. Although the meeting 
of this representative Jewish body was called at a moment of serious 
danger for Jews, there was not a word of reference to this peril in the 
agenda paper, and we presume that there was no reason why all 
reference to the besetting trouble at Kieff should have been withheld. 
Again, while an allusion to the new bye-laws of the Board did appear 
on the agenda, it was stated that the draft of the bye-laws would be 
sent on. These had not reached us when we went to press, and we 
were, therefore, unaware until the Board actually met that they 
possessed any importance. Again, the statements made regarding 
the Balkans and the Kieff Blood Libel show that the Board were by no 
means oblivious of their duty. The new bye-laws, though they may 
be open to objection here or there, indicate a genuine desire to con- 
duct the affairs of the Board in a method more nearly approach- 
ing effectiveness. But in neither case was any inkling of 
these facts conveyed in the agenda paper; and it is not the fault of 
the Press, therefore, if they took that document at its face value. 


The whole incident points to the wisdom of the Board’s resolu- 
tion, carried last Sunday, to give more detailed information in the 
agenda of the nature of the business to be transacted at its 
meetings—a new departure which we may say, in illustration of 
our good faith in this matter, has been advocated repeatedly in 
these columns. This resolution, if properly carried out, as we 
have no doubt it will be, should not only obviate much friction 
in the future, and better fit the members for the discussions at the 


meetings, but ensure a deeper and healthier interest in the work of the 


Board on the part of its constituents. In the case of the United 
Synagogue, we have printed lengthy extracts from its agenda, and we 
should be glad to do the same from time to time with that of the 
Board of Deputies. These are days when the busy public does not 
plough its way through long speeches. Evidence of this is seen 
in the manner in which the column sketch of Parliament has gained 
upon the old style of lengthy shorthand reports of speeches. Generous 
extracts in the Press of the Board’s agenda will, therefore, meet the 
demands of the moment. But for this, of course, the agenda must be 
as detailed as the circumstances permit. The Board, by its resolution 


| has, therefore, done the right thing, and we can only reiterate here, 


that, carried out in this spirit, its work will inspire an ever-increasing

and go continuous as to appear strange in a country like ours, where 
the meetings between the Government and the spiritual leaders of the 
Jewish community are rare and the relationship between them is of a 
formal character. Dr. NAHOUM has been an honoured guest at the 


Imperial Palace; his advice, repeatedly tendered, has carried weight 
wtth the leading Ministers of the State. 


To have carved out and to maintain such a position argues a great 
measure of capacity in the CHIEF RABBI himself. But it also points 
to the sustained good will of the Government, their desire to do their 
best for the Jewish population, and their recognition of the complete 
equality of the Jews with the rest of the Sultan’s subjects. A signal 
proof of Dr. NAHOUM’s influence and the Government's good will is to 
be found in the abolition of the “ red ticket,’ confirmed by the CHIEF 


RABBI in the interview referred to. We hope that this step is an| 


earnest of fresh reforms—in particular the facilitation of land purchase 
in Palestine. It is satisfactory to learn from Dr. NAHOUM that the 
general attitude of the Arabs in Palestine is not so unfavourable to 
Jews a8 it is sometimes represented. Such hostility as exists, he 


says, arises largely from the fact that the Jews are somewhat slow in 
becoming Turkish subjects. 


CRITICS of the Maccabeans—and no body of men, however dis- 


tinguished, can expect to be above criticism—will 
The Maccabeeans. be glad to see that the crisis through which 

Jews and Judaism are now passing was not for- 
gotten at the “anthropological dinner ’’’ given to Professor SELIGMANN 
on Sunday. Dr. REDCLIFFE SALAMAN boldly pointed to the skeleton at 
the feast, and his dignified words found a worthy echo in the speech 
of the Hon. PEMBER REEVES. Several points of interest, in so far 
as they affected Jews as such, were raised at the dinner. We share 
Dr. SALAMAN’S surprise at anthropologists’ neglect of such fine 
scientific material as the Jews in their midst provide, and incidentally 
we may point out that those who clamour for the absorption and dis- 
appearance of the Jewish race would do not only anthropology, but 
other departments of science, an ill service. 


Dr. SALAMAN dealt rather severely with the work which anthropolo- 
gists bave so far devoted to Jews. He denied, for instance, the old 
conclusion that Jew and Gentile marriages were usually sterile—a 
denial which will probably find a good deal of acceptance. And he 
ridiculed the theory that Jewish baby boys in Russia were vastly more 
numerous than the baby girls—a theory which, if it held good in 
ancient Egypt, would account for Pharaoh’s murderous inclinations 
towards the male offspring of the “lively’’ Hebrew women. As for 
Dr. SALAMAN’S suggestion to learned investigators, however, that they 
should examine the Jews while they still exist, and before it becomes 
necessary for a Royal Commission to “seek out the remnant and 
unearth the bones of the faithful,’’ we can only express the view that 
a long time will elapse before the Jewish race dwindles to a mere 
anthropological theory. We fancy that many a generation will come 
and go before some scholarly excavator, producing a skull before a

THE LORD CHIEF JUSTICE. 


SWEARING-IN CEREMONY. 


TRIBUTES TO SIR RUFUS ISAACS. 

As we briefly announced in our last issue, Sir Rufus Isaacs was, on the 
22nd inst., formally sworn in as Lord Chief Justice. 

A Court which was densely crowded at least balf an hour before the pro- 
ceedings began testified to the great interest which was taken both by the Bar and 
the public in the formal ceremony. | 

Nearly all the Judges of the Court of Appeal and King’s Bench Division, with 
Sir Samuel Evans, the President of the Probate, Divorce, and Admiralty Division, 
formed the largest group of Judges seen together in one Court for very many years. 
The front row of counsel’s seats was filled to overflowing with King’s Counsel 
representing every division of the High Court. Sir George Lewis represented the 
solicitors. 

At the appointed time, the Lord Chief Justice, wearing his crimson robe and 
chain of office, and presenting a very dignified appearance, took his seat. On his 


‘| right hand was the Lord Chancellor and on his left the Master of the Rolls, both 


in their robes of black and gold. Standing, the Lord Chief Justice took the oath of 
allegiance and the oath of service, administered by Mr. Kershaw, the Master of 
the Crown Office. In doing so he spoke in a very distinct voice, in which some 
of those present believed that they detected a trace of nervousness. 

The oaths were :— 

I, Rafus Daniel Isaacs, swear by Almighty God that I will be faithful 
and bear true allegiance to his Majesty King George V., his heirs and 
successors, according to law. So belp me God. 

I, Rufus Danie! Ieaacs, swear by Almighty God that I will well and truly 
serve our Sovereign Lord King George V. in the office of Lord Chief Justice, 
that I will do right to all manner of people after the laws and usages of this — 
realm, without fear or favour, affection or ill-will. So help me God. 

The Attorney-General moved that the oaths should be recorded, to which his 
lordship replied, “ Be itso, Mr. Attorney.” | 

As the question had been raised in some quarters, we are able to state 
authoritatively that Sir Rufus was, of course, sworn on the Old Testament. 


THE LORD CHANCELLOR AND SIR RUFUS ISAACS. 


After the Lord Chief Justice had taken the oaths, the Lord Chancellor said 
that he would like, in accordance with precedent as the head of the Judiciary, to 
say a few words. The Bench and Bar had assembled to witness the introduction 
of the new Lord Chief Justice of England and to take farewell of one whom he 
had long known, and whom illness had prevented from remaining with them. He 
would speak first of the new Lord Chief Justice. Some of them had known him 
for a quarter ofa century. There was no relationship more searching, none in 
which more intimate knowledge of a man was obtained, than in the case of a man 
with whom one was brought into the intimate daily contact of legal life. Toa 
commanding grasp of the various branches of his profession Sir Rufus Isaacs 
added other qualities. It was not often that one found such a combination of a 
mastery of the law with such a keenness in dealing with facts as was found in Sir 
Rufus Isaacs. He was a man whose highest desire had been to do right between 
man and man; he was a man of the highest honour and of the highest desire to 
ensue truth when it could be ensued. The Lord Chancellor went on to refer in 
eulogistic terms to the retiring Lord Chief Justice. 


THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S WELCOME. | 


The Attorney-General said that the Bar desired to be associated in the fullest 
measure with tbe sentiments of the Lord Chancellor. They tendered their ain- 
cere and respectful congratulations and good wishes to the new Lord Chief Justice. 
They deeply regretted that long illness should have overtaken Lord Alverstone and 
forced him to lay aside the work which he had discharged with such dignity and 
distinction. | 

The ceremony then ended, but the Court was crowded all day with members 


of the public who wished to see the new Lord Chief Justice preside for the first 
time. 


An Appreciation of the Lord Chief Justice. 


In the course of a sketch of Sir Rofas Isaacs and his career a writer in the 
Daily Chronicle thus describes the new Lord Chief Justice: A dark-haired man, — 
with a pale face of classical contour, the features beautifully chiselled, black eyes, 
large and lustrous, a somewhat sadly serious cast of countenance, but lit up ever 
and anon by a most winning smile, a voice rich and caressing in téne—such are the 
outward featgres of the new Lord Chief Justice. Sir Rufus Isaacs is unmistakably 
a Jew. Intellectually as well as physically he has the characteristios of his race 
—its power of concentration, its persistency, its acuteness of perception, its 
oommand of detail, and its unwearying application. But he has none of the rich 
imaginativeness and the decorative Orientalism which were so marked in Mr. 
Disraeli. Sir Rufas’s oratory never soars; its flight ie swift and low, like a 
swallow’s. His speeches have no flowers, and are utterly bare of ornamentation ; 
but they are close knit, well compacted, supremely efficient for their purpose. A 
direct, straightforward mind is reflected in the open, manly face. Integrity is the 
outstanding feature of Sir Rufas’s character. One of his colleagues in the present 
Cabinet once said to the present writer: “There is no better man than a good Jew. 
and Kafus is one of the finest men I have ever met. He is pure gold all through.”

Menof Sir Rufus Isaacs’ race, 
in the pungent epigram once employed by an American Rabbi, are the equal of their 
fellow men in Germany until 6 p.m.—that is to say, they ceave to have “ rank ” as soon as 
the workaday, material life of commerce and trade is over. They are rigidly excluded 
from the Army, the Navy, the Judiciary, the Civil Service, and Court Society. The 
Emperor delights occasionally to honour Jewish plutocrats who are open-handed sup- 
porters of all great German philanthropic, semi-patriotic movements, but even men of 
the calibre of Ballin, James Simon, and Rathenaa, on whom the Kaiser rightly looks as 
the 


indispensable Paladins, are not considered “ equally birthed” with ‘rawest Pomera- 
nian lieutenant with a “ von ” in front of his name.

JUDAISM AND THE SYNAGOGUE. 
A MAN'S POINT OF VIEW. 


By MENTOR. 
Place aux Hommes, The letter, extracts from which are here published, 


is only fairly due, seeing that two of our sisters in faith have said their say. 


The views of Jews on this question must, after all, be as much taken into | 


consideration as the views of Jewesses. 


DEAR MENTOR,—The letters which you have published from two 
ladies, who view the question of Judaism and the Synagogue from such 
diametrically opposite points of view, are intensely interesting, no doubt. 
I suppose that it would be not alone ungallant to cavil at ladies 
expressing 80 prominently their views on the subject of the synagogue, 
but would seem also singularly ungenerous, seeing that, with one or two 
exceptions, the synagogue does not permit them a voice, even in the 


. administration of our places of worship, and that there is no synagogue 


in this country of which I am aware, in which they are permitted to 
pray except in a gallery or other division of the building specially set 
apart. None the less, if would be ridiculous if it should be sup- 
posed that the question of Judaism and the Synagogue is cne for 
women only. It is a huge, difticult, complex and complicated 
question for the sons, as well as the daughters, of Israel. The ques- 
tion of Judaism and the Synagogue for Jews, however, contains problems 
that do not present themselves, at least with the same full personal force 
to our sisters in faith. . . . For my part, it seems to me a great deal too 
much importance is attached to the Synagogue and its service as an 


. element in Jewish life, Ido not see that a man cannot be in every sense 


of the word an excellent Jew, loyal to his faith, loyal to his people, loyal 
to the ideals of Judaism, striving for its best hopes, who yet, from year 
end to year end, never places his foot inside of a synagogue. There is a 
line which declares that a man may smile and smile, and yet may be 
@ Villain, and surely a man may attend synagogue with the regularity of 
a beadle, and yet may be an altogether poor sort of Jew. 


It is a habit to sneer at Jews who pay their synagogue accounts and 
who yet are never present at a synagogue service. They are decried as 
** burial Jews” as Jews whose allegiance to their people is limited to the fear 
—gsome call it the superstitious fear—of not being buried in a Jewish 
cemetery. But is there not at least some grave doubt as to whether this 
sneer is not unworthy? On the one hand, the man who never attends 
synagogue may yet be an excellent Jew, Jewish in spirit, Jewish in aspira- 
tions, and the sentiment that impels him to desire that he shali sleep his 
eternal rest in ground consecrated to Jewish burial is at least natural and 
understandable. On the other hand, even supposing such a man is not 
in himself suffused during his life with Jewish feeling and Jewish geist, 
does not the fact that he nourishes the desire that at the end of all he 
shall be identified as a Jew, even though it be only by the stone 
that marks his gepulture, go to his credit? Judaism is not 
merely a religion; it is not merely a faith; it depends not upon 
creed nor greatly upon doctrine. Assuredly it is not dependent 


upon taking part in a public service or listening to a sermon. 


It’ is in this manner, as in many others, differentiated from 
‘the dominant faith. There, attendance at public worship is in 
itself an essentially Christian act, more or less urgent in various 
denominations—most urgent, for instance, among Roman Catholics— 
where the taking of the Sacrament is a definite injunction, neglect of 
which is in itself an offence. For the Jew there is altogether a different 
ideal. The prayer which King Solomon uttered at the Consecration of 
the Temple indicates the Jewish point of view on public worship. He 
said that in every place in which the Jew brought to mind the holy name, 


there would be the presence of the Almighty to bless and hallow. So 


that for us Jews, anywhere—in the secrecy of our own homes, inour places 
of business, in ‘the work-shop—anywhere, can our prayers be said with 
equal effectuality. Thereis no especial charm in the synagogue as 6 place of 
worship and prayer for the Jew. The Jew’s prayer requires not the adven- 


— titious aid of a congregation, a service, ora specially constructed building. 


. . » » None the less, the complaint of constantly dwindling 
congregations, of empty benches in the synagogues, is a problem that 
ought to be faced, and it occurs to me that neither of your 
lady correspondents has turned her attention tothe question as it affects the 
average Jew. There is something much more than the attractiveness or 
otherwise of the service, much more than its non-modernity, much more 
than its appealing features to the worshippers who assemble that is really 
at the root of the trouble. Why do not more Jews go to the Synagogue ? 
The answer is to be found, not in the region of religious considerations. 
It is to be sought for in the region of the science of dynamics. The 
reason men and women are able to walk on the earth and to stay on the 
earth is, because of the attractive force of the earth in relation to whe 
attractive force of other bodies and the pressure of the atmosphere. A 
man leaves his home, where he is surrounded by comfort and luxury, and 
day by day travels to the City and spends most of his time in the more 
or less uncomfortable environment of his business or professional place. 
That is because of the attraction of the means he has whereby he can 
earn his livelihood and the pressure that is placed upon him by economis 
force to do so. So one might render instance after instance of the 
attractive and compelling forces throughout Nature. To state this is 


"merely to set down what is elemental. But we seldom apply it to the 


question here at issue. Men attend or do not attend synagogue, just as 
the force which draws them is greater or less than the force that restrains 
them, It may be that the force of the synagogue is not sufficient to 


draw a man from his home. It may be that the force of the synagogue 
is not sufficient to draw him to it in preference to his place of business 
or profession, or, if you will, the golf course. In the vast majority of 
cases, however, the competition of forces is between’ the economic 
necessities and religious desires, and, to be honest, it must freely be 
conceded that day by day the economic attraction or pressure grows 
greater and greater, so that consequently the attractive or compelling 
force of the synagogue must become comparatively less. 
a 


Applied to actual circumstances, what this means is that men can- 
not afford to leave their work in order to attend the synagogue. In 
other words, that the attractive force of the synagogue is not suflicient 
to overcome the compelling force of work and the pressure of its 
necessities. And, since the synagogue is handicapped by services being 
held upon days which are work days, there must be a constant dwindling 
of attendance at public service. 


Naturally, the Sabbath question is a main difficulty, and, as I do not 
write with the object of proposing remedies, but merely of stating the 
case, if will be sufficient to say in reference to this, that it would be 
wonderful if, with the services we have, and the average preachers we 
have, men were to make the great sacrifice needed in order to absent them- 


Jewish place of worship. The difficulty, of course, is accentuated 
immensely when you have holidays, occurring on work days, which 
intervene. It is true that some people run hurriedly to their places of 
business on Sabbath mornings, do a minimum of necessary work and 
then hurry back to attend synagogue. That has always seemed to me 
to be neither fish, flesh, fowl nor good red herring. It is something 
like brandy and water—spoiling two good things. I feel the same 
about the suggestion that is often made that those of us who cannot 
attend service on Sabbath mornings should attend on Sablath afternoons. 
I like the Sabbath to be whole and complete, or, frankly, I have no 
feeling for observing it at all. A sort of unholy compromise does not 
appealtome. . . 
It occurred to me that it would be useful to give a man’s view of 

this question. It occurred to me that it would be useful that some 
of the many readers of the ‘‘ Armchair” should be reminded that services 
and public worship are not the essentials of Judaism, and that a man can 
be a good and excellent Jew without public worship, and that it is possible 
for a man who regularly attends public worship to be a poor sort of 
Jew, either in his life, in his aspirations, or in his spirit. So that in con- 
sidering this question, such elements of it as are here set forth cannot 
reasonably be ignored if we desire to come to anything like a fair and 
broad decision. . . . 
From the views expressed in the above letter, there will be much disagree- 
ment and wide dissent. Still they are views and must be taken into con- 
sideration for what they are worth. The subject is too big—too important 
and too urgent—for us to ignore those opinions that do not accord with our 
own.

THE RIGHT HON. HERBERT SAMUEL IN CANADA. 
Feted by Coreligionists. | | 
[From our Correspondent.] 


MONTREAL. 

The Right Hon. Herbert Samuel, M.P., the British Postmaster-General, was 
tendered a banquet at the Montefiore Club on October 13th. It was attended not 
only by the members of the Club, but also by many well-known citizens of 
Montreal, who were present as the Club’s guests. Mr. Michael Hirsch, President 
of the Club, was in the Chair. Ina very gracefal and effective speech he welcomed 
the guest of the evening and expressed to him the best wishes of the Club for its 
guest, and the hope that he would attain to yet greater honours. , ; é 

Mr. Maxwell Goldstein, K.C., and Rabbi Dr. Abramowitz proposed the 
health of the distinguished guest. The former alluded to the present troubles of 
the Jewish community of Canada, who could not but hope that the day would 
come when Canada, following the example of the Mother Country, would sweep 
away all prejudices and ancient conceptions. The presence of Mr. Samuel, as an 
English Jew, with them that night was a shining example of what such treatment, 
as that of England, could produce. 


Dr. Abramowitz alluded to the fact that Mr. Samuel had not only visited 
Canada but had showed interest in affairs concerning the Jewish community. He 
had not only visited the colonies in the West, but had in Montreal visited the 
Baron de Hirsch Institute. Dr. Abramowitz mentioned that Mr. Samuel's high 
position in the British Empire was of use to the Jewish community in the recent 
Quebec libel case. Jews referred with pride to Mr. Samuei as one whoee greatness 

as a British statesman did not make him any the less Jewish. 

Mr. Herbert Samuel on rising to speak was received with cheers. He was 
glad to know, he said, that the Jews of Canada played a full part in the general and 
communal affairs of the country. He paid a tribute to the splendid educational 
facilities of the country, but stated if he had any criticism to make it was on the 
system which prevailed in Manitoba, where there is no compulsory system of 

school education, which had a very bad effect on the population, notably the 
foreign-born population. This was a very sad feature, which was worthy of the 
deepest thought for its satisfactory solution. Referring to the agricultural workers,

The latter, referring to prejudices, said that should 
any Jewish man of affairs wish to stand for Parliament, he would probably be 
returned, if he were the right calibre, as were many of his friends there to-night. 
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Mr. Samuel was not only entertained at the Montefiore Clab, for he was also 
the guest of the City of Montreal at the Engineers’ Clab at lancheon on the 8th 
inst. He afterwards motored round the city, and was presented with an address 
of welcome by the Baron de Hirsch Institute, which he visited. He made a short 
speech, urging the audience, which contained many school children, to be good 
citizens and alluding with pride to the fact that he was the first observing Jew to 
be a Minister of the United Kingdom. The speech was loudly cheered. The pro- 
ceedings included a speech of welcome in Hebrew roe of the Jewish school- 
girls, which was extremely effective. The proceedings, as at all large Jewish 
gatherings here, concluded with the singing of the Hatikvah, as well as the British 
National Anthem. On the same evening, Mr. Samuel addressed the Montefiore 
Club, and the next day (Friday) he addressed the Canadian Club on general sub- 
jects. He was extremely non-committal on any point, but had a great reception. 
Mr. Samuel did not stay in Montreal for the Day of Atonement, to the surprise of 
the Jewish community as a whole, but chartered a special train to take him to St. 
Agathe, where he spent a few days resting as the guest of Mr. and Mrs. Mortimer 
B. Davis at their country home. 


RUSSIAN JOINT-STOCK COMPANIES. 
Restrictions upon Jewish Shareholders. 


One of the legacies of the Stolypin administration to which much attention 
has been devoted in the public Press of late is known as the Nationalisation of 
Joint-Stock Companies—in other words, the adoption of measures tending to 
restrict the rights of foreign, or rather of Jewish, shareholders. This question, 
saye the 7imes, is still in its initial stage as far as the prospects of a law being 


‘passed are concerned, but there are evidences to show that the desire existing in 


certain quarters to bring about such legislation is influencing the executive. Thus, 
not long ago the Council of Ministers refused to permit a joint-stock company to 
purchase lands, and did not sanction the statutes of several timber companies for 
no other ostensible reason than the existence of Jews among the founders 
or shareholders. 3 

The partisans of this new restrictive policy argue that the number of com- 
panies being formed for the purpose of buying up forest lands is rapidly increasing. 
With comparatively small capital these companies are able to purchase large 
domains extending over tens of thousands of desiatins, and to exercise a very far- 
reaching and appreciable influence over the life of the peasantry and local 
inhabitants. It is obviously contrary to the law that Jews under the guise of 
shareholders of such companies should be able to own land outside the limits of 
cities. The partisans of the proposed restrictions cite the sad consequences that 
have taken place in Rumania, because of similar evasions of the law. The 
extreme section of these partisans insists, moreover, that not only should joint- 
stock companies be deprived of the right of acquiring land, but that all foreigners 
should be excluded from the boards of joint-stock companies. 

The whole question has recently been revived by M. Maklakoff, the Minjster 
of the Interior and the direct successor of the late M. Stolypin. A Bill hag been 
prepared by the Ministry of Agriculture, but this is understood to be of a very 
mild nature. The Ministry of Commerce and Industry is opposed in principle to 
the whole idea, contending that it is calculated to restrict the development of 
industry, and especially of the sugar industry. . 

The Council of Ministers has ordered a special inter-departmental commission 
to discnes legal measures for controlling the purchase of land by foreigners. The 
means for carrying out this idea are manifold. It is variously proposed to place 
joint-stock companies under the tutelage of the local Governors, to permit joint- 
stock companies to acquire land only on lease, and to be entitled to acquire free- 
hold only for factories. The prevailing sentiment appears to be that the whole 
question may resolve itself into the necessity of obtaining prior sanction from the 
Council of Ministers for each purchase of land by joint-stock companies. 


THE UNITED STATES TARIFF BILL. 
Russian Indignation. 


The new United States Tariff regulation requiring goods brought to the 
United States under the flags of nations which are not in treaty relations for com- 
merce to pay five per cent. of their cost is regarded by the Novoe Vremya as an 
attack upon Russia and France which calls for immediate reprisals. The Russo- 
American commercial treaty was denounced by the United States before the last 
Presidential election. Returns show that the denunciation is likely to cost the 
United States five times as much as it can cost Russia, that being the relation 
between the trade exchange of the two countries. The Novoe Vremya calls upon 
the Government immediately to impose a prohibitive tariff on all American goods 
imported into Russia. It concludes: “ The Jewish magnates in the United States 
are powerful, but not almighty. The Amerioan people has bowed its head beneath 
the yoke imposed on it by the financial Macoabees. Perhaps a smart fillip may 
awaken it from the diseased state of apathy which has caused it to offer up its old 
end tried friends, Russia and France, as a sacrifice to its present masters.”— 
Morning Post, St. Petersburg Correspondent. |

CONSTANTINOPLE. 

The Government has at length done justice to the Jewish students whom it 
sent to Europe to complete their studies with the view to public appointments 
being given to them on their return. In my report of the interview with 
Effendi (printed in the JEWISH CHRONICLE of October 10th) I referred to the 
hard case of these young men, not one of whom had received an appointment, and 
who were unable to gain a livelihood. The matter has come to the knowledge of 
Hussein Djshid Bey, one of the leaders of the Young Turk party and proprietor 
and editor of the semi-official paper, Zanin, who, in a strongly worded article, con- 
demned the unjust attitude of the Government. In the article in question he went 
to the length of printing the names of Mohammedan buisars who had received. 
important posts because their near relatives were high functionaries of the State, 
whereas the Jewish bursars, who were more deserving because they had done 
more brilliant work, remained unemployed.

A New York Merchant’s Fight Against Death. 


The New York correspondent of the Daily Telegraph cabled on Monday :— 
Mr. Isaac Levy, the wealthy New York merchant, who a ht days ago secidentally 
swallowed a quantity of bichloride of mercury, died this afternoon in the Brooklyn 
Hospital after a heroic fight for life, which has been the marvel of the physicians and 
the wonder of the watching public. It is admitted that only Mr. Levy’s remarkable 
will-power and his expressed firm belief that he conld survive the effects of the deadly 
— kept him alive for the laet four days. He remained conscions until a few hours 
fore the end, and only this morning did he admit that the physicians’ pronouncement 
that he must die was correct. During his moments of consciousness Mr. Levy suffered 
excruciating pain, and finally yielded to the doctors’ advice and submitted to hypodermic 


injections. At 10.30 0’clock, after saying goodbye to his eleven children as they knelt beside 
_ the bed, Mr. Levy gradually sank into unconsciousness, from which he did not arouse. 


_ The doctors afterwards admitted that Mr. Levy must have known from the first that he 


was bound to die, and declared that his wonderful display of nerve and cheerfulness in 
the face of certain death was merely a brave effort on his part to cheer up his family 
until the end. Mr. Levy was sixty years old.

The Lord Chief Justice. 

The PRESIDENT said he was quite sure the Board would desire to associates 
itself with the numerous tributes now being paid to the Right Hon. Sir Rafns 
Isaacs on his appointment as Lord Chief Justice of England, a position of grea; 
dignity and also great responsibility. It was hardly necessary to remind them 
that Sir Rufus had been mach more than a Jew in name. He had always identi. 
fied himseif with Jewish interests and even io his basisst hours had always been 
ready to place his services at the disposal of Jewish iastitutions whether charitabl¢, 
philanthropio, or otherwise. He moved that a letter of congratulation be sent io 
Sir Rufus lsaacs. 

The motion was adopted amid general cheers. 


New Bye-laws.—Some Welcome Changes. 


The PRESIDANT brought up the report of a Sub-Committee appointed to oon- 
sider suggestions for amending the bye-laws of the Board. He said that the code 
of bye-laws which was now presented to the Board would be found to be a work. 
able code, and one which would make for an improvement in the procedure of 
the Board’s work, and give greater scope for the discussion of the more important 
matters which from time to time came before the Board for consideration. Most 
of the alterations which had been made were the result of a conference which had 
taken place a few weeks ago batween himself and four delegates from Manchester 
chosen by the whole body of deputies representing the Manchester congregations. 
He desired to acknowledge the moderate and friendly way in which these delegates 
put forward their suggestions and the arguments which they advanced in support 
ot them. He was coavinced that in putting forward these suggestions they had 
been actuated by a strong desire to increase the intiuence of the Board and to make 
it a more truthfal barometer of Jewish pablic opinion. 

Mr. CHARLES WALEY-COHEN moved that the report be referred back to the 
Committee, which he suggested should be augmented by two members. He said 
that two principles were involved. The Committee had been originally limited on 
the defiaite statement of one of the honorary officers that its function would b:; 
merely that of effecting small drafting amendments. It had been urged that it 
was unnecessary to have more than the honorary officers, as merely legal questions 
of drafting would be involved. He thought that the Board would agree that the 
proposals put forward were a great deal more than a matter of drafting. A pledge 
uf that sort onght not to be lightly given, and ought not to ba lightly broken or 
ignored. He went on to say that there were other matters ia the proposed bye- 
laws themselves which called for a reference baok. . 

Mr. LEOPOLD DE ROTHSCHILD said it did not appear to be realised that the 
proposed bye-laws had been the subject of a conference between the President and 
the Manchester deputation, and also of a prolonged meeting at Mr. Alexander’s 
house. He would not bea party to these captious criticisms, and if they were 
persisted in he would resign. The honorary officers did their best, and devoted 
themselves at the end of a busy day to the work of the Board. He persomally had 
explained at the last meeting that he had been somewhat remiss in hia duties, but 
since then he had aitended four Committees, and at each of thase Committess th : 
work had been done thorougbly and well. To their deliberations Mr. Henriques 
brought his legal knowledge, Mr. Joshua Levy his knowledge of Sheohbita, and Mr. 
Prag and Mr. Levy their knowledge of the aliens question. Each of these men 
came at the end cf a busy day to carry on the Board's work, and yet aome of the 
newspapers continually attacked the Board, called it aa effete body which was in 
want of reformation andsoon. He would resign at once if these criticisms con- 
tinned. When he read the newspapers he felt it was not fair to the men who

no discussion thereon. 

An amendment to exclude addresses of congratulation for the matters to be 
dealt with by the President was defeated. 

Foreign affairs are the subject of the next bye-law :— 

The Chairman shall from time to time make a confidential staterrent to the meetin 
as to measures dealt with by the Conjoint Foreign Committee, and shall only allow suc 
discussion thereon as in his opinion shall be consistent with the best interests of the 
community ; and the chairman’s decision as to the scope and extent of such discussion 
shall not be questioned. 

The PRESIDENT said that it was right that the Board should be made 
acquainted from time to time with the proceedings of the Conjoint Committee, 
but in view of the fact that much of the business of the Conjoint Committee was 
of a confidential cbarecter, it was necessary to limit the discussion. I+ was 
proposed that it should be left to the discretion of the chairman how far discussion 
was advisable and he did not see how it could be dealt with otherwise. 

Mr. CHARLES WALEY COHEN moved to omit all words after ‘“ Committee.’’ 
He said that the Chairman’s statement would be confidential, not what the 
members said. 

Mr. A. A. EINSTEIN said that he objected altogether to confidential state- 
ments being made at a public body. 

Mr. M. DUPARC pointed out that at the meetings of the Council of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, the other parent of the Conjoint Committee, the minutes of 
the meetings of the Committee were read. They were treated as confidential and 
a diecussion took place on the minutes. The sanction of the President was not 
required for that discussion, and if the President considered that a portion of the 
discussion was of sufficient importance to be made known to the world outside, he 
gave an intimation to the representatives of the Press that they might report that 
part of the discussion. If this bye-law were adopted it might happen that what 
was to be kept secret at the meeting of the Board might be made known at the 
meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association. ' 

The PRESIDENT said that there was really very little difference between the 
procedure of the two bodies. Personally he thought a statement from the Chair- 
man more satisfactory than reading the minutes. 

Mr. LEOPOLD DE ROTHSCHILD said that he thought it was a mistake to raise 


objections to this bye-law, and thus prevent a very desirable improvement from — 


being carried out. He pointed out that foreign affairs required a great deal of 
care in handling, and it was very undesirable sometimes to have public discussions 
upon them. On the other hand, there could be no objection to members of the 
Board seeking and being given further information. Unlimited discussion might 
impede much good work. He felt sure that whatever their views, they were all 


anxious to assist the Conjoint Committee in its difficult work. He reminded them 


that very often they were in communication with cfficial bodies who might dislike 
public discussion of the matters under negotiation. 

Mr. LOUIS KLETZ opposed the amendment, which was lost, and the bye-law 
with words inserted to meet Mr. de Rothschild’s suggestion was adopted. 

The’only other bye-law which provoked discussion was that limiting speeches 
to five minutes, an extension of time being at the option of the Chairman. Some 
members of the Board desired to see this discretion vested in the Board iteelf, 
as before but an amendment to that effect was defeated. — 

The bye-laws, as proposed, having been approved, 

The PRESIDENT said that there were certain questions dealt with in the 
report of the sub-committee which did not figure in the bye-laws themselves. 
The first of these was a suggestion that the name of the Board be changed to the 
“Board of Deputies of British Jews.” This was not feasible altogether, because 
the Board was referred to under the name of the London Committee of Deputies 
of British Jews in various Acts of Parliament, notably the Marriage Acts. There 


could, however, be no objection to the Board being known under the wider appel- 


lation for ordinary purposes. He reminded them that when the Board was 
founded 160 years ago, it was merely a “ London Committee,” the London syna- 
gogues being solely represented upon it. It was not, he believed, till 1835, that 
any provincial congregations sent deputies to the Board. There was no doubt 
that the original title was not spplicable at the present moment, when the Board 
consisted to the extent of two thirds of provincial representatives. | 

On the motion of the PRESIDENT it was resolved that in all communications, 
other than with the Government, the Board’s letter paper should be headed as 
follows : “ The Board of Deputies cf British Jews (officially known as the ‘ London 
Committee of Deputies of the British Jews’).” — 

It was resolved to inatruct the Solicitor and Secretary that more details should 

be givem.in the agenda cf the nature of the business to be transacted. 
_ The Board also adopted a recommendation of the Committee to the effect that 
once in each year a circular should be sent to the various congregations asking 
them to bring all questions (other than formal matters) requiring attention to the 
Board’s notice through their respective deputies. 

A motion by Mr. A. A. EINSTEIN, providing that members of the general public. 
should be admitted to meetings of the Board, was lost. 

A motion by Mr. E. ZEITLYN to limit the number of Committees upon which 
members of the Board might serve found an equal number of supporters and 
opponents, and the President declined to exercise his casting vote. Much merriment 
was caused by the innocent enquiring of a deputy as to the ultimate fate of the

CONJOINT FOREIGN COMMITTEE. 7 
JEWS IN THE BALKANS: THE BLOOD ACCUSATION. 


The PRESIDENT: At this stage of our ings I wish to make a statement 
to the Board as to what the Conjoint Foreign Committee have been doing during 
the recess in regard to the Balkans and the Blood Accusation. | 


First, as regards the Balkans. It appeared to us that having regard to the . 


altered conditions brought about by the second Balkan War, and in view of the 
fact that the Treaties of London, Bucharest, and Constantinople contained no 
provision as to religious freedom, a farther communication should be addressed to 
our Foreign Office urging that the civil and religious clauses of the Berlin Treaty 
might be made binding on the Balkan States within their new boundaries. 

Accordingly, on October 13th, the following letter was sent to Sir Edward

Sir,—The Jewish Conjoint Foreign Committee of the London Committee of 
Deputies of British Jews and the Anglo-Jewish Association have had under their con- 
sideration the diplomatic Acts—principally the Treaty of whick the new 
territorial system in the Near East bas been adjasted, and they have instructed us to 
invite the attention of His Majesty's Government to the omission from those documents 
of provisions either confirming or on their own account, for the benefit of the 
annexed territories, the guarantees of civil and religious liberty and —y contained 
in the Protocol No. 8 of the Conference of London of February 3rd, , and in 
Articles V., XXVII., XXXIV., XLIV. and LXII. of the Treaty of Berlin. 

O to the vast changes which have been made in the distribution of the Jewish 
communities throughout the region lying between the Danube and the A‘gean, and more 
especially in aanel the annexations to the kingdom of Rumania where hitherto the Civil 
and ous Liberty clauses of the Treaty of Berlin have been systematically evaded, 
this question has caused the Jewish people the poorer ane. Se Conjoint Committee 
are well aware that in four of the annexing States, namely, , Bulgaria, Servia and 
Montenegro, the Constitutions provide for the equal rights of all religious denominations, 
and they gratefully acknowledge that for many years t the Jews in those countries 
have had no reason to complain, but in the new conditions of mixed races and creeds 

which confront those States, and in face of the b pparent of an accen- 
tnation of the long-standing inter-confessional bitterness and strife, they prefer not to 
 Xelinquish the intecnddional obligations by which the rights of their coreligionists have 
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therto been secured. In this view they find themselves supported not only by the 
Jewish communities of the Balkans, but also by all the religions minorities in the 
dominions which have recently changed hands. The reasonableness of their view is 
further supported by the constitutional changes effected in like circumstances in Moldo- 
Wallachia and Servia three quarters of a century ago to the prejudice of the Jews, and 
also by the continned encouragement to religious intolerance afforded bp the legalised 
oppression of a quarter of a million Jews in the Kingdom of Rumania. 

The question was not ignored at the Peace Conference at Bucharest, but it failed to 
receive any contractual solution. At the sitting of August 8th, a scheme of religious, 
scholastic and cultural liberty was discussed, but no agreement was reached owing to 
irreconcilable differences between the Patriarchists and Exarchists. Moreover, the 
scheme as drawn up was confined to Christian communities (Protocol, No. 10). At the 
sitting of August 5th, the question was raised in its wider aspects by a commtnication 
from the United States Government ex ressing the hope that a provirion would be 
introduced into the Treaty “according fall civil and religions liberty to the inhabitants 
of any territory subject to the sovereignty of any of the five Powers or which might be 
transferred from the jurisdiction of any one of them to that of another.” This also met 
with no adequate response. M. Maioresco, the chief Rumanian plenipotentiary, 
expressed the opinion that such a provision was unnecessary “as the principle inspiri 
it had long been recognised, in fact and in law, by the mort law of the Constitutiona 
States represented at the Conference,” but he added that be was willing to declare on 
behalf o° the Plenipotentiaries that “the inhabitants of any territory newly acquired 
will have, without distinction of religion, the same fall civil and religious liberty as all 
the otber inhabitants of the state.” In this view the other Plenipotentiaries concurred 
(Procotol, No. 6). 

The Jewish Conjoint Committee regret that they are unable to accept either the 
Tn or the assurances of M. Maioresco for the following reasons :— 

1, Even if it were true that the constitutions of all the five contracting States 
assure civil and religious liberty to their inhabitants without distinction of religion— 
Rumania herself is a flagrant exception—it would not afford as permanent a guarantee 
as an international obligation. The circumstances which render such a guarantee 
maar wee | in the present case have already been referred to above. . 

2. In previous territorial changes in the Near East, the liberal provisions of the 
Constitutions of the annexing States have not been held snfficient for the protection of 
religious minorities. Thus in 1864, when the Ionian islands were transferred to Greece, 
the Powers speciiically extended to the new territories the civil and religious liberty 
obligations im on the Hellenic Kingdom in 1830 (See Article lV. of the Treaty 
of London of March 20th, 1864). Again in 1881, when Thessaly was ceded to Greece, 
the Religious Liberty obligations of 1830 were repeated in the Treaty of cession for the 
benetit of the Mussulman popaoilation (Convention of May 14th, 1881. Article VIII). 
A similar couree was adopted : the Great Powers in 1886, when Eastern Roumelia was 
virtually annexed to Bulgaria (Art. IV. of Arrangement of April 5th, 1886; cf. Eastern 
Roumelia Statute, Art. XXIV.). 3 

3. Roumania herself is not content to rely on the national constitutions of the other 
Balkan States where the destinies of her own exp%triated brethren in race and religion 
are concerned. Although she persuaded the Conference of Bucharest to reject the 
American proposal to insert binding guarantees for the equitable treatment of racial and 
religious minorities in the annexed territories generally, she insisted on the adoption of 
an Annexe to the Protocols of the Conference pledging the signatory states to grant 
equal rights and religious and scholastic freedom to the Koutzo-Viachs residing within 
their dominions. It is difficult to understand why these Treaty guarantees should be 
required for communities which have a Government at Bucharest, attached to them by 
racial and religious sympathies, to look after their interests, and not for the Jews who 
have no such resource in the event of their rights being ignored. 

4. The terms of M. Maioresco's declaration in regard to ‘‘ the inhabitants of any 
territory newly acquired,’’ are ambignons, and in the case of the Jews of the northern 
districts of Bulgaria now annexed to Ronmania might, and no doubt would be, interpreted 
as assimilating them to the oppressed Jewish communities of the annexing state. 
Moreover in view of what happened to the Jews of the Dobrudja when that province was 


acquired by Rumania in 1875 any unilateral assurances from the Cabinet of Bucharest. 


on this subject must fail to inspire confidence. The action of the Kamanian Govern- 
ment on that occasion was dealt with by us in the letter we had the hononr of addressin 
to you on July 13th last, and it will consequently suffice to state now that the Jews o 
the Dobrudja were deprived of their national rights for thirty years after the annexation 
and even then they experienced great difficulty in obtaining them. We cannot con- 
template withont anxiety the possibility of a repetition of this application of the principle 
formulated by M. Maioresco. | 

For these reasons the Jewish Conjoint Committee regard with grave apprehension the 
omission from the Treaty of Bucharest of guarantees of civil and religious equality for 
the inhabitants of the territories which have changed hands in virtue of that instrament, 
and they trust they may rely on His Majesty’s Government to take such steps as will 
assure to those inhabitant the full enjoyment of the high protection accorded them by 
the London Protocol of 1830 and the Treaty of Berlin. 

They venture to suggest that the objects they have in view might be attained bya 
collective note to the States signatory of the Treaties of London, Bucharest and 
Constantinople. declaring that.the Great Powers regard the Civil and Religious Liberty 
clauses of the Protocol of 1830 and the Treaty of Berlin as binding upon all of them 
within their new frontiers and throughont all their territories. The Committee ho 


that His Majesty's Government may see their way to propose sich a Note to the

Secondly, as regards the Blood Accusation, I am not in a position to read any 
documents to you at this moment. Bat, as you will gather from what I am 
about to tell you, we have done all we possibly could to assist the defence at Kieff, 
We managed in the first place to obtain an important pronouncement from the 
Medical Congress on Professor Sikoraki’s report, the effect of which was to destroy 
the chief medical evidence on which the prosecution relies. We obiained from 
Sir James Crichton Browne an authoritative statement of what took place at the 

on this question and this has been sent to Kieff for use as evidence. 

We have also obtained two very important testimonies in reply to the theological 
deposition of the anti-Semitic priest Pranaitis. One of these testimonies consists 
of a declaration signed by Dr. Driver and Professor Cowley, of Oxford, confuting 
Pranaitis’s argument that Jewish teaching does or can permit ritual murder. The 
other is an important letter from his Eminence Cardinal Merry del Val, Pontifical 
Secretary of State, officially authenticating the various Encyclicals and other 
documénts issued from time to time by the Papacy in denunciation of the Blood 
Accusation. This—which amounts to a fresh protest on behalf of the Pope against 
the Blood Accusation—was obtained through the good offices of Lord Rothschild, 
who, at the request of the Conjoint Committee, wrote to Cardinal Merry del Val 
on the subject ; and a notarially attested and vieéi copy of this letter has also been 
sent to Kieff for use as evidence. 

The statement which I have made ought to suffice to show that the Conjoint 
Foreign Committee have not been idle or in any way negleotful or unmindful of 


Jewish interests.

The SOLICITOR and SECRETARY reported the receipt of a letter officially 
setting on record the fact that under the new immigration regulations in South 
Africa, Yiddish was recognised as a European language. ; 

The SOLICITOR and SECRETARY reported oases of succesefal intervention in 
deportation cases. 

The SOLICITOR and SECRETARY reported that he had drawn up a new set of 
rules for the Tredegar Congregation. 

Important correspondence with the London County Council in regard to the 
Shops Act was read. The Board had represented to the Council that the fixing 
of Thursday as the weekly half-holiday would cause grave hardship to many 
Jewish shopkeepers. 

The SOLICITOR and SECRETARY reported that a Factory and Workshop Act 
Amendment Bill contained satisfactory provisions in regard to Jews. He also 
reported that the Liverpool Corporation Act, 1913, excluded charitable institutions 
from the penalties attached to the reception of aliens suffering from certain 
diseases. 

Other minor business was transacted. 


The New ‘Reform Act. 


To THE EDITOR.—From Mr. D. G. BAKER, Liverpool. 


§ik,—Last Sunday’s meeting of the Board of Deputies will surely be 
remembered for all time by those who were fortunately privileged to be present. 


At last we bave been able to effect the great reforms for which Jewry has been 
so insistently clamouring during the past few years. Before the reforms were 
paseed, however, it was made clear that the powers that be keenly resent the 
criticism that has lately been levelled at them in the press. And Iam afraid the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE’S leading columns in last week’s issue were not entirely 
guitless of this crime of /ése majesté. I instantly reminded myself that some of 
your articles which did not meet with the approval of the Russian Government 
have lately been blacked out by the authorities, and every moment I expected 
a resolution would be passed seeking parliamentary powers to enable the officers 
of the Board to black ont those columns of your paper that criticised the 
Board’s work. 

But enough, the reforms have now been carried. The labour has been 
great, and the four months’ work of the special committee that was appointed 
to deal with this matter is now crowned with success. And the stupendous 
results of all the care and attention that have been bestowed on the subject 
ought to satisfy even the most carping critic of the Board’s policy. 

In ordinary circumstances, I would not venture to encroach upon your 
space to set out in details all the changes that have been carried, but as the occasion 
is an unprecedented one I take the liberty of giving the fullest possible publicity to 
each of these revolutionary reforms. Here they are, every one of them :— 

(1). The dates of the monthly meetings are to be fixed each January for 
the whole year. | 

(2). All questions relating to the reduction of assessments or arrears shall 
be dealt with by the Treasurer, and all matters of a formal character shall be 
dealt with by the President, with the concurrence of one of the Vice-Presidents. 

(3). The Chairman shall, from time to time, make a confidential state- 
ment to the meeting as to the measures dealt with by the Conjoint Foreign 

Committee, but the members shall not have the right to discuss the Chairman’s 

statement. 

(4). The annual meeting shall be held in London, but the Executive 
shall have power to consider invitations from any provincial congregation. 

The reforms speak for themselves ; it will, of course, take a little time before 


| the community will adapt itself to these sweeping changes, but, like all radical 


measures, time will set matters right, and what appears so revolutionary to-day 
will pass without remark later on. . 

But, seriously, the work the Board ought to perform is, unfortunately, no 
jesting matter. There appears to be a lack of reality about it all, a want of pro- 
portion that is lamentable. The drifting policy the Board has adopted may land 

us anywhere, and this is the direct result of its non-representative character. It 
is supposed to be a Board of Deputies, but how many deputies know what is being 
done by the Board? It is supposed to represent and give voice to the feelings and 
aspirations of the Jews living in England, but has half of the Jewish population of 
this country ever heard of the very existence of the Board? And of those who do 
know that there is snch a Board, how many of them believe that it is some sort of 
a charitable eociety? 7 
At its beet, as the Board is at present constituted, it can only speak in thename 


of that portion of Jewry which is connected with a synagogue, and not even for 
them, as there are so many synagogues that do not trouble to electa Deputy. And 


no wonder. Is the Board alive? Does it beat with the hearts of our people? 
There is only one answer. There is no real Board, no settled policy, and no 
organisation. The whole thing appears to be a mere sham, and the sole apparent 
justification for ite existence is to prevent other communal bodies from attempting 
to do some of the work that the Board leaves undone. Obviously, such an apology 
for a system cannot stand for ever, and it behoves those who have the welfare of 
the community at heart to keep pegging away until real reforms are granted. 

One word more. Those who criticise the activities—or rather the inactivities— 
of the Board of Deputies, criticise only its policy and not its officers. You, yourself 
wrote immediately after the election of the officers, that “ what is necessary in 
the Board is not a change in the composition of the Executive, but a modernising 
of its methods.” No one can possibly render too great a tribute to Mr. Alexander, 
who is far and away the best man for the post. Again, everyone is bound to 


appreciate the kindly services of Mr. Leopold de Rothechild and the helping hand. 


he gives whenever and wherever his services are required. But the officers are 
entangled in the meshes of an antiquated system that may or may not have been 
‘suitable for the conditions existing fifty years ago. Certainly that system is hope- 
lessly out of date at present. 

As Jews, the Board of Deputies ought to be our first line of defence—our 
Navy—and what will become of a people that allows its navy to fall hopelessly 
out of date? Reforms will have to come—real reforms, not sham amendments 
that leave things exactly as they were. If, in the course of time, this hope remains 


unrealised, then there will be no help for it but some other organisation will have 


to step in rather than allow the work to be left undone.

The CHAIRMAN said that he would like to give expression to his feeling of gratitude 
at being there that afternoon: He had had but the haziest notion of what these Classe: 
were in a congregation like Hampstead. He had listened to the report and hoped that he 
had become a better anda wiser man. (Laughter.) With regard to the teaching stafi 
he would tell the parents how fortunate they were in possessing & teaching staff like tha; 
of the Hampstead Classes and a gentleman at its head like the Rev. A. A. Green. I. 
would not, he considered, be fair to Mr. Green to say too many nice things in hit 
presence. But he must say that he was a man who possesscd commcn sense—a most 
uncommon quality, and he possessed it in an uncommon degree. In addition to Mr Green’. 
common sense he was alive and fall of genial humanity andoverflowing humour. These 
were all indispensable qualities for the Minister of a congregation. Mr. Green had sai 


that the teachers of the Classea were in accord with himself. He noticed that there were 


one hundred and seventy children attending those Classes, and he was told that this was 
thelargest number of children in any West End congregation's classes. He could not say

Solomon had said’: “ The beginning of wisdom is the fear of the Lord.’ He had studied 
under the late Professor Pfleiderer, of Berlin, who preferred to say: The fear of the Lordi. 
not the beginning of wisdom; it is the whole of wisdom.” He (the Chief Rabbi) eontended 
that their difficulty was not with the children but with the parents. Their action was 
un:English. The Englishman had alwayslaid most stress on character. If they were to 
compare the English with any other people they would find they were not more clever, 
yet the English had gained everything by character. The English gentleman knew his 
Bible. He was even a theologian, who was one who knew abont religioft. He was 
no baffoon, no jester, and he did not langh at the faith of others. Addressing 
the children, the Chief Rabbi said he hoped their work was quite satisfactory. 
The report spoke of the pleasure it was to teach them. He would ask them 
to be especially attentive to their Hebrew. Hebrew was the key to every 

thing great and gloriousin Jewish thonght. He woaldlike to see more enthusiasm 
displayed in learning Hebrew. Last week, when he had bsen present at a similar 
fanction at the Redman’s Koad Talmud Torah, on thechildren receiving their prizes they 
had said “thank you,” not in English but in Hebrew. He hoped that some of the boys 
and girls would come to love their Hebrew, and, like those in the East End, to think 
in Hebrew, for it was not half as difficult as French, Spanish, or German. He was glad 
Mr. Green had devoted so mach time to children's services. He was sure that in the 
course of his addresses to them Mr. Green had touched upon those wordsof the Prophet 

“Ye are my witnesses!" The Prophet said this to the Jewish people, and he would 
like to say to the Jewish children, “ Ye are the witnesses of Judaism.” A case in court 
was lost or won by the witnesses. A witness gave his testimony honestly, and the case 
was won. But if it were found that he was a lying witness the case was lost. Now 
the cause of Judaism of the near future would stand or fall by the conduct of the boy, 
and girls of that and other synagogues. If their conduct was good, Judaism would 
flourish, but if not, then the outiook was poor. Every boy and girl had the future— — 
the reputation of our entire Judaism in his or her hands. If they honoured and gloried 
in it, the honour and glory would be in their hands and also in those of the communitys 
If they dishonoured it, it was not only for themselves, bat for all the community. Io — 
conclusion, he hoped that the classes would be able to rear a generation of true witnesses. 

TRIBUTES TO THE TEACHERS. 


Mr. 8, M. HEILBUT proposed a vote of thanks to Dr. and Mrs. Hertz, and gave as 
an explanation of the comparatively small attendance at the classes the fact that many 
of the children were taught at home by good teachers. 

Mr. RK. 8. MOsELy seconded the vote, which was carried. 

The Rapst briefly returned thanks. 

The Rev. Dr. J. Hocuman poopeees a vote of thanks to the teaching staff for their 
services in the peat year. The daty of the community, he said, was to provide for its 
teachers of religion. He advocated a scheme such as the Chief Rabbi's Provincial 
Scheme for the organisation of religious classes. 

Rass H. M. Lazarus, in seconding the vote, said that as he was a teacher himself, 
he was always ready to bring the claims of the teachers before the public. The regular 
attendance at the classes showed that, after all, they had the welfare of the children's 
education at heart. The teacher in the schoolroom was compared by Moses to “the 
gentle falling of rain.” Teachers were those who, by their patience, were able to make 
a constant effort for teaching work gently as acca rain. If the teachers succeeded in 
making the children love their religion, they were on against the spirit of the age, 
and instilling their love and enthusiasm into the little children. 

‘The Rev. A. A. GREEN, in acknowledging thevote of thanks, said that he was very 
pleased to welcome Dr. and Mrs. Hertz there for the first time in their midst. Since 
the Chief Rabbi had been in London, they had met frequently and had discussed pro- 
blems which confronted them. He found Dr. Hertz full of enthusiasm, and v 
anxious to do the right thing and to accomplish much. He ho he woul 
be vouchsafed the strength of a Samson and the patience of a Job, and that he would 
find a response from the community and from the Ministers. The Chief Rabbi, they 
would have seen, taken the text for his inspiring address from his (Mr. Green's) 
report: “ Parents who crowd their children’s working hours with all kinds of extras, 
mostly in the way of extraneous accomplishments whic they think more important than | 
the teaching of religion, and who think that Hebrew and religion can take care of them- 
Selves, under a half-hearted standard of perfunctory preparation.” With regard to 
those accomplishments, violin lessons had been given in his congregation for the last 
twenty-one years. And where, he asked, were our Pageninis, where were our 
Paderewskis, where, even, were our Sandows?—for time had also been devoted to 
physical culture.

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THE BETH HOLIM. 


OPENING OF THE NEW BUILDING. 


After having been closed for a period extending to nearly a year and a half, 
the Beth Holim, Mile End Road, was re-opened last Tuesday. The Institution 


has been rebuilt on the old site at a cost approaching £10,000. From all points 
of view the Beth Holim oan be regarded as a model institution, and the inmates, 
who have been housed at private residences during the time the extensive struc- 
tural alterations were proceeding, have expressed their delight in returning to the 
home which for them has so many sacred ties. 

: Apart from the inmates there was but a small gatheriog at Tuesday night’s 
function, but that small band had worked untiringly in the interests of one of 
Jewry’s oldest institutions in the Metropolis. .The institution is well equipped 
and beautifully constructed, the plans having been laid and carried out in a manner 
which must conduce to the best interests of the inmates and afford them a maximum 
amount of comfort. Accommodation is provided for some forty people, but the 
number housed will rest almost entirely upon the state of the finances. The cottages 
built in the rear, adjacent to the ancient burial ground, make most desirable 
residences, the occupants of which will ever remember with gratitude the bene- 
fioence of Mrs. Ella Mooatta, whose large-hearted generosity made the erection of 
an entire block possible. The congregation have been saved an immense outlay in 
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View of the Angle of the Cottage Block. 


carrying out the re-building scheme, Mr. Manuel M. Castello, A.R.I.B.A., the 
architect, giv-ng his services in an honorary capacity. Mr. Edward L. Mocatta, 
the President, by his practical sympathy also in no small degree made re-building 
possible. We understand, however, that some £3,000 is required to make good 
the money used from invested funds. |

JEWS AND ANTHROPOLOGY. 


DINNER TO PROFESSOR CHARLES SELIGMANN. 


A large company, including the leading exponents of Anthropology in this 
country, Nenitabled xt the Hotel Great Central last Sunday, where a dinner in 
honour of Professor Charles G. Seligmann, M.D., was given by the Maccabmans. 
Professor R. MELDOLA, the President of the Society, ocoupied the Chair. Grace 
before meals was recited by the Rev. Isidore Harris, and the grace after meals by 
the Rev. D. Wasserzug. 

The loyal toasts having bsing enthusiastically received, | 

The CHAIRMAN proposed “ Professor Charles G. Seligmann, the Guest of the 
Evening.” All branches of Antlropology, he said, were reprecented at the table 
that evening, men who had for years past identified themselves with the history 
and development of the subject. Having enlarged upon the science, what it had 
attained and what it might yet achieve if the means and men and investigators, like 
Seligmann, came forward, Professor Meldola spoke of the Anthropological work 
of the guest of the evening. He had carried out many investigations, had 
done much to advance the science, and had taken part in a number of expedi- 
tions specifically for the purpose of pursuing Anthropologic enquiry. The 
results of Dr. Seligmann’s investigations bad been most valuable, and they would 
all agree with him that the guest of the evening merited every honour the 
Maccabwans had shown him. (Loud cheers.) 


Meldola for his references concerning him, and the ccabeans for the 
honour they had conferred upon him. He referred to some of his golleagues round 
that table who had worked at the science to which he himself was devoted, and 
alluded especially to the work of Dr. Haddon, whose expedition, some years ago, 
he had been permitted to join, and Professor Kieth. Mr. Philip Hartog, of the 
University of London, had in many ways done a great deal to bring the subject 
to the position it now occupied. The Jews had also played some part in the 
development of anthropology. I’. Joseph Jacobs had done a little, and more 
recently Dr. Redoliffe Salaman had contributed much of value to the science. 
His very valuable investigations and his well kaown work on what was 
known as Mendelism had materially helped forward the study of anthropology. 
The conclusions Dr. Salaman had arrived at concerning mixed marriages had been 
confirmed by the investigations of anthropologists themselves. Then Dr. Charles 
Myers, of Cambridge, was a force to be reckoned with among anthropologists. 


| With regards to the actual results achieved it would be of interest to 


his coreligioniats to mention that it had been ascertained beyond all doubt 
that they were only Semitic to aemall extent; that they were predominantly 
deecended from Hittites and certain tribes cf Asia Minor. Iv corc'asion, Prof. 
Seligmann said that the science of Anthropology had come late ia the field, but 
now it behcved them all t») do everything to farther the interests of the science. 


The Jew as Material for Anthropological Research. 


Dr. REDCLIFFE N. SALAMAN, in proposing “ Anthropology.” coupled with 
the names of Drs. A. C. Haddon, the Hon. Pember Resves, and Profeseor Kieth, 
said that for a Jewish society to entertain such guests and for a Jew conecious of 
his identity to propose such a toast coupled with the names of its moat illustrious 
exponents, was like putting up an ourang outang to propose the toast of Evolution 
coupled with the name of Darwin. or if the Jew was not the missing 
link, the Jew was, he was assured, one of the most important links 
in the chain of antbrpological science and thonght. Of course, not 
all of them knew the focd that was best for them, and he ventared to 
think anthropologists as a whole had disp'ayed an extraordioary lack of 
perspicacity in the choice of their diet throughout the last generation 
in failing to recognise that the finest material for anthropological research was to 
be found in their midst. Where else could they find a better field for anthro- 
pology than that which the Jews cffared them in their very midst? Where could 
they find a race—an in-breeding race— with defined physical and mental charac- 
teristics, separated only by blood from the. people arouoad them? There was no 
need to make expensive journeys, for all the requisites for ecientific experiment 
were to hand between Aldgate Pamp and Park Lane. (Laughter.) A people to 
study on the oue hand, and & control in the person of their Gantile citizans on 
the other. Such conditions resembled rather the test tube of the chemist than the

the anthropologist was wont to seek. Aud yet how disappointing was the work so far 
which anthropologists had devoted‘o Jews. Such work as it was resembled more the 
outpourings of a sausage machinc—and not always a Kosher one—such an undigested 
medley of facts, figures, and fancies was it. When Jews tackled the question of 
antbropology, they seemed to be at once hypnotised by their preconceived notions. 
Joseph Jacobs, whoss name in tbat Society would always be honoured, was the 
pioneer of Jewish anthropology in this country,and, however much one might criticise 
his results, one must always rememb:r that he turned the ficst sod on an all-impor- 

tant field, the field of Jewish anthropology. And yet so convinced of the general 
superiority of ths Jew was he that he suggested their unexpected brachicephaly 
was due to 'heir abnomal wits, and in cases of intermarriage with the Anglo-Saxon 
he ascribed dominance to the Jewish type, although if anything was certain it was 
that the type was recessive, and still farther to emphasise ths almost specific 
iso!ation of the Jew he asserted that their matiogs with non-Jews were highly sterile, 
a statement which observation showed to be utterly davoid of fact. Fishberg had 
written a large and valuable book about the Jews, but unfortunately he had rendered 


| it elmost useless Ly etariing with the preconceived notion that the Jew was 


the same as everybody elee and if he differed at all it was by being 
rather samer. Still more recently they bad had two books dealing with 
anthropological aspects of the Jews; one by Z lschan; who was s2 impressed 
with the opposite point of view, and so determined to knock the very last ehred of 
argument out of Houston Stewart Chambarlain’s work, that it resulted in a book 
which scientifically was but of little importance. Then latterly there had been 
publiehed an English edition of Dz. Rappin’s work. Here again the writer was 


but the conclusions were all seen through a Zicnist glass. And then when 
they came to consider the material on which Jewish anthropologists had so far 
worked they could not but be impressed by the second-hand nature of it all; the 
facts and figures were all derived from Luschan or Ripley and, trustworthy no 
doubt as far as they went, presented without due analyaw. Or else they had the 
German National and Municipal Census returns, which in his opinion were of 
very little value, beeauce a great many Jews did not confess themselves such, and 
the offspring of intermarrisge was all lamped with the Gentile population. As 
an example of what these figures were worth he quoted the sex-ration birth-rate 
retarns which had been issued for Jews in Europs, from which it would appear’ 
that in many partes of Russia there were for every one hundred girls as many 4s 
one hundred and fifty boya bora, and this phenemon had been ascribed to race

Professor SELIGMANN, who was applauded on — thanked Professor 
a 


obsessed with the Zionist point of view. The facts were there, such as they were, . 
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of 100 to 150, they found that there were for every 100 girls born, 104°5 boys, 
which was exactly the same ratio as that of the English public in 
the year 1911. That gave one an idea of what value to attach to the 
figures which were supposed to describe anthropological facts amongst the 
Jews. It was evident that the field of Jewish anthropology was an open and 
almost untouched one ; it was one moreover of unrivalled interest. The investigator 
in this field had extraordinary advantages. He asked them to think for one 
moment of the existence in their midst of the Kohanim; families who had an 
unfailing tradition that they were descended from the priests who performed in 
the Temple 2,000 years ago, and who, anyhow, up to quite recent times, had in 
their veins not a single admixture of alien blocd. Where could that be 
matched? Neither he maintained amongst the Dinkas of the Soudan nor 
the Papuans of New Guinea. Ripley had suggested, and he had inde- 
pendently arrived at a similar conclusion, that amongst Jews could be 
best seen the influence of sexual selection. It would be very doubtful whether 
amongst any other human group a similar phenomenon could be observed. Yet 
the facts were fairly clear ; they only needed more careful observation and measure- 
ment. The Jews, taken en masse in each European country, tended to resemble 
the Gentile type of that country. Anyone who mixed in Jewish circles would 
realise at once that the type of beauty, both in the male and in the female, which 
was most admired and selected in marriage, was always that which was

Hence there was being gradually brought into prominence a physical type among 
Jews, which was very similar in appearance to that of their teutonic neighbours, 
but which in reality had an entirely different origin. Where, he asked, was there 
a possibility of analysing the different homan types in an in-breeding community 
such as the Jew presented? The material was all at hand; it was only workers 
who were needed. The Jew might be over -introspective and hypersensitive, 
but he had signally failed to study himself scientifically. By entertaining the 
anthropologists of Great Britain, the Maccabmwans were taking opportunity by the 
forelock. It was far better, far wiser, and infinitely more comfortable to ask these 
learned investigators to examine us Jews while we still existed before it became 
necessary to appoint a Royal Commission to seek out the remnant and unearth the 


bones of the faithfal. At this jancture Dr. Salaman said that if he turned to 


another and altogether different aspect of the question it was because one felt, in 
common with all one’s brethren, the solemnity as well as the tragedy of the Beilis 
trial which was being enacted in Rassia. Dr. Salaman’s further remarks on the 
subject will be found elsewhere in this issue. (Dr. Salaman was loudly cheered on 
resuming his seat.)

PHILIP HARTOG proposed the guests, the toast being ackowledged by 
Sir FRANCIS C. GOULD and Mr. H. J. REED, O.M.G. Mr. H.8.Q HENRIQUKS 
proposed the Chairman. For over two years Professor Meldola had given his 
services ungrudgingly to the Society at great self-sacrifice. Professor Meldola 
was a great scholar; his name was honoured in the world of science and literature. 
But he had endeared himself to the Maccabmans because of other qualities he 
possessed. Their President was a most genial host and the kindest of friends, and 
all were grateful to him for his never ceasing affability and assistance. 

PROFESSOR MELDOLA in reply, said that his ‘association with the 
Maccabwans had been to him a source of the greatest pleasure, and he was 
deeply sensible of the honour his coreligionists had jone him.

OBITUARY. 


GEHEIMER COMMERZIENRAT L. M. GOLDBERGER. 
[From our Correspondent.] 


BERLIN, 

It is with deepest regret that I have to announce the death last week of 
Geheimer Commerzienrat Goldberger, the late President of the German Branch 
of the Alliance Israclite Universelle. Councillor Goldberger, the rival of Ballin 
and the most popular worksr in Germany, who organised the modern German 
postal traffic under General Podbielsky, had reached the age of sixty-five and 
passed away only two weeks after he had resigned his many public positions. The 
Emperor, after the news of the death of his personal friend was communicated to 
him, sent a most cordial message of sympathy to the widow. His Majesty’s 
example was followed by many high dignitaries of State and the representatives of 
the great German industrial, commercial and philanthropic organisations with 
which the late Councillor Goldberger was connected. The deceased was the 
brilliant author of the famous book on the industrial and commercial possibilities 
in the United States, ‘Das Land der unbegrenzten Mdglichkeiten,” the title of 
which became a popular saying and an enrichment of the German language. 

Ludwig Max Goldberger was born in Tranowitz (Upper Silesia), in 1848. He 
received his early education at the French College in Berlin. After finishing his 
studies there he was sent to Vienna to a big banking firm where he received his 
firat commercial training. On his return from Vienna, after a couple of years 
there, he entered the firm cf his father in Berlin, and very soon became popular 
among German bankers as a man of great ability, commercial broad-mindedness 
and as a great organiser. He was one of the founders of the well known Dresdner 
Bank and of the Internationale Bank with which the firm of his father was affiliated. 
He interested himeelf in many great Swiss and French railway concerns, and wrote 
several treatises on that subject. The German Government approached him with 
the request to express his opinion as an expert on a number of important railway 
and traffic questions. In 1891 he relinquished the banking business, and devoted his 
whole time and energy to public work, and to the organisation of German trade. 
He was the founder of the Berlin Chamber of Commerce, he created and con- 
ducted the Berlin Trade Exhibition and bacame the expert of the Government on 
questions of commercial treaties. He was also one of the founders of the Central 
European Union of Commerce and Trade and of the Imperial Auto-Clab. 

In addition to his fruitful organising work, which was fully recognised and 
appreciated by his Sovereign, Councillor Goldberger showed great energy and 
ability as a philanthropic worker aud as a Jewish politician. As long as he was 
President of the German branch of the Alliance there was no quarrel and no dis- 
cord between the French and the German members of that body. He kept the 
German organisation together, and impos3d his powerful will on the leading men 
in Paris as well as iu Berlin. Under his presidency the Garmau Alliance flourished 
and its membership increased from day to day. He was not only president and 
an administrator of the German body, but still more its leading genius and direct- 
ing spirit. But the people in Paris were not satisfied with a man like Goldberger, 
who was independent in his judgment anda fighter against every form of auto- 
cracy. They intrigued against him until he became disegasted with the state of 
affairs, and resigned his presidency. From that day the German Alliance became 
@ mere shadow of an organisation. (uarrel and discord destroyed what Gold- 
berger had built up. | 

Geheimer Commerzienrat Goldberger, who was on no less intimate terms 
with the Emperor than Herr Ballin, was a very popular figure in Berlin social 
circles. His salon was the rendezvous of Berlin literary, artistic and scientific 
celebrities. He himself was a man of letters, an able linguist and a great lover of 
art. He eupported young talent and many an artistic or literary celebrity in 
Germany owes his position to him. The deceased was the only great German 
Jew who had access to the ruling Conservative caste in Prussia and was very popular 


Ballin is the great Jew of the Liberals. The Emperor recognised the services 
rendered by Herr Goldberger to the Prussian State and to public life in Germany 
by conferring upon him the Order of the Prussian Crown with diamonds, a very 
high distinction in Germany. | | 

The entire German Press, without distinction of party, as well as the German 


people and the German Jews mourn the unexpected death of this great leader and 
worker.

THE NEW SOUTH MANCHESTER SYNAGOGUE. 


ADDRESS: BY THE CHIEF RABBI. 
[From our Correspondent.] 


A well-attended reception, following on the consecration of the Synagogue, 
was held at the Midland Hotel on Monday week, to meet the Chief Rabbi, who was 
accompanied by Dr. and Mrs. Dreyfus. Among well-known non-Jews who were 
present were the Dean of Manchester (Bishop Welldon), Alderman McCabe (Lord 
Mayor-elect), Miss Burstall, headmistress of the Manchester High School, Mr. L. 
Paton, M.A., headmaster of the Manchester Grammar School, and Mr. R. 
Peacock, Chief Constable. 

Refreshments having been partaken of, 


Mr. JACOB LICHTENSTEIN, President of the Sonth Manchester Synagogue, 
said they were met that evening to give a new lease of Jewish life to the com- 
munity of South Manchester. Among those who had honoured them that day was 
first the Chief Rabbi, to whom they all desired to extend a hearty and loyal wel- 
come and their thanks for the beautiful and impressive address he had delivered 
that afternoon. They all regretted the absence of Mrs. Hertz, but hoped to 


_ welcome her on a future and not distant occasion. 


The CHIEF RABBI, who received a very cordial welcome, said his visit to Man- 
chester was a brief and unofficial one. He thought an official visit would require 
him to stay about fourteen days, consequently, that was neither the time nor place 
to deliver an official address on the problems of Manchester in particular and Jewry 
in general. He thanked them for their most cordial welcome both that afternoon 
and evening. There wasa well-known saying, “What Lancashire thinks to-day 
all England says to-morrow,” and in some respects there was much truth in it. He 
referred to what was transpiring in Russia, that question in which not Judaism 
alone was involved, but all civilisation and all humanity, that hideous recrudescence 
of medisval savagery—the blood accusation in Russia—had proved to him that the 
people of Lancashire were not unreasonable, but in many respects they thought 
for themselves. On that question there had been a strange silence. The Russian 
Censor had been at work—not only in Russia, but in the two most unlikely nations 
in the world—France and England. Hundreds of papers in those two countries 
had not published a line of the trial. The most notable exception to that conspiracy 
of silence had been the leading newspapers of Lancashire (loud applause), 
who had the courage of their convictions and of their British traditions. 
That fact would greatly help the Jewish community in their sinking faith for 
freedom, liberty, and humanity. He would now put ina good word for London. 
What London had done a generation ago, Lancashire ought to do to-day. Nothing 
caused so much despondency as the amount of individualism, which was a good thing 


if they did not get too much of it. Manchester being the second largest Jewish |. 


community in the kingdom, seeing that individualism had failed, might now try 


co-operation—a united effort for religions life—in short, a United Synagogne. 


London having succeeded in that, he thought it was time for Manchester to give 
it a trial. Individualism had reached its extreme limits. He earnestly hoped that 
when he paid his pastoral visit—in three or six months—that he would finda 
definite movement set on foot with every prospect of success fora union of the 
synagogues of Manchester. (Applause.) 


_ Dean WELLDON (who, on rising, was enthusiastically cheered) said he had 
just run away from a temperance meeting. He was glad to be present on that 
occasion to welcome the new Chief Rabbi. Sitting between Dr. Hertz and Dr. 
Salomon, he felt a Chief Rabbi himself (loud laughter); he thought he was the 
biggest Rabbi of the lot. It was his wish to cement the friendship that had existed 
between the Jewish community and himself ever since he came to Manchester. 
He stood there as the advocate of religious liberty ; he hated intolerance and per- 
secution. (Applause.) He pleaded for the cause of toleration, not only between 
various sections, but between Jews and Christians, and would always raise his 
voice against false accusations, He found no more law-abiding citizens in Man- 
chester than those of the Jewish community. They could rest assured that what 
10s vo ae for peace and concord in that city he would do with all his heart. 
eers. 


Mr. 8. J. LEWIS proposed a hearty vote of thanks to Dr. Dreyfus for his 
assistance in opening their new synagogue. : 
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Dr. DREYFUS, in acknowledging, mentioned that an important feature in 
connection with the new Synagogue was the School where the children of members 
would receive instruction in the Hebrew language, the history of their nation, and 
the tenets of their religion. He earnestly hoped that by means of that school a 
future generation of good and useful citizens would be trained. 

Mr. E. HARRIS, M.A., said he spoke as one of the oldest past presidents and 
almost the only surviving founder of the old Synagogue in Sidney Street. He had 
pleasure in proposing the health of the visitors, Miss Burstall, Alderman Mo. 
Cabe, and Mr. Robert Peacock. As citizens ey all honoured the head of the city, 
and wished him a very prosperous year of office. 

Migs BURSTALL wes staal to be allowed to associate herself with that cele- 
bration, and thought it might be due to the reverence the Jewish Community had 
always shown for learning. The Institution she had been connected with for 
about 40 years—the Manchester High School—had always received sympathy and 
support from the Jewish people. They who trained girls knew how much they 
could learn from the great principles of which the Jewish Community gave such 
wonderful examples in their home life. 

Alderman MCCABE expreseed his thanks for the kind invitation and recep- 
tion accorded to him. After paying a tribute to Dr. Dreyfus, who he hoped 
would one day return to the City Council, the speaker stated he had always had» 
the greatest sympathy and respect forthe Jewish race.

Mr. Joseph Cowen, President of the English Zionist Federation, 
Zionism. addressed a public meeting at the Zionist Hall Annexe on 

Sunday, under the auspices of the Young Men’s Zionist Association. 
Mr. 8. 1. LEVY, Hon. President of the Association, in welooming Mr. Cowen, 
stated that it was the-desire of the Association to be again affiliated with the 
English Zionist Federation. 

Mr. COWEN, in the course of his address, dealt with the objects for which 
Zionism stands, and urged the necessity and advisability of these objects being 
realised in order to improve the condition of Jewry and Judaism. Zionism was 
possible and practicable on the day they wanted to make itso. He had never 
met a non-Jew who doubted the possibility of their work being.successful. The 
doubters were confined to their own people, but even they must admit that some- 
thing tangible had been done by the organisation during the past sixteen years. 
They could register moral gains over the whole field of Jewish effort, and even 
their material gains could not be lightly considered. But they were most confident 
of ultimate success, because they had the future of Jewry with them—the Jewish 
youth. After referring to the achievements and lessons of the last Zionist Congress, 
Mr. Cowen made a very forcible protest against the ritual murder: charge against 
Beilis. Mr. Cowen, in conclusion, said that when Zionists had attained their 
object, only then would their real work begin, for Zionism was not only for their 
own advancement. They wanted to add their quota to the sum of human progress 
and civilisation. . 

On the motion of the Rev. I. RAFFALOVICH, seconded by Mr. 8. 8. SILVER- 
MAN, @ hearty vote of thanks was accorded Mr. Cowen for his address.

| The twenty-first session of the Jewish Literary and Social 

Jewish Literary Society was inaugurated last Sunday by a most absorbing 
and Social address from the Hon. Lily H. Montagu on “Judaism and 
Society. Modern Life. The audience, which numbered several hundreds, 
was one of the largest in the history of the Society. The Chairman, 

Mr. Granville Heilbron, apologised for the absence of the President, Mr. Michael 
Simons, who was in London. He referred briefly to the ssssion just opened, 
as marking the majority in the life of.the Society which—to use the motto of the 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade—was going “from strength to strength,” and, with a 
membership of close on 500, and holding the first place in the Union of Jewish 
Literary Societies he thought they something to be proud of. In a few 
appropriate remarks, the Chairman then introduced the lecturer to the audience, 
who received her with loud applause. 
Miss MONTAGU, at the outset, reminded her audience that their points of view 
might differ, and that she could only tell them; in all sincerity and humility, what 
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was true to ber. She spoke, she said, without scholarship as a humble seeker after 
truth, and accordingly she asked for their sympathy in what she had to say. 
Coming to a consideration of the title of her address, she completely denied the 
truth of the statement, 80 often made, that there was no connection between 
_ Judaism and modern life. If Judaism was merely a matter of birth—if we were 
an accident and nothing more—then it was quite disconnected from modern life, 

but she felt that there was a connection and that they must see it. The central 
ideas of Judaism belonged alike to the most orthodox and the most liberal. No- 
one more than she was able to treat the orthodox point of view with respect—she 
had seen in her own home and family the highest embodiment of that ideal. It would 
be impertinent for her to criticise the orthodox point of view, and for real genuine 
orthodoxy she had the greatest and deepest respect, admiration and love. She 
felt, however, that another and different point of view had grown up because of 
the conditions of modern life. They had seen all around them men and women 
drifting away into materialism and indifferentism, and it was because of that 
drifting that they had come to believe that some constructive work must be done 
on the old foundations. Miss Montagu proceeded to deplore the strong craving for 
excitement and the increasing desecration of the home life particularly in the 
Sabbath eve observance. That had meant so much to her in her own life and 
family, and it was because of that she felt so strongly that they ought all of them 
make a real effort to show that Judaism must sanctify their home relations. Speak- 
ing of Sabbath observance, the lecturer dealt with the economic side of the ques- 
tion, stating that many had tochoose between being dependent on others and break- 
ing the Sabbath, the desecration of which seemed to lead to other things, until the 
whole system toppled. She hoped that they would give up thinking it impossible 
to consecrate business and Sabbath life. The man who had been working 
honourably on five days of the week and half of the Saturday should, 
on that day be able to pass into the synagogue and devote part of the day to 
worship and sanctification. In conclusion, Miss Montagu referred to irreverence 
in the synagogue—not intentional, perhaps, but showing how they had severed 
religion from their services. She would ask them if it was well with the Jews, 
were they conscious of Jewish ideals and of the Jewish ideal of the consecrated 
life? Had the time not come to see if, by careful and reverential strdy, they could 
not grope after truth—in humility and reverence to seek to make their Judaism a 
living ioflaence in modern life. (Loud and prolonged applause.) 

An interesting disoussion followed the address and the enthusiasm with which 
the audience responded to the vote of thanks, proposed by Mr. Sam S. Samuel,

PROVINCIAL ORGANISATION. 


In the conrse of his sermon on Shemini Atsereth, in the Sunderland Syna- 
‘gogue Rabbi Dr SALIS DAICHES referred to theimportant pronouncement made 
by the Obief Rabbi on the subject of Provincial Organisation. Of all the 
problems that the Anglo-Jewish coimmunity would have to face in the coming 
season, Rabbi Daiches observed, none was greater and more urgently in need of 
attention and of solation than the question of the re-organisation of the eccle- 
siastical administration of the Provinces and the provision of adequate spiritual 
guidance for the smallest and poorest congregationsin the country. The problem 
had several aspects, all of which were interdependent and concerned the future of 
the Anglo-Jewish Ministry and of Judaism in this country more closely than — 
most laymen were able to realise. The Chief Rabbi had touched upon two points 
which were most essential and to which no one could have directed the attention 
of the community more effectively than he had done. The first point was that, 
in Dr. Hertz’s own words, “ one man could not hope to overlook efficiently the 
whole of Anglo-Jewry or attend to its spiritual wants, and there must be an 
end made to the centralising of all sources of spiritual and Jewish activity.” 
The second point was that the remuneration offered by most of the Provincial 
congregations to their Rabbis and Ministers was so poor that it wasim ible for 
them to escape constant worry and anxiety, or to maintain the dignity of their posi- 
tion and social standing. Butequally as real and equally as alarming as those two 
aspects was the third aspect of the problem: the lack of Jewish leading and 
spiritual influence in the very small congregations in which there was no pulpit, in 
whish the principles of Judaism and the meaning of its traditions were never 
explained or interpreted. 

The remedies enlarged upon by Dr. Hertz, Dr. Daiches thought, would 
certainly prove effective, but the proposed scheme could only be realised if the 
whole community would lend it its earnest and whole-hearted support, and the 


‘| suggested reorganisation would be taken in hand immediately. Dr. Daiches had 


no doubt that his own congregation would endeavour in every possible way to 
strengthen the hands of the men who were now dealing with the matter and would 
be glad to help to realise the proposed scheme.

A Sermon for the Week.

CHARACTERISTICS OF THE HEBREW PSALTER. 


The national hymns comprised in the Hebrew Psalter are 150 in 
number (’), of which 73 are ascribed by their headings to the greatest King in 
Israel, who to his remarkable qualities as a ruler, famous alike in peace and 
war, added the accomplishments of singer, musician, and poet. Who was the 
author of these so-called Davidic psalms we do not know. According to our 
Sages (°), David was the chief editor of the compilation, in which ten men had 
a share. But by whomsoever composed, anyone can see that the majority are 
the songs of a sufferer who sings for the convincing reason that he must, if 
only to soothe his perplexities and calm the agitations of his soul. He does 
not make poetry ‘to order,” as if he were a king’s laureate, but to lift up 
his heart into the bracing air of truth, and the brighter atmosphere of a divine 
revelation. He is no student of verse spinning, rhyming phrases in his brain, 
but a man tempted in all points as we are. He is not a dweller in ease and 
luxury, enjoying a poet’s fancies and revelling in a poet’s dreams, but a man 
surrounded by his enemies, from whose pursuit he flees like a timid eagle to 
the topmost crags of the mountains. He is a living soul athirst for God, 


following hard after Him, so that he may catch a sight of His countenance. 
In vital contact with 


Human Sorrow and Misery, 


his heart throbbing with life’s pain, he realises with more than the common 
insight their character and meaning. The cry of anguish alternates with the 
shout of a faith that will not succumb. The half-stifled sob of sorrow has 


scarcely ceased, when we hear the arresting music of a free and unconstrained 
talk with God. The plaintive notes struck from his. melodious harp solace 
his spirit, and hope and joy sun themselves in a larger life as the poet’s genius 
soars upon the wings of song to the throne of the Eternal. But be the writer 
of any particular psalm who he may, he has a kinship with the poets of all 
ages and all lands, and with the sincere and faithful throughout all time. For 
the chief function of the singer is to soothe the troubled spirit of man, to face 
and interpret the reality of human suffering, and to uplift the soul in its 
battle with wrong. True song is a solace, real poetry infuses new energy into 
the heart, and fills desponding spirits with faith and hope. And for such a 
mission the singer must be a sufferer. It is the school of sorrow that makes 
poets. We cannot create joy in the heart of another without sympathy, and 
to give sympathy we must ourselves have needed consolation. In this we are 
all akin to the poets. Suffering is the common lot. Weknow the meaning of 
pain, and have been schooled by afifliction. And this is the secret of the 
marvellous soothing, the quickening energy of these songs and prayers. They 
are & message coming straight from a loving heart, and speeding at once to 
the heart that needs it. That is why, in all ages, thousands of toiling and 
suffering souls, whether worshipping in the synagogue or the church, have 
drawn refreshing water from these wells of salvation. The pious Jew in his 
troubles, says Schechter in one of his writings, turns to the Psalter for 
consolation. He reads a psalm, has a good cry over it, and feels better. ‘I 
have to undergo a serious operation,” said another pious Israelite to his son 
the other day. “ While it is in process, do you read for me the 20th Psalm— 
OVS An unnamed host’that no man can count have drunk 
inspiration and gladness from ths imperishable hymns of that exquisite 
company of singers, led by the gifted son of Jesse. Another feature of the 
Psalms that impresses itself upon us is the 


| Real and Bold Communion 
into which they enter with the living and loving God. Alike in joy and 


Sorrow, in danger and deliverance, whether hunted to death by cruel enemies 


or victorious over them, whether cast into the depths of despair by the 
conviction of his utter sinfulness or elated with hope by the contemplation of 
the divine mercies, whether his body is wracked with pain or his inner self is 
 @ prey to the agonies of remorse—the poet’s one overmastering thought is that 

- nothing can debar him from intercourse with his Maker. At once, and without 
@ moment's pause, the poet is with God, sunning himself in the divine Presence. 
*O God,” he says in the language of blended assurance and desire, ‘ Thou art 
my God, earnestly doI seek Thee. My soul thirsts for Thee, my flesh pines for 
Thee in a dry and thirsty land where no water is.” In a free and unconfined 
stream the full waters of devout affection flow forth as he speaks to God with 
a daring frankness absolutely original in the whole compass of Revelation. 
He tells God everything; his strong love of right and his absolute failure, his 
honesty of purpose and his glaring sin, his wearying gifts and his sudden 


transports of joy, his vehement protests, his black doubts, and his unrepelled , 


faith and hope. Out of the stormiest seas he comes up towards the hills 
whence cometh his help. He could as soon think of a mother forsaking her 
child as that God should neglect the heart that trusteth in Him. This is the 
charm, the unequalled charm, the strength, the undying strength, of the Book 
of Psalms. The 7977 (°), as Rab would designate this collection of 
MIMAWNM NV, is the living worship of the living God. Every poem in the 
“ Praises of Israel” (*) is a sacrifice. Every verse is a word in God's ear. 
Each line throbs with love. Each tone is as adoring as it is musical, as 
spiritual as it is sincere. The Psalms are full of God, of a near and intimate 
God, whom we rise early to seek, and whose personal presence is a loving delight; 
our Rock and our High Tower, whose strength is our defence; our Shepherd, 
whose unfailing care stays our fear and quiets our alarm. The Midrash (’) 
regards the Sefer Tehillim as a second Pentateuch; but in no part of the 
Bible is God so clearly revealed to us as in these inspired songs, which seem 
as we sing them to waft us above earth and sense, and to set us upon the true 
path of life where there is fulness of joy and pleasures for evermore. Is it 
any wonder that the book of Psalms has gained so firm a hold of the heart of 
man, and become the hymnal of so many creeds? And not only does the

Psalter appeal to us by helping us to realise our fellowship with God, but it 
wins and holds us by 


its Interpretation of Life. 

In the “ Praises of Israel,” as in no other book, we get a clear-sighted 
apprehension of life’s meaning, and effective assistance in reaching its goal. 
It is because we know that we get this in the Hebrew Psalter that we never 
tire of repeating its holy strains. Israel’s ancient bards see life as it is, see it 
wholly, what is above it and beyond it, as well as what is in it; hear what it 
says, and see what it means, for what it is given, and what can and ought to 
be done with it; what makes it poor and weak and miserable, and what alone 
can redeem it and dedicate it to noblest issues. How divinely the poet 
interprets man’s world! It is his temple for worship, his school for study, 
his home with God. God pervades and fills it. He is not above it, touching 
it only at certain points, but He is everywhere in it, making the earth full of 
His goodness, and the sea crowded with His riches. “O Lord, how excellent 
is Thy name in all the earth,” is the golden key wherewith the poet unlocks 
all the rooms in the vast palace of the universe, where God reigns as King. 
The same genius pierces the clouds that hide the real worth of man from 
human sight, and daringly affirms “Thou hast made him little less than divine, 
and crowned him with glory and honour.” Man is modelled after God, and 
visited by his Maker. His life has a deep and true sanctity ; it is inviolable; 
and sin and sorrow notwithstanding, human existence is good. Verily we 
have stored up in this matchless collection of hymns an inexhaustible amount 
of ethical force, warning us from sin and alluring us to holiness, summoning us 
to the joys of repentance and the duty of aspiration, quickening our love of 
right and our hatred of wrong, rousing us to active resistance to evil, and to 
sustained war for God and righteousness. It is a unique part that the 
inspired poets of the Temple play in the revelation of God's goodness to man 
and man’s duty to God. | 


One More Word 
about these Songs of Zion. How their sublime melody has strengthened and 
solaced the human soul in numberless circumstances of doubt and difficulty 
anyone can read for himself in that well-known work on “The Psalms in 
Human Life.” (*) One day someone gifted with the genius of a Schechter 
may arise to tell us of the part which the same book has played in the life of 
Jews, for—as has already been suggested—it has been a great part, not 
unworthy of the people who gave the Songs of Zion to the world. Whether 
the same can be said of the Jews of the present day is open to question. 
Are we not growing less familiar with our Psalter than our fathers 
before us? And if we are growing less familiar, does not that mean 


‘that we are losing touch of the eternal verities of religion and the 


great realities. of existence? And is not the decline of public worship 
partly responsible for this loss of familiarity? But the Psalms are as 
much a manual of private as of public devotion. In our older prayer-books 
they are divided into seven sections for daily reading, the custom having 
formerly obtained among us of reading the Psalter through every week. It 
may be urged that the distractions of this busy age do not favour the retention 
of so beautiful a custom. But as there is no such aid to exalted devotion as the 
Psalms, we need to grow more intimate with them than we are. We need to 
make them our daily companions.(") In such companionship we should find 
health and strength ; comfort and solace in their ministry of song.

THE PALESTINE MOVEMENT : 
The Tomb of Rachel. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From the Rev. HERMAN SHANDEL, Ramagate. 


| Sir,—The interview with Mr. David Yellin, of Jerusalem, published in the 
iseue of the JEWISH CHRONICLE of the 18th October, must have been read by 


every true lover of Zion with the keenest interest, and especially by those who 
have witnessed the vandalism, the wholesale destruction of valued mementoes, and 
the transfer of large tracts of land to the control of Russia, Germany, and France. 
Onur precious monuments, which we shall probably never be able to reclaim, are 
also threatened. This can only be watched with the greatest distress and astonish- 
ment, and in order to prevent farther serious losses the movement set on foot by 
Mr. Yellin to establish a Society for the Preservation of the Jewish Historical 
Monuments in Palestine must be considered as one of the most important under- 
takings of our time. No more able man than Mr. Yellin is nedeed for sach a work 


and I sincerely hope that his proposals will be warmly supported by the whole of . 


Jewry. To crown the proposal with success branch societies should be formed 
wherever there is a Jewish congregation. 

Perhaps a recent experience of mine in the Holy City will help to convince 
your readers of the necessity of the movement proposed. The Tomb of Rachel is 
one of the few great monuments to which Jews have free access, and it is under 
Jewish control. Long ago it would have tumbled to pieces if the late Sir Moses 
Montefiore had not come forward, with his characteristic generosity, during the 
early travels he took with Lady Montefiore in Jerusalem. . 
monument, and every year sent sums of money there for its proper maintenance. 


A Jewish custodian lived near, and tourists were able at any time to visit the 


tomb. There is now no keeper’s house, and those who desire to visit the place 
must give notice a day beforehand to the beadie at Jerusalem. That official 
conducts visitors to the spot, which is three quarters of an hour’s journey from 
Jerusalem by conveyance. The beadle has four different keys to open the secret 
lock, the secret of which is said to be known only to the beadle and to his assistant. 

This arrangemeat incurs not only expense but entails inconvenience to those 
who desire to visit the spot. Furthermore, in consequence of the tomb being 
unprotected and unguarded there is danger from the Arabs, who in recent years 
have established a burial-place adjoining the tomb. They at one time used the 
fore-hall for washing and keeping their dead until interment. I made enquiries 
and found that this practice has not been followed just lately, and there has been 
some slight modification. There is nothing, however, to prevent the Arabs from 
re-commencing the practice. The hall adjoining the tomb is constantly open, 
having neither door nor window, and Arabs are constantly loitering about 
the place. They have, I am told, already made several attempts to 
break into the tomb, by setting fire to the door, and it is highly 
probable that they will one day succeed in making surreptitious entry. That will 
be the beginning towards the loss of privileges which the Jews at present enjoy. 
By the time the fact of the entry became known in Jerusalem, everything of value 
would be gone and the remainder would probably be destroyed. For the sum of 
£100 a small house could be erected, and therein a keeper could reside. Surely, 
if this becomes more generally known, there will be many amongst our people who 
will subscribe. towards the Thus, we may preserve one of our most 
precious historical monuments.in Palestine. There are many other spots which 
require carefully guarding and it is only by the formation of such a Society as Mr. 
Yellim suggests that such monuments can be saved. Mr. Yellin’s suggestion should 
receive every support.

Big, in every sense of the term, is the only word which in any sense can 
be said adequately to describe the meeting on Tuesday last at the Memorial 
Hall. The large hall in which the meeting was held was not only crowded 
with a great and enthusiastic audience, but an overflow meeting had to be 
held in the smaller hall downstairs. Beyond that, however, there was a crowd 
unable to obtain admission which would have been sufficient to fill both halls 
twice over. Big, too, was the tone that pervaded the meeting. Not alone in 
the fine speeches that were delivered, nor even the remarkable series of letters 
from leading men in all walks of life—those who wrote with evident anxiety to 
show their sympathy with the objects of the meeting. The meeting was big 
beyond all in the tone that pervaded the audience. The 

| REMARKABLE READINESS 
with which points either in the letters that were read or in the speeches that 
were delivered were caught up and appreciated, the wave of personal thank- 
fulness that seemed to submerge the whole meeting—these were big in every 
Sense also. Long before the time for the meeting, Farringdon Street was 
blocked by a huge crowd, which the police formed into long queues, and which, 
despite the none too clement weather, waited patiently for the opening of the 
doors. When Sir Francis Montefiore entered, followed by the speakers, he 
received a warm reception, as did also the Chief Rabbi as he stepped on to 
the platform with Mrs. Hertz. The Chairman immediately called for the 
letters of sympathy with the objects of the meeting that had been received to 
be read, and the impression that they made upon the great audience can be 
imagined, but scarcely realised from the perusal of them in the supplement 
which we publish with this issue. As name after name was read out, they were 
received with round after round of cheers. The Bishop of Stepney, among his 
order, came in for specially hearty applause, and, of course, Lord Rothschild’s 
letter, with its

final sentence, was accorded a most sympathetic reception. The letter from 
Mr. Zangwill formed a hiatus in the generally sad and anxious tone naturally 
adopted by those who wrote, his incisive, cutting witty observations being 


highly appreciated as they were read out. The whole of the letters, of course, 
could not be read, nor the whole of their contents, but nearly three-quarters 
of an hour was, none the less, taken up in reading. Then Sir Francis 
Montefiore delivered a well-knit speech as Chairman of the meeting. He was 
followed by Professor Dicey, whose rising was marked by some apparently 
inevitable interruptions by suffragists, who, however, were quickly - disposed 
of and placed outside the hall. Professor Dicey’s speech was listened to with 
rapt attention, as the venerable scholar showed the impossibility of there 
being any truth in the blood ritual.

while he explained the consistent attitude of denunciation of his church of the 
foul and monstrous charge which had from time to time been brought against 
the Jewish people.

The meeting seemed to drink in every word uttered in a quiet, almost conver- 
sational tone, the speaker employing very little, if any, action to accentuate 
his words. ‘It must be a difficult thing for anyone to follow at a public 
meeting a trained speaker like Mr. George Cave, the leader of the Parliamentary 
Bar, and no higher tribute could be paid to Father Bampton than to say that 
he retained the meeting at the high level of interest in which Mr, Cave, when 
he sat down, had left it. Mr. Radford, M.P., followed in a speech which was 
marked by excellent Parliamentary manner, but which special quality he 
dropped when, by way of peroration he uttered some really eloquent periods. 
Following him there came a fine speech from Colonel U nsworth, of the Salva- 
tion Army, after which the resolution was put and carried, needless to say, 
unanimously and with enthusiasm. In the meantime, the

The recent publication of Dr. H. P. Stokes’ 
“ Anglo-Jewiech Studies” recalls to mind the names 
of other students of Prae-Expulsion Anglo-Jewish 
history— Jewish and non-Jewish. The first that occur 
are Myer Davis, the pioneer of early Anglo-Jewish 
history, but a fragment of whose gyork has as yet 
been published, and Dr. Joseph Jacobs, whose 
“Jews of Angevin England,” is an index to 
practically the whole of the sources until the close 
of the twelfth century. Mr. Lionel Abrahams’ 
monograph on the expulsion, which gained for him 
the Arnold Prize at Oxford, contains all that can be 
said on that event. Dr. 8. Goldschmidt’s fragment 
on the eleventh and twelfth centuries is a valuable 
contribution to Jewish historical literature. 

Non-Jewish writers turned to early Anglo-Jewish 
history much earlier than did their Jewish colleagues. 
William Prynne, the arch anti-Semite of the first 
half of the seventeenth century, bas put Jewry 
‘under perpetual obligation for the invaluable 
material relating to Prae-Expulsion Anglo-Jewish 
history which he collected and published in his 
“Demurrer.” Thomas Madox in his “ History of 
the Exchequer,” published in the eighteenth century, 
printed much valuable material in his chapter on 
the Jewish Exchequer. The same may be said of 
the earliest history of the Jews in England, Dr. 
D’Blessier Sovey’s “Anglia Judaica or the History 
and Antiquities of the Jews in England,” published 
about half a century earlier, John Elijah Blunt, 
who published his “ History of the Establishment 
and Residence of the Jews in England” eighty years 
ago, relied entirely on these three scholars for this 
material. Of living writers the greatest authority 
on this subject is Mr. J. M. Rigg, who is editing the 
early State records relating to the transactions of the 
Jews of England for the Jewish Historical and the 
Selden Societies. 

Port Elizabeth, which has just secured the ser- 
vices of the Rev. A. Levy as Minister, is the second 
oldest Jewish community in South Africa. The 


B8yDagogue was opened. Mr. Levy has had several 
predecessors in his present pulpit, all of whom are 
etill living. The first of these was the Rev. 5. 
Rapaport, who retired many years ago, and is now @ 
member of the Board of Management of the Bron- 
desbury Synagogue. The Rev. D. Wasserzug, the 
present Minister of the Dalston Synagogue, held 
office fora short time at Port Elizabeth before he 
went to Johannesburg. The most recent of Mr. 
Levy’s predecessors is the Rev. Jacob Philips who 
was elected|Minister of the Manchester Keform 
Synagogue this year. 


It is only eighty years since Jews were admitted 
to the Bar at all. Sir Frederick Goldsmid was the 
first Jewish barrister, and was admitted at Linooln’s 
Inn in 1833. It was not till nine years later that the 
seconi Jewish barrister, the late Serjeant Sir John 
Sion, M.P., was called at the Middie Temple. The 
first Jew to exercise judicial functions in this 
country was this namesake of the new Attorney- 
General, Serjeant Simon who, in 1852, acted as 
Deputy Judge in the Liverpool County Court, and 
later as a Commissioner of Excite. He was also the 


first graduate of the University of London to sit on 


the Bench, his coreligionist, Sir George Jessel, being, 
by @ curious coincidence, the next. Serjeant Simon 
was the earliest Jewish member of the Middle 
Temple, having been called in 1842, and the second 


Jew to be called to the English Bar, the first having 
been Sir Frederick Goldsmid. 


Jews have especially distinguished themselves on 
the Chancery side. The late Mr. Jacob Waley 
geined a great reputation, and to-day they have 
Mr. A. H. Jessel, K.C. (a nephew of Sir George), 
Mr. Haldinsteio, K.C., and Mr. D. L. Alexander, 
K.C, But the most eminent of Jewish lawyers ie, 
without doubt, Mr. Arthur Cohen, once Liberal 
M.P. for Southwark, who has refused a judgeship. 
He is not only a K.C., but a P.C., and is standing 
counsel for Cambridge University. On the Continent, 
eminent Jewish lawyers are as common as biack- 


berries. One has only to mention Adolphe Crémieux 
in France and the Van Raalte and Asser families in 
Holland. A member of the Asser family represented 
the Netherlands on the Hague Tribunal. 

It is not so very long since the presence of a 
Hebrew juryman in our Law Courts was regarded as 
an innovation. According to a statement published 
in “ Notes and Queries ” of November 3:d, 1906, “Mr. 


Joseph Hess, siiversmith, of Liverpool, was the first 


person of the Jewish persuasion who ever discharged 
the duties of a jaryman in any court in this king- 
dom. He ‘was sworn on the Pentateuch, forming 


one of the grand jary at the Kirkdale Quarter Sessions 
on November 17th, 1835.” 


An Anglo-Jewish Sculptor.

Sirk,—The interesting “ By the Way” notes on 
Angls-Jewish Biography appearing in your issue of 
October 3cd have already occasioned two supple- 
mentary letters.

can have but one effect. Whatever may be said, no government and no 
rulers can possibly ignore such an expression of opinion. Its immediate effect 


at least was to cause some of the London dailies which hitherto had refrained 


from saying a word about the infamous Ritual Charge, to open their leading 


columns in denunciation of its recrudescence.

from any restraint in regard to international relations between this and other 
countries, which, for the time being, may be binding upon a Government. It 
says, and rightly, that whatever may be the case with those responsible for 
the administration and who are ministers of the King, the press must hold 


itself free to denounce if necessary even the allies of-this country when those 
allies are committing a great evil and are wronging civilisation. Moreover, as 


the. Daily Mail points out, even the restraint which ministers traditionally 


observe not to interfere in the internal affairs of a friendly power ought not to 
be incumbent upon the press. No diplomatic screen must be allowed to hide 
the free comment of a free press upon any subject in which the common 
civilisation of the world is threatened. Such a case essentially is the recru- 
descence in these times of the hideous and infamous baseless charge against 
the Jewish people that murder for ritual purposes is part of their religious 


practice or that it is or ever has been the practice of any section of Jews 
anywhere in the world, now or at any time. 


Under the auspices of the English Zionist Federation, a great protest meeting 
of persons of all denominations was held at the Memorial Hall, Farringdon Street, 
on Tuesday evening. Sir FRANCIS A. MONTEFIORE, Bart., Hon. President of 
the Federation, occupied the Chair, and among. those present on the platform 
were the Chief Rabbi and others, who addressed the meeting, as well as 
those who are mentioned above. The hall was crowded to its utmost capacity long 
before the time for beginning the meeting, and it was found necessary to hold an 
overflow mecting in the smaller hal! of the building. The audience though 
large, was by no means exclusively Jewish, a very considerable number of non- 
Jews—many clerics among them—being present. During the proceedings there 
were some slight interruptions by women, presumably suffragettes. SIR FRANCIS 
MONTEFIORE, having taken the Chair, invited the Editor of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE and the Jewish. World to read some of the numerous letters received in 
sympathy with the objects of the meeting. The letters, full extracts of which will 
be found in a special supplement, issued with this number, and which, with one 


or two additions, are reprinted from the Jewish World, were then read and were 


received with constant applause by the audience. — 


The Chairman’s Speech. 

The CHAIRMAN said: We are gathered here this evening on a truly great and 
important occasion, one which for us Jews must be an ocoasion of the deepest 
sorrow. For we are compelled to rally here this evening to protest against these 
horrible accusations, which once again, even at this time of the world’s progress, 
are being brought against the Jewish people. I wish to say, before 
further, that in protesting against this charge we do not in any way desire to stir 
up any strife between European nations, we do not desire toembarrass the Govern- 
ment in its relations with foreign Powers, but we do desire to protest, and protest 
with might and main, against this terrible accusation, and do all in our power to 
try to secure justice for the unhappy victims of this horrible calamny. We are 
too well acquainted with this horrible charge. We have all of us heard 
much about it. I well remember my great-uncle, Sir Moses Montefiore (cheers), 


telling me of the mission which, long years ago, he undertook to the East 


when a similar atrocity had been brought against our people. I have still a vivid 
and larid recollection of his account of the horrible tortares which were 
inflicted on Jews in order to try and make them incriminate their brethren. 
The charge then was triumphantly refuted, and tke acoused set at liberty by order 
of the Sultan, and I have seen the firman which that enlightened sovereign gave 


to 
me, after reading the very clear words in which His Imperial Majesty declared 


_ that not only was the charge untrue, but there was absolutely no foundation for 


it, that this red spectre had been for ever practically laid. And though, as is to-day 


the case, among ignorant peasantries in countries where education is ata low level, 


the charge may be revived here and there, I never thought we should see a great 
Government allow such a charge to be openly brought against the Jewish 
people. The charge is not the same as formerly. Whereas formerly it was 
brought against the Jews generally, it is now said that only a small and obscure 
section of the Jewish people commit these practices. But this charge is even far 
more serious than the former one. The former charge was bound to fall to the 
ground, but when it is said that 
AN OBSCURE SECT 

commits ritual murder, some people think thats crime so insidiously suggested 
must be true. I¢ is not necessary for me to tell you that this charge is without 


foundation. (Cheers.) There is no such sect which permits such an atrocity 
(Cheers.) “ all med that the use of blood is most strictly forbidden to us in 
food. It must be obvious that for anyone to commit such 4 crime would not only 
not be carrying out any religious precept, but would be acting in opposition to 8 
distinct command of our divine law. When we consider this Blood Accusation 
we must marvel how it could have been made in view of the past 
history of this legend. It is not my intention to attempt to take up your 
time with going into the history of this charge. It would take far too long 
for me to do so. But I would like to point out to you that the charge of taking 
blood for religious purposes was long, long ago brought against others than mem- 
bers of our race. Afterwards, in the mediwval times it was brought against the 
Jews, and it is very interesting to observe that though at that time the Jews 
were far less powerful than they are now, yet this charge was not only never 
proved, but shown over and over again to be 


UTTERLY WITHOUT FOUNDATION, 


It therefore seemed to me that all reasonable people would surely have relegated 
this accusation to the same category as the tales of witchoraft and the wandering 
Jew, both equally without foundation. You will, I think, excuse me if I say 
a few words on two more points. Thereis a duty for us Jews in this matter. 
The cause of all Jews is one. Together we must stand or fall. In oases of this 
kind, when we need to enlist the sympathies of others, we have to act with 
care and discretion. I fully agree with that, but surely that is no reason for not 
dealing with the matter at all. We must all act together. That is the very least 
that can be done by every loyal and self-respecting Jew. The other point to 
which I wish to allude is a very pleasant matter. I refer to the assistance we 
have received from members of other faiths. (Cheers.) The most distinguished 
prelates of the Christian Church, His Grace the Archbishop of Canterbury, the 
Archbishop of York, and the Cardinal Archbishop of Westminster head

who had come forward to testify to the falsehood of this accusation. They are 
supported by eminent scientists and littérateurs, by distinguished officers and 
many others who form public opinion. Their assistance is of the greatest value, 
and so deeply does their great action appeal to our hearts and heads, that I feel 
that all Jews all over the world are under a debt of gratitude to them which can 
never sufficiently be repaid. (Loud cheers.) 


Professor A. V. Dicey, D.C.L. 

Professor A. V. DICEY, D.C.L., then moved the following resolation :— 

This meeting in the City of London of persons of all denominations, while not 
desiring in the least to prejudice the course of Russian justice, or to influence the 
administration by the Russian Government of the internal affairs of that country, 
emphatically and solemnly protests ‘against the recrudescence of the utterly baseless 
and wicked Blood Ritual charge against the Jewish people, or any section of it, made 
in the course of the trial of the man Beilis. The meeting fears that the revival of 
the calumny will foster outrage and violence against the Jewish people of Rassia, 
and is calculated to foment against the Jewish race a sentiment diametrically opposed 
to the best teachings of every religions faith. It invites the moral support of the 
civilised world for the Russian Government in any measures it may take for protecting 
the Jewish subjects of the Tsar from further obloquy, insult, and hart. | 

He said: I regard it as a great piece of good fortune, and also 
a great honour, that I am able to be present, and not merely to express 
my sympathy at a distance, for a cause with which i entirely and com. 
pletely sympathise, as I believe do all Englishmen, and also, I believe, 
all English-women, whatever their political views (laughter), Such an 
occasion I do not think calls for any verbal enchantments of any kind, and I 
therefore propose, as simply and shortly as I can, to put before you some cogent 
reasons for holding this meeting, and doing the very utmost we can to protest 
against this infamous accusation. I agree so far with Mr. Zangwill. I think 
that certainly every man of the Jewish persuasion should not leave any stone 
unturned to check this false and odious charge; but I do also feel that every 
Christian and every Englishman should regard it as his duty to do what a country 


pre-eminent by its freedom, and I think also by its wise toleration, has a right to 


do, to express to another country its true feeling on a matter of this kind. I shall 
avoid pronouncing upon the trial itself. The man on trial must be judged by 
Russian law, and I hope justly judged (cheers); but that is not a matter with 
which we ought to interfere. My feelings might easily carry me into a dissertation 
on the way in which the trial is being conducted. Any attempt to interfere with 
the administration of justice in a foreign country is certain to stimulate natura) 
patriotic action, which can only damage the cause we have at heart. In the first 
place, I want to say that we are coming forward for a very practical object, as 
practical as any humane object can be. There is 
A DANGER AHEAD, 
I do not suppose any Russian can deny there isa danger ahead. This trial must 


naturally excite the hottest feelings of indignation among the ignorant peasantry, 


and an indignation of that kind in most countries has led to what one may fairly 
call massacres. This is the terror that weighs heavily upon my mind. I know 
injustice will often be wrought. I know foreign countries can seldom interfere to 
check it. But injustice, isolated injustice is very different from what may turn 
out to be extensive massacre. This is one reason why. we are bound to warn 


- Russia that the eyes of England and other civilised countries are upon her. We 


want her to see that a large portion of her population may be saved from a terrible 
danger. Another point to which I must call attention is this. It so happens that 
my studies recently have brought me across it. This accusation is merely a 

GROSSLY UNJUST LAWS | 

prevail in Russia. Iam not speaking in haste. I am not speaking haphazard, 
Ihave studied with great care a pamphlet, written by a distinguished Jewish 
writer, on the legal enfferings (that is, the sufferings under the law), of the Jews 
in Russia. It is quite indubitable that the whole of Europe, directly and 
indirectly, is suffering from laws imposed on the Jews in Russia of & most oppres- 
sive character. It is a misfortune that comes from injustice that when people are 
accustomed to see unjust laws enforced they themselves become unjust. You will 
always find that an unjust law—that is ite worst effect—degrades the sufferers 
under that law no less than those that administer it. Unjust laws create a bitter- 
ness and hatred which give rise to these 

ASTOUNDING BELIEFS 

of which we can hardly understand the existence. Then, further, I want to call 
your attention to precisely what ought to be urged on every Russian of eminence, 
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THE JEWISH 
and there are many for whom I have great respect. No doubt they can say with 


truth there was 4 time when this odious slander—it never was a truth at all—was 
widely believed in Europe. So there was a time when witches were burnt in s0 
respectable a country as Scotland (laughter)—also in England. But a country 
cannot be excused by saying that this was done one hundred y ago or two 
hundred years ago by the ‘least wise people existing at that time, dad we do It 
still. Suppose we took once more to burning witches? And, indeed, there is much 
more proof about the cult of the witches, because in many cases there were women 
who really believed that they had unholy powers and confessed to being witches. 
In one sense they are utterly unbelievable, but the evidence was ten-fold stronger 
than any evidence for this belief. Curiously enough, although | 
THE RITUAL MURDER FABLE 

has been extensively believed as far as I can understand the matter, and I have 
the authority of a competent historian—has there ever been a single case in which 
even approximately there has been a vestige of evidence? The only question for 
us is: What can we do to check it? How far will it be checked? I believe it 
oan be checked by the kind of force, and perhaps only by the foroe, that can be 
exerted by opinion. I am not a very superstitious believer in moral force. I have 
lived long enough to’ know that moral force, where it bas not something like 
physical force behind it, often fails. Still, it does something, and easy acquiescence 
_ in any case is not the way to check charges of this kind. It is quite certain that 

if in England and other countries nobody said anything, that silence would be 
taken, if not as consent, as assent to : | 

THIS TERRIBLE CALUMNY., 

I do not think that the names that have joined in our protest will be unheeded in 
Russia, where there are Roman Catholics and Mohammedans, and many great and 
enlightened men who are thoroughly as much ashamed—probably more ashamed— 
than we are of the gross superstitution which the Government, unheedingly I trust; 
has fostered. Then I want to come to what seems to me to be a really strong 
point. It is the necessity of cultivating the habit that in Europe we should always 
protest against the revival of any of the horrors inflicted in past times. Let me 
give you an instance. I hope and trust it is not likely to happen in any civilised 
country. Suppose it were made a proposal to get additional evidence by the use 
of torture. This was a habit defended by some of the greatest men of a byegone 
age. Even Leibnitz regretted that torture could not be applied to get to the 
bottom of the Popish plot. I have been told that by a thoroughly good historian 
and I well believe it. Torture does sometimes enable you to get at the truth. 
_ Bnt it is not a price worth paying for an occasional revelation of the truth. If any 
country were to revive slavery it would be the duty of every man, every citizen of 
all the civilised countries in Europe, to protest. It is our interest as well as the 
interest of everyone else to see that 

THE WORLD SHALL NOT BE ALLOWED TO GO BACKWARDS. 

It is quite arduous enough, it is difficult enough to make a little progress in a long 
time. We must be ready always to struggle against the tendency to render 
that difficnlt task unavailing by the curious eddies of feeling which sometimes lead 
@ generation to go backwards. I implore you to remember this. I know the 
difficulty of the game. I am not by nature ardently hopefal. Human efforts 
constantly fail and they never attain to quite what one expects from them, but still 
we must struggle on, and struggle manfully. Do not say, “I can do nothing.” 
Let us do everything we can do. I hope there will be other meetings in other 
parts of England. Do everything you can do for the cause of justice. It was 
said by a great man too much now forgotten, “I am an enthusiast for common 
sense, I am a fanatic for common justice.” And that kind of enthusiasm and that 
kind of fanaticism is the only kind I wish, myself, to have oultivated. But in 
such a cause as this I wish to speak to you quite plainly and seriously. In con- 
clusion I would quote the words of the Hebrew Psalmist, “ Righteousness and 
justice are the habitation of my soul.” (Loud cheers.) 


Mr. George Cave, K.C., M.P., 

Mr. GEORGE CAVE, K.C., M.P., in seconding the resolution said: I have no 
special title to take part in this meeting. I have no connection with the Jewish 
race or with the Jewish creed. But when to-day I was asked as an ordinary 
member of Parliament to come to this meeting, and say just a few words in 
support of your protest, I felt, as every man in this country who hates injustice 
must feel, that regardless of race or creed, or of anything else that divides us, I 
ought to say “ yes” to that request. (Cheers.) I am going to speak only a few 
words to you, because the meeting itself, and |

to which you have listened, speak as loudly as anything I could speak. Let me 
. just say by way of caution that I do not desire to say anything about the particular 
trial which is now going on. (Hear, hear.) No wise man would pass a judgment 
upon a trial of which he had nothing but the most fragmentary knowledge. It is 
not wise to turn this meeting into an attack on the Government of Russia. By 
doing that we should do a poor service to those whom we are here to protect. 
(Hear, hear.) What I think we may and should do is to protest against the 
revival of that which I believe to be 
A LIBEL UPON' A WHOLE RACE, 

and especially to protest against the attempt, by means of this libel, to poison the 
fountain of justice in Russia. (Cheers.) When a man is put upon his trial and 
evidence is brought against him he will, if he is an innocent man, meet with other 
evidence. But when an attempt is made to prove not a charge against an 
individual but some accusation against the race of which he is a member, then he 
is indeed most unfairly treated. I read to-day—I daresay you all read—a state- 
ment of the kind of evidence which is utilised in support of this charge. And as 
an English lawyer, and one who has taken part in administering justice, I am 
somewhat astonished at evidence of this kind. In to-day’s paper I read 
this. The depositions of a certain ecclesiastioal dignitary were read 
in court at Kieff. He said that personally he was totally aunin- 
formed. on the subject of Ritual Murder, but from conservations with two 
monks who were converted Jews, he had been convinced that the practice existed. 
(Laughter). Of the two monks one was dead and the other was the Archiman.- 
drite whose evidence had already been heard. He rather unkindly added that 
both were illiterate and common men. (Laughter.) I have ceased to be surprised 
at what goes on in some foreign courts, but I am astounded that at any 
court where # man is being tried for his life, a witness should be heard to 
say that he knows nothing of the matter to which he comes to depose but that 
- from conversations with two illiterate men he believed the original charge against 


| of Bishop. 
; appeared in the Press, but I venture to say this: If the views which are credited to 
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the race was true. That amazes me, and without seeking to comment upon the 
trial itself, I think every fair-minded man must be horrified that the liberty and 
the life of a human being may depend on such evidence as that. (Cheers.) I am 
not going to detain you longer. I want to say with all my heart that this charge | 
against the Jewish race is one which no reasonable, I might almost say no honest, 
man believes for a moment. (Cheers.) AndI think you cannot hold too many 
such meetings as this to evidence the horror of every creed and class in this 


country at the revival of this bitter charge, and to strengthen the hands of those 
in Russia itself who are working for fair-play. (Loud cheers.) 


Father Bampton, S.J. 


Father BAMPTON, 8.J., in supporting the resolution, said: It may surprise 
some here present that a Catholic priest, and, moreover, a Jesuit, should appear 
upon a public platform upon an occasion like the present. For my own part I 
find it quite natural. (Cheers.) A Catholic priest anda Jesuit is one not wholly 
anaccustomed to misrepresentation, and is probably better able on that account to 
sympathise with the victims of so gross and cruel a misrepresentation—to use no 
stronger term—as that which this meeting is called to protest against. Now, lL 
have had the opportunity, before coming here, of consulting an expert in these 
matters, my friend Father Thurston, who has made this whole subject of the 
ritual murder accusation one of special enquiry. And Iam glad to be fortified by 
his authority in what I have to say. Inthe reports which are now appearing in 
the public Press of the trial proceeding at Kieff, prominence has been given to the 
evidence of one of the witnesses of the prosecution, whose name is given as 
Pranaitis, and who is described sometimes as a Catholic priest and Doctor of — 
Theology, and sometimes as a “ diocesan,” by which I suppose is meant a kind 
I have no knowledge of the person in question beyond what has 


him are correctly reported, then he must be distinctly understood as speaking for 
himself—(cheers)—and that he has no claim to represent the Church of which, 
apparently, he isa member. (Cheers.) And the same must be said, I fear, of 
certain Catholic speakers and Catholic publicists on the Continent, who in all these 
matters display rather more zeal of a kind than knowledge. I beg you—any of 
you who are interested in this question—not to go to irresponsible persons like 
this if you desire to ascertain the considered judgment of the Catholic Church. 
But I beg you to go to the authorities of that Church in their official declarations. 
Now, as to what the view is of the Catholic authorities of this land we are not left 
in any kind of doubt. From Cardinal Manning—(cheers)—thirty years ago, to 
Cardinal Bourne only the other day, the same view is consistently expressed, and 
that view is one of 


COMPLETE INCREDULITY 


as to this Ritual Murder charge. But they are not the highest authorities of 
the Church to which I belong. The highest authorities, the Popes, have 
spoken again and again in no uncertain voice on this cruel accusation. (Cheers). 
Pope Innocent IV, Gregory X, Pope Martin V, Pope Paul III, have all in their official 
pronouncements declared that the charge was utterly baseless and untrue. (Loud 
cheers.) But I attach most importance to,an enquiry set on foot in the 18th 
century by Cardinal Ganganelli, who was then Consultor of the Holy Office. He 
was directed by the Pope of the day to investigate the whole matter thoroughly 
and completely. He did so, and he was able to declare that there was not a single 
known case of alleged ritual murder which he had not considered, and he found them 
one and all to be utterly without foundation. (Cheers.) Cardinal Ganganelli 
became Pope Clement XIV. I am aware that in certain Catholic quarters it is 
said the documents imputed to Ganganelli are forgeries. I think the letter from 
Cardinal Merry del Val, in answer to a letter from Lord Rothschild, which appears 
in to-day’s papers, completely and finally disposes of that theory. The letters are 
not forgeries. Cardinal Merry del Val, who represents Pope Pius X, declares that 
the documents, those issued by Pope Innocent IV. and the rescript forwarded to 
him by Lord Rothschild have been compared with the originals in the Vatican 
archives, that they agree substantially with those originals, and thai these originals 
are undoubtedly authentic. I thinkin the face of this evidence no fair-minded 
man in the future can believe these accusations for one moment. But I am also 
aware—as against something I have said, that in certain Catholic quarters it is 
declared that — 


THE MIND OF THE CATHOLIC CHURCH | 
is not evidenced so much in these papal pronouncements as in the practice of the 
Catholic Church. And this is what is stated. There can be no question that at 
different times and in different places throughout the Christian era Christian 
children have been put to death by members of the Jewish race out of hatred 
for Christianity, and that such children are venerated as child martyrs, and that 
veneration is approved by the Catholic Church. And these people think that 
this veneration proves the truth of the accusations. I think a few moments’ con- 
sideration will show that it proves nothing of the kind. There is some confusion 
of thought here. I suppose Jews have murdered Christians and Christians have 
murdered Jews at different times, but because Christians have murdered Jews, we 
have never heard of any charges of ritual murder brought against Christians. 
(Laughter.) If we were to be quite fair that ought to be the case. It is perfectly 
clear supposing Christian children were put to death by a parcel of fanatics, it is 
most certainly not evidence of any precept of the Jewish law or any accordance 
with any Jewish rite. We have the high authority of our Chairman that no such 
rite exists, and those who have studied the question know that in no authorised 
ritual of the Jewish race, from the Talmud downwards, is there any suspicion of 
any such rite. At the same time it occurred to me in _ reading 
Cardinal Merry del Val's letter, that his imtervention is peculiarly 
interesting for this reason. I hope I shall be guilty of no indiscretion if I reveal 
the fact, but I happen to know that the family of Cardinal Merry del Val claims 
one of these child martyrs among its members, Domingo Merry del Val, who is 
said to have been put to death in the 12th century. That was long before Cardinal 
Ganganelli’s enquiry, and he has told us that he looked into every single known 
case, and, therefore presumably, whatever the cause of that child’s death most 
certainly it was not a oase of Ritual Murder. Yet I have no doubt in the 
world that Cardinal Merry del Val will. continne—and why not?—to venerate 
this little child martyr, bat after what Cardinal Merry del Val has written we 
may be sure that he does not venerate him as a victim of a Ritual Murder. Some 
allusion was made by our Chairman to his distinguished great-uncle, clarum et 
venerabile nomen, Bir Moses Montefiore. In 1840 Sir Moses went on his expedition 
to Damascus, to enquire into the accusation then being made in connection with 
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the murder of a Oapucin monk. The Jews accused of being accomplices in that 
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And we are entitled to send them a friendly message. 
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murder were completely exonerated and set free by order of the Sultan himself. 
That reminds me that just before that mission a large public meeting, similar to 
the present, was convened by the Lord Mayor of London to protest against this 
charge. Among the speakers who addressed the meeting was a Catholic 
layman, and his words I will quote. They were these. He said: ‘“ Every 
feeling of our nature, every feeling of humanity, repudiates this foul, this 
murderous charge.” (Loud cheers.) “It is a case,” he went on to say, 
“that is simply weakened by argument, and I call upon you to raise your voices on 
behalf of the victims of this accusation.” The speaker was Daniel O'Connell. 
(Cheers.) That was seventy years ago, and now, as then, Catholics are glad to be 
associated with the Jews in rejecting this odious charge. I have no position which 
entitles me to speak in the name of the Catholic body, but I think I know fairly 


Weill the sentiments of the Catholic community. They offer their deep and their 


respectful sympathy with their Jewish fellow citizens, in what I think we can 
only characterise as the repudiation of a mendacious libel. I have much pleasure 
in supporting the resolution. (Loud and prolonged cheers.) 


Mr. G. H. Radford, M.P. 


Mr. G. H. RADFORD, M.P., who also supported the resolution, said: I rise 
with great pleasure to speak a few words in support of this resolution. When I 
was asked to come here, I regarded it as a duty to come, and I look upon it asa 
privilege to say a few words in support of the resolution before us. I speak with 
the sense of responsibility of being a Member of the House of Commons, and also 
as & lawyer, and that being the case, I am sensible of the danger that one runs of 


_ Saying anything that can be regarded as hostile to a friendly nation, or as inter- 


fering with the course of law in a duly constituted Court. But I have carefully 
scrutinised the resolution, and when I know that I am supporting a resolution 
proposed by Professor Dicey, and seconded by my learned and distinguished friend, 
Mr. Cave, gentlemen celebrated f +r their legal knowledge as well as their caution 
(laughter), I feel I cannot do avythirg wrong. We are not unfriendly to the 
Russian people. Weare supporting a protest similar t> that signed by ecores of 
members of the Russian Doma, ard we are repudiating an accusation never 


formally adopted by the Orthodox Church in Russia. We are doing a friendly 
act in sending 


A FRIENDLY MESSAGE TO THE PEOPLE OF RUSSIA, 


We are not enemies. We 
are not at war with one another. We are suited in bonds of alliance with them. 
The Russian people are a people whose efforts in the direction of progress we have 
witnessed, and with which we deeply sympathise. And we can say to them: 
‘‘ We desire to give you the benefit of cur experience and tell you how this matter 
occursto us. We havea history in this country in which we have gone through 
the same period through which our friends the Russians are going now. We have 
had Ritual Murder charges in Norwich, Lincoln, Winchester, Gloucester, and even 
London itself, and on all these occasions a mock trial was followed by persecutions 
and massacres. \We look back on these scenes with humiliation and regret, but 
these things happened in the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries, and never since 
the Jewa returned to this country under Cromwell have the jadicial proceedings of 
England been disgraced by any such scenes. We have dealt in quite another way 
with the Jews. We have admitted them to 


FULL RELIGIOUS FREEDOM. 
We meet them in the House of Commons and in the other House, we find them 
in all the highest places in this country,” and we desire to say to our friends in 
Russia, “If you will take a leaf out of our book you will find, in emancipating the 


Jews you are not only doing them a good turn about which you may be indifferent, 
but you are conferring a great boon upon the country which they inhabit. Quite 
recently we have placed a Jew upon one of the highest seats of the Bench of this 
country. And amidst the chorus of approval which greeted his elevation not a 
single word of disparagement was heard with regard to his race or his creed.” 
That is the way which we commend to our friends in Rassia. (Cheers.) We 
have found this alleged Ritual Murder, which we knew in England in days gone 
by, incredible to-day. We have abandoned it for ever and are ashamed that our 
people ever entertained such a belief. In these circumstances I have nothing 


' more to say. The ground has been covered by what has been said already. The 


letters which we have heard read contained a volume of weighty opinion of which 
we may well be pround. (Cheers.) In supporting the resolution upon which we 
are soon to take a vote, I thank God that I am joining with what Jews and 
Christians and even honest agnostics must regard as a religious act. No anthem, 


no psalm, no prayer ever rose to Heaven more welcome than the resolution we 
are about to pass. (Loud cheers.) | | 


Colonel I. Unsworth. 


Colonel I. UNSWORTH, of the Salvation Army, who also supported the resolu- 
tion, said: I am very pleased to be in your midst as the representative of General 
Booth and also in a representative capacity in respect of the organisation to which 
I belong, and to say how much both General Booth and the members of our 
organisation sympathise with you in regard to these charges made against you in 
connection with this Ritual Murder case. We repudiate the very idea that such a 
thing can be at all possible amongst a people whom we have learnt to venerate and 
respect, and whose charity and help to those amongst whom we have laboured 
from time to time is such a word of praise throughout the whole world. General 
Booth has left for America. Otherwise he would have tried to be present to-night 


_ in person, and I know had we our old General with us, General William Booth, 


nothing would have given him greater pleasure than to have stood up on this plat- 
form and to have expressed his sympathy with you in respect of this protest. I 
laboured with him for over thirty years, and I never heard him speak of the Jewish 
people but with the greatest respect and veneration and approbation. We suffered 
in our early days from false charges. All sorts of things were said about the 
Salvation Army, but even in the earliest days, the General found amongst the 
Jews warm supporters for the work they saw he was doing among the poor classes. 
I am astonished at 
THE RESTRAINT OF THE RESOLUTION. 


Bat it is the restraint of dignity. You know these charges are false and we know 
they are false. I first of all thought that it was scarcely necessary for the Jewish 
people to have such a meeting of protest because in Europe and especially in 
England no one even for a moment would dream of the possibility of such a thing 
being true. But if it has only brought together all your friends of other faiths and 
persuasions of religious belief, and shown you in this your time of trial and 
persecution that you have the sympathy of all your fellow-citizens irrespective of 
creed and religion, I think it will do good not only in regard to sending this protest 
forth to Russia but also because it draws us nearer together as fellow-citizens of 
this Empire of which we are proud to belong. I would remind you that we used 
to make charges based on prejudice, against our neighbours across the water. But 
these charges didnot hurt much. But when chargesare levelled against your religious 
beliefs it cuts deep into the flesh as it were and consequently it isa grand thing to 


have a meeting such as this to show that we in all your trouble sympathise with 
you, and I trust that these protest meetings will not be confined to England but 
will be held in other countries of Europe as well. I believe the effect of this great . 
and influential and successful meeting will speak to Russia and speak to the whole 
world that these charges that have again and again been raised against you Jewish 
people will if they are raiged again simply suffer from the contempt of all intelli- 
gent beings that they deserve. (Cheers.) 

The CHAIRMAN then put the resolution, which was carried with acclamation. 


The Chief Rabbi. 


The CHIEF RABBI then said: I rise to thank the five non-Jewish speakers who 
have addreesed this meeting as well as those speakers who have addressed the meeting 
below. 1 wish to thank them in the name, not only of the London Jewish com- 
munity, but of all British Jewish communities. We Jews are not in & very 
enviable position in regard to these protests. We felt it was undignified and 
humiliating for us to protest, for us to ascend various platforms and assure people 
that we do not kidnap little children and that we do not eat them. (Laughter.) 
But besides this danger referred to by Mr. Zangwill: “The Hebrew doth protest 
too much,” we felt there was such a thing as protesting too little. (Hear, hear.) 
Silence is dangerous and unmanly and the suggestion has actually been raised that 
silence means consent. We are, therefore, grateful beyond the expression of 
words to those noble men in the church and in public life, in the services, and in 
the universities, whose letters have been read this evening, who have come forward, 
and instead of Jews being compelled to protest, have protested on our behalf. 
This is only right, because protesting against this accusation is not so much & 
question of Judaism working for Judaism, as it is a question of humanity, & 
question of civilisation, and a question of Christianity. (Applause.) This blood

and witch burning, a cruel libel on Judaism, an insult to Western culture and a 


dishonour to the Churches, in whose name it bas been falsely formulated by ~ 
ignorant fanatics. Not only have prominent non-Jews, by their persons and 
by those wonderful letters to which we have listened, protested against thi 

blood accusation, but non-Jewish scholars, notably a Catholic priest, Dr. Frank, 
and a Lutheran theologian, Professor Strack, bave shown that the very name 
“Jewish Ritual Murder” is one of the absurdest contradictions which these 
three words are ‘capable of bearing. The Jew and Murder! Some nations 
furnish fourteen murderers in a million; others supply forty murders in a 
million ; while others, notably in trans-Atlantic countries, more than a hundred ; 
but not even the most anti-Semitic statistician to save his life can count even 
one Jewish murderer in a million. Ritual Murder! Professor Strack has 
shown that according to Jewish Law a corpse is the fountain-head of all ritual 
impurity. The mere touching of a corpse renders a Jew unfit to perform any 
ritual act, any religious ceremony; it excludes him as unclean. The Jew and 

human sacrifice! Why, even animal sacrifice outside the Temple Mount was 
considered idolatrous and a capital offence. Animal sacrifice anywhere, since the 
destruction of the Temple, is | 


ONE OF THE MOST HEINOUS CBIMES 

a Jew can commit, and subjects him to the penalty of Heavenly excision. And 
yet weare accused of human sacrifice, eating human flesh, drinking human blood! I 
would remind you of the trouble which we have with our Shechita and the 
opposition we incur because we insist that the smallest particle of blood must be 
removed from the carcase before it is fit for Jewish consumption. We insist on 
our method of Shecbita not only because it is absolutely painless but because it 
instantly clears the animal of all blood. Even then the meat to be made kosher 
has to be thoroughly washed and treated with salt. If the flesh of an animal is 
rejected for human consumption, if it contains an infinitesimal particle of blood, 
is not the whole idea of human sacrifice, of Jewish Ritual Murder one of the 
absurdest things that the human imagination ever conceived? (Cheers.) But then 
there is the other argument, that while this practice is foreign to us modern Jews 
living in Western Europe, there may be obscure sects in semi-Asiatic countries to 
whom the practice may be attributed. That has also been answered by 
Prof. Strack, who points out that there is a great deal of human nature about the 
Jew and that just as non Jews have their sects, so the Jews have theirs. There 
are for the last 1,200 years two great Jewish sects, the Rabbinates and the © 
Karaites, and Prof. Strack remarks that the Karaites and the Rabbinates loved one 
another with the same love as in the past the Catholic loved the Protestant and 
the Protestant loved the Catholic. During the last two centuries there have 
grown upnew sects, the Chassidim and the Misnagdim, and the Chassidim 

spoken of the Misnagdim and vice versa as monsters and devils. 


(Laughter.) The |

between the Jewish sects have been jast as interesting as those between Christian 
sects. Yet Prof. Strack and Dr. Frank both point ont that no Karaite hes ever 
accused a Rabbinate of Ritual Murder; no Rabbinate has ever charged a Karaite 
with such @ practice. Similarly with Chassidim and Misnagdim. It is only 
human nature that if there had been the slightest vestige, one iota of fact on 
which to base this mountain of prejudice it would have been done. There is not 
a trace, not 4 line, not a word, in that vast Jewish literature extending over 3,000 
years which will bear a minute’s investigation before an impartial Catholic or 
Protestant university faculty. It is only right for me to mention these facts as 
our non-Jewish speakers have shown us too much consideration to refer to them. 
The only thing brought up against us has been 

THE RAVINGS OF THE LOWEST SORT OF APOSTATES, | 
I should like to see any church wish to be judged by its lowest apostates. 
(Cheers.) I should like to see any nation willing to be judged by its basest 
traitors. Would any Christian church like to be judged by its apostates ? 
Then why should any sane man judge us by what apostates dead centuries ago have 
said of us? It may be that certain Jews have confessed to certain things under 
torture, but the confessions wrung from these Jews under torture resemble the con- 
fessions wrung from the early Christians by their heathen persecutors, when they 
were accused of similar diabolical crimes and subjected to similar diabolical tortures. 
I desire to close with a question :—Will all this protesting do any good? To 
quote the late Leo Tolstoy on the situation of the Jews of Russia: “To look 
people like wild beasts in m cage, to surround them with disgraceful laws, as in 
an immense circus, for the sole revolting purpose to let loose the murderous mob 
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upon them whenever practicable for St. Petersburg—terrible! terrible!!” Will 
this meeting and similar meetings prevent pogroms? Will it prevent the recurrence 
of these charges? I cannot tell you. Noneocan tellus. The only answer I can 
give you is from a Jewish author who, strange to say, has enjoyed ever so much 
more repute outside our race. His book was never admitted into the Hebrew Bible, 
but it enjoysalmost Biblical sanction the Anglican and Catholic Churches. In that 
book I find the following sentiment : “ Great is truth and greater than all things. 
With her there is no acceptance of persons or rewards, neither in her judgement is 
any unrighteousness. She is the strength, the kingdom, the power and the majesty 
of all ages. Blessed be the God of truth. And all the people then shouted : Great 
is trath and it will prevail.” (Loud and prolonged cheers ) 


Mr. Glyn Jones, M.P. 


Mr. GLYN-JONES, M.P., said: I rise to ask you to pass a very hearty vote 
of thanks to the Chair. Ido not propose to detain you many moments, but I 
think I ought to take the opportunity of just eaying this. The last public meet- 
ing I had the honour and responsibility of addressing was of a most remarkable 
character, and it had two striking features. I refer to the meeting held on 
Saturday at the Great Assembly Hall. It had two special features. One was 
this. It was the greatest assembly in point of numbers I have ever seen in the 
East End of London. It consisted of, I should think, 6,000, in the main Jews 
who were there to protest against this “ Ritual Murder” charge. That was one 
feature for which I was thankful. The other feature I feel bound to refer to and 
I regret, and that was upon the platform. Certain speakers were led into paths 
which I think had best be avoided. There were certain charges made against 
. high personages, and a certain political colour given to the question with which, 
if I am any judge of a public audience, if I am at all able to feel the pulse of a 
great meeting, I do not believe that the great mass of the people were in sympathy. 
I believe these people came, apart from persons or policies or politics, to protest 
against this great slander, this great libel against you as a nation or against your 
religion. Iam here because I recognise the importance not only in Russia, but 
everywhere, of bringing home to the people the danger of attempting once more to 
fan religious animosities and race hatred for a political or other purpose, and as 
some of you know that though in this country such a charge as this is absolutely 
unthinkable, still, after all, we are not free from the prejudices which have given 
rise to this awfal atrocity in Russia. And I think it is as well this protest has 
taken place. If one does not raise one’s voice on a matter of this kind it may be 
said that this fable is true. But what is true of individuals is trae of nations and 
true of races and true of religion, and it is because when, after centuries, this 
charge is being brought against a great race and a great religion 1 am thankful to 
have had the opportunity of associating myself with the protest, representing as | 
do a constituency in which there are more homes than any other constituency 
where this matter is felt keenly with great grief. I ask you to thank our Chairman 
for the assistance he has given in this matter and the extremely able way in which 
he has conducted our proceedings. (Cheers). 3 
Upon being put to the vote, the resolution was carried amid loud cheering and 
wa’ acknowledged in a few words by the Chairman. 


The Overflow Meeting. 


In speaking to the resolution identical with the one atthe princiral meeting, 
proposed by Col. Unsworth at the crowded overflow meeting, over which Mr. 
Joseph Cowen presided, | 

The Rev. JAMES NANKEVILLE, of St. Luke’s, Westbourne Park, referred in 
strong terms to the blood ritual accusation. In the whole of history, he said, they 
would not find a nation who had ever done the Jews an injary for which it had 
not suffered at some time or other. If the word of God be true, as 
undoubtedly it was, Russia for her terrible treatment of the Jews 
had days of trouble in store for her. By her treatment of her Jewish 
subjects she was bringing the rod on her own back. No honest man existed 
who did not look upon the Jew as a friend, who had taught the world the 
meaning of liberty and religion. Moat heartily did he sympathise with the 
Jewry of the world at that juncture and most strongly did he protest against 
the abominable charge made against it by the Russian Government. | 

Mr. GLYN-JONES, M.P., also spoke to the resolution, his remarks at the 
meeting held in another part of the building being reported in full above. 

Mr. B. S. STRAUS, in supporting the resolution, said he spoke not as a Jew, 
nor as an Englishman, but asa man. He did not pity the Jews for the wicked lie 
that bad been uttered, he pitied those who uttered it. It wasasstupid to say that 
the moon was made of cheege (as some people at one time believed it was) as to 
say that the Jews used blood in any part of their ritual. The lie was as unworthy 
of those who uttered it as it was of those miserable and ignorant people who 
believed it. The underlying idea that the Government of Russia had in charging 
the Jews with ritual murder was to hoodwink justice. 

The resolution having been carried unanimously and by acclamation, 


The CHIEF RABBI, as the representative of Jewry in this country, thanked 


the vast assembly for such an enthusiastic manifestation of their sympathy. Dr. 
Hertz’s observations made at the other meeting are reported on another page. 


LADY SAMUEL AND THE MEETING.

Both Lady Samuel and myself strongly approve the protest meeting, and 
would have been present to support the Chairman had we received an 
invitation. 


THE ORGANISING SECRETARY OF THE ENGLISH ZIONIST FEDERATION 
(Mr. Maurice Myers), requests us to state that the letter read at the meeting from 
Lady Samuel reached him on the evening of the meeting, and was, by an accident 
on his part, which he deeply regrets, included among the replies to invitations 
he had sent out for support of the object of the gathering. Asa matter of fact, 
Lady Samuel’s letter was sent in reply to a request made some time previously by 
the Chairman of the Federation to lend her drawing-room for the purposes of a 
Zionist meeting, and had no reference at all to the Blocd Ritual accusation. 


THE PRESS ON THE MEETING. 


The Daily Mail says: The tradition which forbids the British Government 
to take cognisance of the internal affairs of other peoples except when British 
interests are threatened is fortunately not applicable to the Press. It is parti- 
_ ularly ip these cases when Governments must be silent that the Press has ite 
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obligations, and we should be false to our duty if we failed to endorse the motion 
which was carried at yesterday's meeting, “ to protest against the recrudescence of 
the utterly baseless and wicked blood ritual charge against the Jewish people or 
any section of it.” We should have imagined that this charge had long been 
relegated to the limbo of forgotten falsehoods, and without prejudging the inno- 
cence or culpability of the man Beilis, we oan only regret that the charge against 
him should be based on the suggestion of blood ritual. 

Last night’s meeting represented every variety of Christian creed and every 
shade of political thought. Professors, hierarchs, and politicians of all civilised 
countries have also registered their protest, and the archives of the Vatican have 
se oo to disclose Papal denunciations of this mischievous and tragic 
egend. 

In these circumstances the question at issue is not merely the guilt or 
innnocence of the accused man, The position of Christian Europe is affected by 


the revival of obsolete and dangerous religious prejudices as weapons of political 


agitation. Numerically speaking, Russia is the most considerable of Ohristian 
Powers in Europe, and the persistence in the “ blood ritual” charge in the face of 
the universal condemnation of the civilised world can only act as a check to those 
who are elsewhere engaged in spreading the dootrines and virtues of the Christian 


faith. 


The Daily Chronicle saya:—" This charge against the Jewish race is one 
which no reasonable, no honest man believes for a moment.’’ In these words, Mr. 
George Cave, K.C., M.P., at the Memorial Hall, in Farringdon Road, last night, 
expressed the protest of all sections of the community at the acousation of the 
blood ritual which has been revived against the Jews during the ritual marder trial 
now proceeding in Russia. It was a remarkable gathering, all shades of religious 
and political convictions being represented upon the platform, while a series of 
letters was read which left no doubt that the sympathy of the English nation has 


been aroused by what one speaker described as “an odious libel upona long- 
suffering race. 


The Daily News and Leader says:—The meeting held yesterday in London 
to protest against the launching by the Russian Government against the Jewish 
people of the charge of ritual murder received very influential support and 
expressed the mind of the English people. To all intelligent persons the news 
that the Russian Government was reviving and giving its full sanction te one of 
the foulest of medixval barbarities came with the same shock as would be felt at 
the restoration of the Inquisition. They looked forward to the trial notin the 
expectation that it would justify the Russian Government, but in the hope that 
it would throw some light on the puzzle that any modern Government could 
come to such a resolution. The trial is not yet quiet over, but all the evidence 
against Beilis, the unhappy victim selected for this judieial experiment, 
has been produced. Everybody who has heard it or read it knows now 
that there is no evidence at all to connect Beilis with the murder of the boy 
Yuschinsky; and that there never was any evidence to persuade any intelligent 
mind of his guilt. For more than two years, Beilis has been kept in gaol untried, 
on a charge which should never have been brought against him. That is a dark 
enough sin, but it was committed in furtherance of a still darker. Beilis was the 
hapless symbol through which the Russian Government meant to strike ata whole 
nation. Did the Government ever believe in the reality of “ritual murder?” It 
leaned on evidence which has collapsed at a touch. The Government cannot have 
believed in the guilt of Beilis or of the Jewish people. It has exhumed one of the 
most hideous of mediwval barbarities, and perverted the administration of justice, 


_ simply in the hope of inciting the most ignorant and savage of its subjects to the 


destruction of the Jewish people. It has, in doing so, put itself on trial at the 


bar of civilised opinion, and the condemnation of civilisation is stern and 
emphatic. | 


The Daily Graphic says ) ‘trong expression was given yesterday evening at 
the Memorial Hall to the feelings of indignation which have been stirred in this 
country—as in every other civilised country in the world—by the Ritual Murder 


trial now in progress at Kieff: It may be doubted whether any protest was 


necessary in view of the self-damning character of the judicial proceedings, which 


so unbending a Russian reactionary as Prince Mestchersky described the other day 
as ‘‘a chapter oat of the records of a lunatic asylum.” But it is clear that there 
are Russians who believe the hideous nonsense of a Jewish Blood Ritual, and 
it is as well that they should know how their oredulity and cruelty are degrading 
their country in the estimation of its best friends. We shall probably be 
told that there is some impropriety in expressing an opinion on a case 
which is still sub judiwce; but in truth if there is anything in the 
world which belongs to the oategory of choses jugées, it is this 
ancient bogey tale. On this point the interesting correspondence between Lord 
Rothschild and the Vatican, which was published yesterday, is sufficiently con- 
vincing. As far back as the thirteenth century Pope Innocent IV., in an 
Encyclical addressed to the Princes and Bishops of Germany and France, declared 
the Blood Accusation to be a wicked calumny on Judaism, and altogether opposed 
to Jewish teaching. This judgment was confirmed by other Popes, among them 
Gregory 1X. and Gregory X., and in 1758 the whole question formed the subject 
of an elaborate report to the Tribunal of the Holy Office of the illustrious Lorenzo 
Ganganelli, in which all known oases of alleged Jewish Ritual Murder were 
examined and finally exploded. The authority of this report, which was adopted 
by the Inquisition and promulgated by the then reigning Pontiff, has now been 
re-affirmed by the Vatican. In these circumstances, it is impossible to regard the 
proceedings at Kieff with any other feelings than those of scorn and derision.

A GREAT MEETING. 
{From our Correspondent.) 


A great and impressive protest meeting against the Blood Accusation was held 
on Tuesday, the 21st inst., at the Albert Hall. In the gathering, which 
numbered over two thousand and packed the large hall to the doors, were a large 
number of non-Jews.

The OHAIRMAN said that Christians could not stand idl when the 
Jewish race was being cruelly slandered. Wan Gall 
knew how necessary it was thet a slander should be speedily slain, even when it 


was ridiculous, as in that case. For thousands of years the Jewish race had 
promulgated the sanctity of human life, and in view of that it was extraordinary 
that they should now be accused of such practices. No race in the world had ever 
been a0 fond of their children as the Jews. (Hear, hear.) Rachel weeping for 
her children was typical of the universal mother. The wild idea of the use of the 
blood of children was indeed, contrary to the history of the Jewish race. It was 
an awful lie that had lived for centuries, and that night they would stamp upon it 
for ever. (Applause.) Belief of it was only possible of knaves and madmen, and 
they could calm themselves with this great fact, that no man or woman worthy of 
the name had ever given it a moment’s credence... 

The VICAR OF LEEDS (Dr. Bickersteth), who was enthusiastically received, 
moved :—(1) “That this meeting of Leeds citizens desires to place on record its 
utter abhorrence of the blood libel now being raised by the Russian authorities 
against the Jewish race, and to protest most emphatically against the calumny, 
which is the result of prejudice and race hatred, and may lead, as in the past, to 
the massacre of law-abiding and innocent Jews in Russia.” (2) “ That a copy of 
this resolution be forwarded to the Right Hon. Sir Edward Grey, and that he be 
requested to send it to the Russian Ambassador.” 

Dr. BICKERSTETH said he had just broken away from a most important meeting 
at the Leeds Town Hall, where he was receiving 1,500 delegates, but in compliance 
with the request of his friend (the Rev. M. Abrahams) he resolved to absent 
himself from his very pressing engagement to be present at their protest meeting. 
It was a sad, but not in itself a complex, fact with which they were concerned. 
A boy was murdered at Kieff, and Beilis was accused of being the murderer. 
Under these circumstances what might justice be expected to do? The authorities 
were perfectly within their rights in saying that there was reason to suspect the 
man, and that he must be put upon his trial, but if they went on to say that he was 
going to be tried as a Jew, because it was believed the murder was committed with 
the object of getting the blood of a Christian boy, then the ordinary accusation 
brought against men in the cold detachments of the law courts was utterly changed. 
The whole situation was suddenly influenced by bringing the accusation, not 
against the unfortunate man, but against a whole nation. That immediately 
became a matter of very great importance, and when utterly unjustifiable, as he 
considered it to be, it was no surprise tofind that it quickly grew to be a question of 
international importance. Leeds should certainly join in the alarm and indigna- 
tion which had stirred the world, because, with a very large Jewish population 
they should stand by their fellow citizens. Just as in mid-Atlantio the other day, 
when people were in trouble, the vessels of other nations stood by and helped, 80 
it seemed to him that they were bound to stand shoulder to shoulder in trying to 
see that nothing else than justice was done to the man now upon trial. It was 
very unfortunate that the Christian religion was more or less implicated in the 
charge. That was a shocking and shamefal thing for Christian people to have said 
of them, and everyone was bound to repudiate such an idea as being connected 
with the religion which was as dear to Christians as the Jewish religion was to the 
Jews. The Lord Mayor had particularly requested him to express his regret for 
absence and to add his expression of protest. ‘“ From my heart I pray,” concluded 
the Vicar, “ that the God of Israel will bless this movement, and that right will 
prevail.” (Applause). 

The Rev. Dr. J. R. BANKS, in seconding the motion, said that if there was one 
feature that stood out clearly in the Jewish religion as it was described in the Old 
Testament, it was the freedom from all shadow of implication in the horrid custom — 
of human sacrifice. Surely, it was a curious incongruity to bring such a charge 
against—of all races of mankind—the Jewish race! He had the greatest pleasure 
to join in the protest against the incredible charge. As to the form the protest 
should take, it should be rather the free voice of the nation that should express 
itself fearlessly—and they now asked the Government to speak, if not for them- 
selves, for the great cities of England, for England itself. (Loud applause.) That 
meeting represented the great multitude of Leeds citizens, without distinction of 
denomination or class, and it wasin their names they registered their protest against 
that foul charge, being confident that the voice of England would reach, if not the 
Ruésian Government, then the Great Russian people. (Applause). 

Dr. W. H. MAXWELL TELLING, who supported the motion, said that the 
Jew was @ citizen of the World, and consequently everyone was called upon to 
support him in his, protest. Some months ago, at the International Medical 
Conference in London, the purely medico-legal aspect of this accusation was con- 
sidered, and the conclusion reached was that there never was yet a case of this 
kind put on record and proved. (Applause). That could be taken as voicing the 
opinion of medical scientists gathered from all parts of the World. Since he had 
been in Leeds, he had known the Jewish section of the city intimately, and his 
knowledge of them, added to his knowledge of Jews all the World over, combined 
to make him regard the whole thing as absolutely unthinkable. (Applause.) 

The Rev. JOHN BUCHANAN said he had lived among 25,000 Jews for twenty 
years, and he had made a special study of their conditions of life. There was no 
secrecy about the Jewish religion—it was above board: (Applause.) He had 
never heard of the slightest or faintest thing like an inner and secret part of their 
religion. Such an idea as secret mysteries, blood rites, and so on, was absolutely 
contrary to the genius of the Jewish race. (Applause.) The Englishman’s love 
of fair play would inspire them with a fervent desire that on that, the anniversary 
of the Battle of Trafalgar, England would see “that every man will do his 
all time—stamp out that damnable lie. (Loud and continued 

pplause.

GLASGOW. 
[From our Correspondent.] 


A public meeting of protest against the Blood Accusation in Russia was held 


in the City Hall last Monday evening. The attendance reached cloze on 3.000. 

The chair was taken by Sir John Ure Primrose, Bart., who, in. opening the 
meeting, called on the Secretary, Mr. A. A. Easterman, M A., to read letters of 
apology for absence. The letters were from Mr. J. Dundas White, M.P. 
(Tradestcn), Col. Smith Park, M.V.O , the Dean of Glasgow, Mr. James A. Allan, 
ex-Bailie M. Simons, D.L., J.P., and several prominent Christian clergmen. 

The Chairman said that the number gathered in that hall was evidence of the 
strong sympathy which has been awakened for the Jewish people, and it was for 
them to send a message to the suffering race throughout Christendom that they 
believed nothing of the charge made against them. Having expressed his 
appreciation of the diligence, industry and peacefulness of the Jewish citizens of 
Glasgow, he referred to the sympathy felt all the world over for the accused man 
who, after being kept two years in prison, had been brought to a mock assize. 
That, however, would not have led them. to make a public protest had it 
not been for the foul blood accusation brought against an innocent people—a vile 
charge one which outraged humanity. This, he said, was the outcome cf auto- 
cratic rule, which was ready to gain its own ends no matter what muck, filth and 
mire it had to go through. He trusted the days of their darkness were passing 
away, and he hoped that the indignation and scorn which had been aroused would 


recoil on the heads of those who stooped to such means for political, bureaucratic’ 


or otherends. (Loud applause.) | 

Archbishop MACINTOSG proposed the following resolution :— 

That this meeting of Glasgow citizens representative of all religious 
denominations and all shades of political opinion, places on record its firm 
belief in the utter baselessness of the charge of Ritual Murder presently being 
levelled against Judaism and the Jewish people in Russia, expresses its firm 
conviction that the alleged use of human blood, entailing the sacrifice of human 
life in the observance of any of its Festivals, is utterly.abhorrent to, and a 
gross libel on the principles of the Jewish religion, and protests in the most 
emphatic terms against the persistence by a modern State in an accusation of 
barbarous origin, long ago disbelieved and discredited. 

The Archbishop said that in protesting against the revival of this slander he was 
following the example set by that great and good man, the late Archbishop Eyre, 
and by the Catholic Church generally, which had always discountenanced Jewish 
persecution—more especially when the reasons for that persecution were founded 
on what they sincerely believed to be an utterly gross and abborrent libel. They 
had no desire to appear to be meddling in the internal affairs of a friendly nation, 
bat as men and as Christians they were entitled to raise their voices to protest 
against @ general accusation which they knew to be false, and for which, in this 
particular case, they believed there was not the shadow of a foundation. (Cheers. ) 

The Rev. Dr. MCADAM MUIR (Glasgow Cathedral), in seconding the motion 
said that no words were needed to support such a self-evident resolution. This 
frightful and horrible accusation had originally been made against Christians and 
the whole world now knew tbat to have been false and rejected it with horror and 
disdain. The manner in which Christians had borne themselves towards the 
Jews—whether in England, Spain, or Russia—was something for which they 
might well repent in dust and ashes to-day. It was for them to protest, not only 
to save an innocent man, not only to save an innocent race, bat to prevent a name 
which they held most sacred being again identified with the most painful of 
superstitions and the most abhorrent of crimes. (Applause.) 

Professor STEVENSON (Glasgow University), in supporting the resolution, 
believed that it was as ludicrous to bring the ritual murder charge against the 
Jews as that of witchcraft against some old woman in a little village. The charge 
had appeared almost every ten years in the last century, but always among 
people who were ignorant. He reminded the audience that not so long sgo the 
Chinese brought a similar accusation against Europeans. Surely, if there had 
been any truth in this charge, they would have seen it in those Jews who were 
their neighbours, or have read it in the Jewish literature. There was no trace of 
it there, and there was not the shadow of a shade of f:undation for the libel. 
(Applause). 

The Rev. W. CHRISTIE said that he claimed an intimate knowledge of the 
Jewish people and their literature, having lived for twenty-five years on the edge 


of the Ghetto, both in this country and abroad. The whole Jewish religion, if he 


might say so with respect, was based on the principle of getting rid of blood. He 
remarked how quickly the Jew in Scotland assimilated Scottish traditions and 
adopted the Scottish point of view, and in illustration of this he told of a little 
Jewish boy who, when discussing once the great Jewish victories of Biblical times, 


looked up into his face and said, “Ah! but we did better than that at Bannock- | 


barn!” 

The resolution was then put to the meeting and carried with acclamation. 

Professor GLAISTER (Glaegow University) moved: 

That copies of the above Resolution be seat to the Russian Government 
through the Russian Ambassador in London and to Sir Edward Grey, 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs.

MEETINGS IN CANADA. 
(From our Correspondent.) 


| MONTREAL. 
Protests against the “ blood libel” for which Beilis is at the present moment 


being tried are coming from all parts of the Dominion. They are not only a tribute 
to the inflaence of the Jewish community, as far as the good opinion of them held 
by their non-Jewish fellow citizens, but also a true siga of the liberality and fair- 
mindedness of the English-speaking citizens. As usual, in most liberal actions, 
the West leads the way. An enormous mass meeting was held in Winnipeg pro- 
testing against the infamous calumny. Over 6,000 persons were present, including 
Members of Parliament, and all the City Council, Controllers, eto. A resolution 
was passed in the name of humanity protesting against the “ blood libel” as being 
an impossibility, and alluding to the frequent condemnation of it in the past. The 
resolution specifically stated that the protesters did not presume to dictate to the — 
Russian Government as to its course of action, but humanity demanded that they 
should protest against such an accusation as that mentioned in the indictment of 
Beilis even being considered. Other cities have followed Winnipeg's example. 
The Toronto City Council and Controllers having passed a similar resolution, on 
the motion of Alderman Anderson. Ia Montreal a great mass meeting, which, 
however, was not attended by the leading civic officials or citizens of the City, also 
condemned the unholy accusation. But all these protests are useless. The citizeus 
of this ocuutry fail to see that they themselves, indirectly it is true, are aiding and 
encouraging Russia, For if Canada and the rest of the British Empire, apart from 
the mother country, which is already doing its utmost, were to take their full share 
in the defence of the Empire, a share proportionate to their wealth and population, 
the mother country would not need the support or friendship of Russia and would 
ae oe to bring pressure to bear on Russia to stop such iniquities as the 


JERUSALEM RABBIS.

We Rabbis, heads of the Batei Dinim, principals of the Talmudical Yeshibahs, and 
presidents of the Jewish congregations of Jerusalem, assembled to-day, the day pro- 
ceding the Day of Atonement, in the ancient synagogue of “ Rabbi Jachanan Ben 
Zakai,” we open the holy Ark and express, with a broken heart, our sincerest regret 
at the present condition of our persecuted nation. We feel grieved unto death to have 
learnt with profound concern that the fable of ritual murder has been recently revived. 
Our enemies are not ashamed to state that their exists a Jewish custom or law authoris. 
ing the use of Christian blood for ritual purposes. By means of this accusation, the 
charge against the unfortunate man Beilis has been formulated, and his trial is about 
to commence. 

We, who bear aloft the banner of the Torah and the Kabalah, Chief Rabbis of the 
Holy City, in a land which is the cradle of Judaism, and in which all traditions and 
laws are scrupulously observed, we protest with deep emotion, in these holy days 
preceding the Day of Yom Hakippurim—on which, according to our traditon, every- 
one’s life is judged—and testify and declare before the Creator, Who searchest all the 
innermost recesses, who triest the reins and the heart, and Who knowest the thoughts 
of man and his undertakings, the Almighty, God of Israel, and of the Universe, tha; 
the accusation of blood is wholly untrue, and is of no foundation. There exists no 
law which can even suggest the txnth of the accusation.. No law, ccm mand- 
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ment, or even any custom is to be found in any book of the Bible, Talmud, Midrashim, 
Zohar, Kabalah or any authorised book whatever of the most ancient authors up to 
those of the present day. We Rabbis and Kabbalists, who received from our parents 
all the laws of our religion, have never heard from them that a Jew of any sect or any 

individual has practised the use of Christian blood. | 
| Together with our whole nation throughout the world, we express hereby our angry 
denial of, and our protest against this falsehood and against the libeller, whose only 
purpose is to persecute our nation. 

O Lord! open the eyes of the jadges in the Beilis trial. We beseech Thee; let 
them comprehend how far our accusers and oppressors are from the truth. O Lord of 
mercy and of loving kindness, open the eyes of those who are still conscious of a sense 
of justice. , 

As we testify to the truth of our declaration and testimony, so mayest Thon, O 
Lord of mercy, have pity upon Thy nation, and renew unto us a year full of happiness 
and fortune. Let this, our Rabbinical statement on the blood libel, declare that the 
use of Christian blood is opposed to the spirit of onr religion.

JASSY. 


A meeting of protest was held at Jassy on the 19th inst., and was attended by 
several thousands of persons. Rabbi Dr. Meier Thencn delivered an impassioned 
address, and other speakers included Herr Hizte, Dr. Barstin, and Dr. Gelehrter. 
The last named is leader of the Social Democratic party. 


Six Meetings in Berlin. 
(From our Correspondents.) 

The new German Jewish Organisation, “ Reichsverein Deutcher Juden,” which 
was formed a few months ago, as the result of the hostile attitude of the ‘ Verein 
Deutscher Staatsburger Jiidischen Glaubeus” towards Zionism, has taken in hand 
the organisation of protest meetings against the Ritual Marder trial. It has been 
so thoroughly successful that the general German public has come to believe that 
this Organisation is the only representative body of German Jewry, whereas it 
comprises only & small band of Zionest workers who could not co-operate with the 
“Verein.” After the reprecentatives of the ‘‘ Reichsverein Deutscher Juden” had 
organised protest meetings in Berlin, because the representatives of the official 
community refused to take the matter in hand themselvees fearing that the Cabinet 
might not look with favour on such gatherings, the sympathies of the Jewish 
public were with the “Reichsverein,” because everybody expected that something 
would be done in that direction. 

Two meetings were organised in the two largest halls in Berlin, but they were 
go overcrowded that four other meetings bad to be organised on the spot. 
The police experienced great difficulty in directing the crowds to the other halls. 
The President of the largest of these meetings was Dr. Lichtenstein. 
Professor Dr. Franz Hoppenheimer addressed the meeting, and in the course of 
his speech attacked those Jewish banking firms who support Rassia financially. 
‘The firm of Mendelssohn,” he said, “the partners in which are great-grandsons of 
the great Jewish philosopher, Mendelssohn, helps this barbarous Russia financially 
and supplies her with money to continue her existence. I hope that the firm of 
Mendelsobn will cease to supply Russia with money. If the Russian State were 
not supported by foreign financiers, it would at last break down and then barbarity 
would cease.” Addresses were also delivered by Dr. Wetkowsky, Herr Hermann 
Struck, and Dr. Schmarja Levin, whe was a member of the first Dama. Dr. 
Levin expressed the fear that Beilis would be condemned, beoause the jurymen 
were under the control and influence of the Black Hundreds and of the Govern- 
ment. Some of the jurymen feared that if they found a verdict of “not guilty,” they 
would be killed by the furious Black Hundred mob. Dr. Levin reminded the meet- 
ing of a saying of a former Russian Minister of the State to the effect that in 
Russia one need only press a button in order to organise pogroms in every town 
and townlet of the vast Empire. The last speaker was Dr. Klee, who said that it 
was beneath the dignity of the Jews as a people of ancient culture to protest against 
such infamous libele and charges. A resolution, which condemns the trial as a 
stain on the civilisation of our time, was unanimously adopted. |

‘The Hungarian Prince Primate Refutes the Blood Libel. 
{From our Correspondent.] 
BUDAPEST. 


Dr. Csernoch, the Prince Primate of Hungary, has addressed the following 
letter to the editor of the Lgyentiiség. 

“T received your kind favour whilst I -was travelling. You ask me my 
opinion about the question of ritual murder in connection with the blood libel case 
at Kieff. I wétld not answer immediately, as I was very busy. In the 
- meantime I stated my opinion t> the Newe Freie Presse, which asked for 
it by wire. I emphatically stated that science does not know of ritual murder as 
an institution of the Jewish religion, and that there is no passage in the whole of the 
Old Testament which could form the basis for such an institution. I thus clearly 
pointed out my view, which is that I regard it asa fable, that the Jews use Christian 
blood for ritual purposes. But to deal with the question: what our views may be 
of those concrete cases of individual Jews being acoused of having committed 
ritual murder. I stated that in sach cases, too, it is mot permissible to seek the 
motive of the crime in the J wish religion, nor is it permissible to make the whole 
of Jewry responsible. Tho motiva for the crime mast. be only looked for in the 
accused, Ags a rule murders are committed for other reasons than religion. 
Should a person commit marder for a so-called religious cause, it is only the 
murderer who can be held responsible, for his religion never taught him to murder. 
In speaking of ritual murders, I mean murders committed out of religious 
fanaticism, and that such a thing is povsible cannot be denied. It may ocoar in 


every religion. Strictly ritual murder, that is to say, the use of blood, obtained 


in this manner for religious purposes, I utterly refuse to regard as anything but 
a mere fable. This is the exact meaning of my statements in the Neue Freie 
Presse. I cannot understand how my words oan have been misrepresented by the 
Hungarian Press, which attributes to me an equivocal opinion on the blood libel. 
As, however, all responsible persons have understood me correctly, I can only 
regard this interpretation of my statement as a rancourous attack. In order to 
prevent further misrepresentations, I mean to make a comprehensive statement.

PRANAITIS'S EVIDENCE. 


IMPORTANT CORRESPONDENCE. 


DOCUMENTS AUTHENTICATED. 


The following is the text of a letter sent by Lord Rothschild to Cardinal 
Merry del Val, the Pontifical Secretary of State at the Vatican, and the reply 
of his Eminence. 

The documents referred to, and enclosed in Lord Rothschild’s letter, and 
which, in accordance with his Lordship’s request are now authenticated in the 
reply of the Cardinal Secretary-of State, are copies of an Encyclical issued by 
Pope Innocent IV., 1247, and quoted from Rayfiald’s ‘ Annales Ecclesiastici,”’ 
and of an elaborate report dealing with all known cases of alleged Ritual 
Murder, drawn up by Cardinal Ganganelli, who became Pope Clement XIV., 
in 1758, 

The Encyclical emphatically declares the charge against the Jews to be 
false, and points out that the belief that it is warranted by Jewish teaching is 


totally unfounded. The report of Cardinal Ganganelli—which it may be noted | 


was occasioned by a trial very similar to the Beilis case, and in which, 
curiously enough, the then Ecclesiastical Authori‘ies of Kieff were concerned— 
not only decided against the prosecution in that case, but reviewed many other 
cases, and expressed the opinion that in all except two there was absolutely 
no evidence of Jews being guilty of the crime upon which the ritual murder 
allegation had been founded. In regard to the two exceptions, the Cardinal’s 
opinion was doubtful, and he declared that in any case they could have no 
compromising bearing on Jewish teaching. 

On the general question of the possibility of Ritual Murders among Jews, 
Cardinal Ganganelli declared that the Encyclical of Innocent 1V. and similar 
Encyclicals of Gregory IX. and Gregory X. were conclusive. He further 
referred in the document to the many Bulls and Encyc'‘icals of other Popes 
extending protection to the Jews, and quoted them as clear evidence that the 
Church could never have believed that the Jews ever practised Ritual Murder,

_. My Lorp CArDINAL,—It is probably not unknown to your Eminence 
that in the City of Kieff, in the Empire of Russia, certain evil-disposed persons 
have recently revived against the Jews the atrocious accusation of Ritual 
Murder, which has more than once been denounced by the wisdom and 
catholic solicitude of the Sovereign Pontiffs, and which, during the past year, 
has evoked indignant protests from many of the most illustrious men of 
Western Europe, including members of the Sacred College of which your 
Eminence is so distinguished an ornament. 

This superatitious revival, which is fraught with serious danger to the 
lives of the large community of Jews inhabiting the Russian Empire, has 
arisen out of a criminal case in which a Jew stands charged with murder. 
Whether this Jew is guilty or not is, of course, a question for the Russian 
tribunals to determine, and it would obviously be improper for me to antici- 
pate or discuss in any way their action in the matter. 

But my coreligionists have observed with alarm that efforts are being 
made on the part of the prosecution to explain the case as one of Ritual 
Murder, governed by an alleged secret teaching of Judaism, and thus to 
fasten upon the Jewish religion and the whole Jewish people the responsi- 
bility for this hideous crime. 

‘With the evidence it is proposed to submit to the Court on this aspect of 
the case the Defence will have no difficulty in dealing, but there is one affidavit 
on which the testimony of the Curia Romana will be useful, and is, indeed. 
necessary, and it is in order to pravail upon your Eminence to supply that 
testimony that I now venture to approach you. | 

The affidavit to which I allude has been sworn by one Justinus Elisejo- 
vitch Pranaitis, who describes himself as a Magister of Theology and Roman 
Catholic Diocesan of the Turkestan Province. It reiterates the familiar 
arguments by which similar charges of Ritual Murder have been supported in 
past times, and which have as often bsen refuted by great theologians and 
jurists, and perhaps by none more circumstantially than by the illustrious 
Pontiff, Pope Clement XIV., when, as the Reverend Father Ganganelli, he 
was acting as Consultor of the Tribunal of the Holy Office. With these argu- 
ments it is unnecessary for me to trouble your Eminence, but, in the course 
of his deposition, the said Pranaitis expresses an opinion on a question of fact 
which directly challenges the testimony of the Holy See. pe 


It will be within the knowledge of your Eninence that many of the 
Sovereign Pontiffs have on various occasions extended their merciful protec- 
tion to my persecuted coreligionists, and that at least one of them, His Holi- 
ness Pope Innocent [V., issued an Encyclical or Latter specifically declaring 
the charge of Ritual Murder, as applied to Judaism, to be a baseless and 
wicked invention. Other great Pontifical authorities have taken a similar 
course, notably Giovanni Battista de Martinis, General of the Dominican 
Order, in 1664, and Cardinal Lorenzo Ganganelli, whose elaborate report on 
the subject, addressed to the Tribunal of the Holy Office and entitled 
“Polonia,” was drawn up at the instance of His Holiness Pope Benedict 
XIV., in 1758, and acted upon by his venerable successor; Pope Clement XIII. 
Now, in the affidavit of the witness Pranaitis there is a reference to these 
testimonies, and it is stated by the deponent that he has been unable to find 
them in the usual works of reference. He consequently expresses the opinion 
that they have no authentic existence, and that the published texts are 
probably forgeries. 

It is upon this point that I desire to invoke the gracious intervention of 
your Eminence. The question is one of authenticating the published texts of 
the letter af His Holiness Pope Innocent I1V., and of the report of Cardinal 
Ganganelli, fhe originals or official records of which are no doubt in your 
Eminence’s custody. Of the texts so far as they are known to me I have the 
honour to enclose copies herewith. me

THE RUSSIA OF THE MIDDLE AGES. 


It happens sometimes in history that a whole race seems to stand on its trial 
in the dock that contains a single man or a group of its representatives, Ireland 
bas known such trials, and the Slavs of Hungary recollect a recent instance. If 
the anxious ordeal which opened this week at Kieff may be ranked as a national 
case, it is not becauss the prisoner is a leader of his people. The hapless Jew who 
answers the charge of ritual murder is not a type of the Jewish intellectual who 
has made himeelf indispensable to European civilisation. He represents rather 
the masses who are the butt of persecution, and the material for “pogroms.” The 
whole world watches his fate in suspense, not in the least because it feels the 
smallest doubt about his innocence, but simply because it knows’ that an adverse 
verdict passed upon his humble personality would be the signal for the tightening 
of the oppression which weighs upon his race in Russia, and for the unleashing of 
‘passions which would find their vent in pillage and in massacre. For us it is not Beilis 
who stands upon his trial. The sordid crime in which, by some accident his fate 
has become involved has in itself no elements of interest. A Rassian boy living in 
that slum underworld which Gorky has depicted amid thieves and beggars, criminals 
and wrecks, was somehow mordered more than two years ago. -If it had happened 
that the murderer was a Jew, that fact, to the Western mind, would have added 
neither horror nor interest to the crime. But there is not one item in the evidence, 
so far as we know it, which can affix the gailt upon a Jew, still less upon Beilis. 
It is, for us, Russian justice and Russian civilisation which stand upon their trial. 
It would have interested us not at all if the prosecution had obarged the prisoner 
with some common crime inspired by brutality or greed. Jews, like Christians, 
It would have concerned us as foreigners 
very little, even if he had been wrongfully sentenced on such a charge. The 
Russian police has its own peculiar methods, and Ruasian courts their loose notions 
of evidence. Miscarriages of justice under such conditions must be tolerably 
frequent. The case is poignant and of universal interest only because the prosecu- 
tion, after interminable delays, intermittent agitation, many hesitations, and much 
wire-pulling by courtiers, prelates, and politicans, at last decided to prosecute the 
wretched man on a charge of murder “from motives of religious fanaticiam and 
for ritual purposes.” With that charge before us, the issue is, in plain words, how 
far the civilisation of official Russia has yet emerged from the Middle Ages. 

Among all the murderous lies which have played their part in history, this 
blood accusation is surely the strangest. One is tempted to suspect that it might 
have its origin in some dim, guilty memory of the human sacrifices which figured 
in the remote past among the rites of so many primitive religions. There is material 
enough in the “ Golden Bough” for indicting half the races of mankind, inclading 
most of the Aryan stock. Bat the Jews, with their ritual horror of blood, happen 
to be the very last who would naturally fall under such a suspicion. The idea that 
they mixed Christian blood at Passover in the wine of the “ communion” (to quote 
some characteristic medimval indictments), reads like nothing so much as a _ 
verse agcription to them of ideas which belonged to Christian mysteries. r) 
legend is by no means of hoary antiquity. It was apparently an English inven- 
tion, and it dates only from the twelfth century. It wasa charge which haunted 


it} 


| the imagivation of the Church in many forms. It was sometimes turned against 


Christian heretics, and the Franciscans accused even the Dominicans of using the 
blood of Jewish children in their eacraments. It was, in short, a current item in 
the dialect of medieval hatred. It was the final expression of loathing to accuse 
an enemy of drinking human blood. Its perpetuation.as a charge against 
the Jews must have been due in great measure to the profit which fell to 
the Church from exploiting the relics of the “ martpzed” children. 
England bad her Saint William of Norwich, and her still more famous Saint 
Hugh of Lincoln. You may still see on the little hill at Bacharach the exquisite 
chapel which the pious hatred of the Rhine valley raised to the memory of the blessed 
boy, Werner, whose corpse floated up the river against the flood-to testify 
the Jews who murdered him. Heine began to tell the atory, but found it too 
tragic for his graceful pen, and antiquarians still discuss the exact extent of the 
massacres which followed. The creditable aspect of this chapter of European 
history is that even the Middle Ages never quite succumbed to this movement of 
interested fanaticism. The Popes were not above canonising the,boy-martyra, but 
three of them issued Bulls to protect the Jews from perseoution on this charge. It 
is part of the glory of the free-thinking Emperor Frederick II. that, after an 
elaborate inquiry, of which the findings are still on record, he published an 
Imperial edict which acquitted the Jews of all suspicion. The legend died very 
slowly, but it moved gradually Eastwards. England and France were the first to 
harbor, and the first to discard it. It has lingered in the backward of 
Austria, in Rumania, and in Greece. It was revived thia Euster against Jews 
a until M. Venizelos firmly quashed it.

The survival of this ghoulish legend in Russia is but dhe of the countless 
illustrations of the patchwork which makes the culture and tlie barbarism of 
Tsar’s Empire.

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which most stoutly opposed them. Russian culture, with all its depth and 
sincerity, with all its humanity and tolerance, has been a purely seouiad move- 
ment, which formed the mind of # nation that had quitted and ignored its Church. 
Isolated, conservative, barely aware of:the changes in the world at its doors, the 
Orthodox Church has hardly begun as yet to adapt itself to the modern world. It 
stertles us from time to time, now by excommunicating Tolstoy, again by the 
comedy of the Athos monks who wish to worship the Divine name, and to-day by 
-its persistence in spreading a myth which was too brutal even for a medimwval Pope. 
It goes its own way to decay. What concerns the Western spectator is rather the 
desolating fact that the Russian Government, bent in every other walk of public 
_ life upon the steady pursuit of reaction, has made this weapon of race-hatred its 
own. The sequel depends on a jury of peasants which is to all appearances packed. 
It remains to be seen how far the agents of the Government will dare to press the 
oase. They know already the verdict of the civilised world on the revival of this 
murderous libel. If they choose to ignore it, there is one more barrier raised 
against any intercourse with official Russia on a basis of cordiality and respect. 


THE RITUAL MURDER CHARGE EXPOSED. 
a Text of Reactionary Protest. 
A FAMOUS ARTIOLE. 

We print below the major portion of the article on the Kieff trial, for 
publishing which the anti-Semitic journal Kevlianin was suppressed by the Russian 
police. We gave a short extract from the article, which has caused intense 
excitement throughout Russia, in our issue of the 17th inst. The writer says :— 
In undertaking a task in which the courts of the whole world had failed 
throughout the ages, the Kieff Prosecutions Department should have realised that 
it must produce an accusation so perfect and so strongly welded as to break the 
gigantic force of the enormous wave which it was encountering. For the people 
which the Russian Prosecutions Department has conceived the idea of charging 
with ritual crime is the Jewish people—that is to say, the most energetic, the 
most unscrupulous people in defending its own interests, and, moreover, the 
— which is able, by means of the Press, to make the whole world resound 
with a shout capable of waking the dead. To engage in such a fight it was 


necessary to set out. with a well-whetted weapon. And now we have that “ whetted — 


weapon” before our eyes. Alas! one need not be a lawyer, but merely a person 
of common sense, to understand that the accusation against Beilis is

thata moderately competent counsel can lightly tearit to pieces. One cannothelpfeel- | 


ing ashamed for the Kieff Prosecutions Department and for Russian justiceasa whole, 
which has ventured to appear before the court of the whole world with such scanty 
equipment. . . . . As an early expression of such a fear we had the inter- 
pellation of the Right in the State Dama charging the Kieff police with concealing 
the true character of the murder under pressure from the Jews. Daring the 
discussion on that interpellation, Deputy Zamislovsky went so far as to affirm 
that the Jews only committed ritual murder in those localities in which they had 
managed to bribe the police, so that the very occurrence of a ritual murder at any 
place already proved that the local police had been suborned. Zamislovsky did 
not carry his idea to ita conclusion. For, if the Jews had planned the murder of a 
Christian boy at Kieff only after preliminary agreement with the Christian police 
at Kieff about: the price of the Christian blood the Iatter were selling, 
HOW COULD THE JEWS STOP 
at the police? Criminal inquiries are carried on by the Examining Magistrates 
under the direction of the Prosesutions Department and the supervision of the 
District Courts and High Courts. What, then, could the police do for the Jews 
from the moment that the inquiry was made over to the jarisdiction of the 
Examining Magistrate and the Pablic Prosecutor? Of courss, the Jews are not 
so stupid as to rely on the police in so dangerous a matter. In order to conceal a 
crime the discovery of which would involve at least a repetition of the Kishiveff 
massacre, they would certainly not have stopped at an Inspector, but would have 
ne muoh further. Zamislovsky was therefore inconsistent in stopping half-way. 
e should have gone further, and brought the charge of concealing ritual crimes 
against the Examining Magistrate, 
AGAINST THE PUBLIC PROSECUTORS 
of the District Court, and against those of the High Court. Zamislovaky has not 
done so. Nevertheless this secretly guarded but depressing idea has budded and 
sprouted. The fear of being suspected of any relations with the Jews has proved 
for many a moral burden exceeding their strength. And we have known miny 
people of courage who had scorned bombs and Browning revolvers, but who could 
not stand the weight of such suspicions. And, however strange it may seem, 
Zamisloveky’s declaration exerted a most suggestive pressure upon tht Kieff Prose- 
cutions Department. At any rate, the Pablic Prosecutor of the High Court, 
Chaplinsky, began to act as if the sole aim of his actions had been to convince 
Zamislovsky that he, the Procurator of the High Court, was as pure as crystal in 
this respect. It is not easy to support the ritual version of Yaschinsky’s murder 
by facts, and the head of the Kieff Detective Department, Mistchuk, declined to 
see any ritual character in the atrocities perpetrated on the body of the boy 
Yuschinsky. Following the recipe of Zamislovsky, who had recommended the 
immediate rerioval of the whole of the local police from the investigation of ritual 
murder and the despatch of ‘‘ new ” men for that purpose, the Public Prosecutor, 
Chaplinsky dismissed Mistchuk from the case. Mistchuk was committed for trial. 
The High Court acquitted him unanimously. Then, on the protest of the Public 
Prosecutor, based on formal grounds of the most trifling character, the case was 
uashed and referred by the Senate to the High Court of Kharkoff for a fresh trial. 
We know for certain that among the persons who value and 
GRIEVE FOR THE RUSSIAN AUTHORITIES : 
the Mistchuk affair has given rise to the most serious and disconcerting reflections, 
Having dismissed Mistohuk, the judicial authorities called to their assistance the 
Lieutenant-Colotiel of Gendarmerie, Ivanoff, who in his turn engaged the well 
kaown detective officer, Krassoveky, the very same Krassovsky who a lew years 
ago so cleverly detected the marderers of the Ostrovsky famiiy. We do not know 
Lieutenant-Colonel Ivanoff’sa point of view, but Krassoveky rejected the ritual 
character of the murder as resolutely as did his predecessor Mistchuk, and attributed 
the crime to a gang of professional rogues, grouped round Vera Cheberiak. 


Krassovsky made a serious investigation in that direction, and reported the results | 


to the Prosecutions Department. As soon as Krassovsky's point of view became 
clear he, like Mistchuk, was dismissed from the case. As had been the case with

was brought against Krassovsky, and he was committed for trial. After two heads 
of the detective department had thus been dismissed the case went on as desired. 
The whole of the police, terrorised by the resolute conduct of the High Court,

STRIKING ARTICLE IN THE “TABLET.” 


Cardinal Bourne and the Chief Rabbi. 
The following leading article appeared in the Tablet of Saturday last. By no 


means the least interesting point of this very valuable article is the reference to — 
the papal pronouncements concerning alleged Ritual Murder by Jews. It declares _ 
the documents containing the pronouncements to be of “ indisputable authenticity,” 


and adds that they are “to be found in the original papal regesta at the Vatican.” 
It will be recollected that in his testimony for the Kieff authorities the Priest, 
Father Pranaitis, declared these papal testimonies to be forgeries. Our con- 
temporary says :— | 

It is now sixteen years since the famous, or rather infamous, Leo Taxil stood 
up before an infuriated audience in Paris to denounce that the Diana Vaughan 
hoax had been played out, and that the predestined mother of Antichrist would 
now return to her original réle of typewriter and private secretary. Sixteen years 
is a long space of time, and such lessons as those of the affaire Dreyfus and the 
Taxil fiasco are easily forgotten. The Libre Parole still survives, the leopard has 
not changed his spots, and M. Edouard Dramont is glad to avail himself of such 
an incident as the ritual marder trial of Kieff to become more antisémitiste than 
ever. If the author of La France juive were alone concerned in the revival of this 
anti-Jewish warcry the matter would be of little consequence, for his bias is 
well known. But in tho wake of the Libre Parole we have such journals as 
La Croix and its congeners, which are not only political, but religious, and which, 


consequently, exercise a disproportionate inflaence upon the public opinion of the © 


Catholic laity. So far as the anti-Semitic credality of our French neighbours is a 
matter of politics, we have not the slightest wish to obtrude our criticism upon 
what is their concern, and not ours. But when the suggestion seems to be con- 
veyed that whoever thinks kindly of the Jews, and seeks to exonerate them from 
a well-known and particalarly horrible charge, is disloyal to Catholic tradition, we 
feel called upon to enter a protest, the more so that in the present case a reflection 
seems to be cast upon no less a personage than the Cardinal Archbishop who pre- 
sides over the Church in this country. 

But let us explain more precisely. About a month ago the Chief Rabbi 
addressed a letter to Cardinal Bourne, in which, after reminding His Eminence 
that the “ B!ood Accusation ” had bsen revived in the case of the Jaw Bailis, who 
was now awaiting his trial at Kicff on a specific charge of ritual murder, he asked 


passed on the question by many Popes and distinguished Catholic prelates. To 
quote the Chief Rabbi’s actual words :— 


Foremost among the champions who have authoritatively defended Jews and 
Judaism against this foul and Satanic falsehood have been the greatest and most 
learned dignitaries of your Church. The Balls against this ritual murder charge 
issued by Popes Innocent [V., Gregory X , Martin V., Paul III., as well as the famous 
rescript of Cardinal Ganganelli (later Pope Clement XLV), have only recently been 
reprinted in a separate pamphlet (which I enclose). And in our own day the Bishop of 
Fulda, Cardinal Manning, and the Editor of the “ Catholic Eacyclopxdia ” have, among 
others, worthily continued this Church tradition. 

In speaking thus, Dr. Hertz makes reference to documents of indisputable 
authenticity still to be found in the origiaal papal regesta at the Vatican. In 
several cases the issue of these pronouncements had been preceded by a carefal 
judicial investigation. Most of them were printed as much as twenty years ago by 
Dr. Moritz Stern, and no scholar, Catholic or otherwise, has since then dreamed 
of calling them in question. As for Cardinal Manning, his views may be found 
recorded in our own columns, when, in replying to a Jewish address presented to 
him at Carlisle Piace on the occasion of the silver jubilee of his episcopate, he 
touchingly assured the deputation that he “ would not be true to his own religion 
did he not venerate theirs.” But even more explicitly in 1883 he wrote to Chief 
Rabbi Adler, who had appealed to him in convection with the Tisza-Eszlar charge 
of ritual murder: ‘“ You only do me justice in bslieving that I have neither 
sympathy nor oredulity for such horrors.” 3 

And before we pass on to the terms of Cardinal Bourne’s recent reply to Dr. 
Hertz, it seems worth while to note that those who so confidently express their 
disbelief in any ritual use by the Jews of the blood of Christian children, base this 
conviction on many other arguments besides the authoritative decisions of the Roman 
Pontiffs. We cannot go into details, but here, for example, are three or four 
considerations which seem to us of overwhelming force. 

1. There is absolutely no trace of any such rite for the procuring or use of 
blood, either in the Talmud, or in any Hebrew ritual, or in any Hebrew religious 


book of authority. For three hundred years learned scholars have songht for such 


evidence, and no passage has been found which will bear five minutes’ examination. 

2. There is no general knowledges among the Jews of any injanction or 
recommendation to use Christian blood handed down by oral tradition. We have 
for this not only the solemn declarations of numberless learned and honourable 


Rabbis, both in ancient and modern times, some of them admittedly men of the 
highest moral character, who, while they had every reason to reveal such an 
abomination if it had been known to them, have declarel repeatedly that in many 
years of daily association with Jews they had never heard of this rite. 

8. Ino sundry instances, where judicial examination has been made, and 
sentence passed upon the Jews charged with this crime, the evidence upon which 
they were convicted is still accessible to us. Such evidence (mostly obtained 
ander torture) is in every case quite inadequate to prove that the Jews practised 
these murders habitually as part of their ritual. It is in most cases insafficient to 
prove that any murder was committed by the Jews at all. 

4. We know of a number of other cases in which the same charge was made 
and popular indigaation excited, but in which courageous and upright judges, in 
the teeth of popular prejudice, pronounced the acquittal of the accused, 

Abundant evidence for these statements will be fouud in the “ Biutaberglaube” 
of Dr. H. L. Strack (who is not a Jew, but a Lutheran professor of theology), 
translated into English under the title, ‘The Jew and the Human Sacrifice,” or, 
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even more conveniently, in an essay of Abbé Vacandard, reprinted in the third 
series of the “ Etudes de Critique.” | 

But to return to the appeal of Chief Rabbi Hertz. Cardinal Bourne’s reply

This expression of opinion, to which the Jewish Press clearly: attach much 
importance, has been widely circulated, and the well-known French Oatholio 
organ, Ja Croiz, is pained to find that the purely “personal views” (declarations 
personnmelles) of a Prince of the Church have been exploited in so unholy # cause. 
“If,” it says, “the letter is authentic, His Eminence’s good faith has evidently 
been imposed upon.” We can assure our contemporary that the Cardinal 
really wrote what is attributed to him, and also that he wrote with 
a much better understanding of the issues involved than is apparently possessed 
‘by his critic. We have not room to quote the whole passage, bat the writer’s 
arguments amount only to this, that the Catholic Church cannot have recognised 
that such accusations have no foundation because she has canonised little Simon 
of Trent, who was put to death by an outrage of precisely this nature: - To which | 
we reply, that even if it could be rightly said that little Simon of Trent, Andrew of 
Rinn, Hugh of Lincoln, and other such child martyrs were canonised, this approval 
of eolemn cultus does notin the least touch the question of ritual murder. The Oburch 


| might recognise that these children were put to death by Jews im odéum fidei, and 


therefore truly martyred, without in avy way pronouncing that such a practice 
bed its foundation in the ritual of the Jewish religion. But, as M. L’Abbé 
Vacandard bas carefully pointed out in the essay above referred to, there has 
never been any proper csnonisation of any of these child martyrs. The names of 
one cr two appear in the “ Martyrologiam,” and two of them have been beatified 
by Papal decrees which took the form of a confirmation of cultus, but in the case 
referred to of Simon of Trent, as M. Vacandard (p. 359) proceeds to show, the 
local clergy in soliciting this favour of Pope Sixtus V. bad contented themselves 
with saying tbat the child had been killed by the Jews in derision of Christ, while 
the Pope in his decree nowhere says or implies that Simon had been sacrificed for 
any ritual purpose, he does not even lay stress upon the fact that it was the Jews 
who put him to death. It was on account of the miractes said to have been 
worked at his tomb that the cultus was confirmed. 

We are forced, then, to the conclusion that the protest of La Croix does not 
originate in avy thorouch investigation of the problem raised by these cases of 
alleged ritual murder, but is only an echo of the unfortunate anti-Semitism 
generated during the past twenty years by the Dreyfus case and other causes. 
How deep and bitter this feeling is few will appreciate save those who have made 
acquaintance with the bocks to which it has given rise. We think it worth while 
to sive av illustration from a bock published quite recently, the “ Ames Juives” 
of Pére Couké, the ex-Jesuit, a priest known throughout all France as a pulpit 
orator of quite exceptional power.

‘“ ASTONISHING THAT PEOPLE BELIEVE THESE CALUMNIES.” 


The correspondence between Lord Rothschild and Cardinal Merry del Val on 
the attitude of the Holy See to the abominable charge of ritual murders that has 
from time to time been brought against the Jewish race, proves conclusively that 
the elaborate report on the question which was drawn up by Cardinal Ganganelli 
in 1758 expressed the view of the Roman Hierarchy. The Cardinal, who after- 
wards became Pope Clement XIV., dealt in this report with all known cases of 
alleged ritual murder, and entirely supported the view of Pope Innocent IV., in his 
Encyclical of 1247, that all such charges against the Jews were false, and that in 
any case they could have no compromising bearing on Jewish teaching in general. 
Such testimony will not, of course, be regarded as necessary by anyone who is not 
a fanatic on the question, but it ia interesting to recall that Cardinal Gangan- 
elli’s report arose out of a ritual murder trial at Kieff, and that hé unhesitatingly 
decided against the prosecution in that case. History is said to repeat itself, but 
it is astonishing that nearly 700 years after the Encyolical of Pope Innocent IV. 
there should still be found people in Russia willing to believe these calamnies.

“THE TRIAL AN OUTRAGE ON CIVILISATION.” 


The evidence against the prisoner has hopelessly broken down, and even 
violent anti-Semitic papers like the Kievlianin admit that the prosecution has been 
trying to manufacture a case out of the flimsicat materials, and failed hopelessly. 
But, even if the chain of proof against Beilis was as strong as it is weak, the trial 
would nevertheless be an ontrage on civilisation. The indictment is not for 
murder, but for murder “from motives of religious fanaticism and for ritual 
purposes,” and by giving sanction to a charge of that kind Russian officialism has 
demonstrated its unfitness to be judged by modern standards. The blood acousation 
was one of the nightmares that haunted the imagination of the medimval Church. 
As Jewish doctrines became better known, the absolate impossibility of reconciling 
such hideous sacrifices with the tenets of their faith was patent. to the most 
prejudiced of their opponents. Of all ancient religions, theirs was the freest from 
the blocd-taint, and it wou!@be ironical if it were not tragic that a race which © 
taught the world to worship God “io spirit and in truth” should be pilloried 
for spilling the blood of Christians on th:ir altars, The civilised nations 
of Europe have long since abandoned the legend, and done ce for 
the blindness of their ancestcrs who invented and believed in it. Russian 
Empire alone of all the States in the world gives official sanctign to the myth. 
The “ Black Hundred” is at its old work of stirring up the mob against the Jews 
all over Russia, and a decision favourable to its propaganda at Kieff will blow the 
embers of race batred into a raging conflagration. Pogroms even worse than those 
which have disgraced the Empire in the past are threatened, and there is too 
much reason to fear that those who threaten have the power to execute. We can- 
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‘not believe that even Russian officialism contemplates with equanimity the | 
anarchy that a free hand given to the anti-Semitic mob would provoke ; but by its 

action at Kieff it is playing the game not only of the reactionaries but of the 

revolutionaries, and the result of its policy may well be to unleash again forces 

which inside the last few years the military strength of the Empire has been 

strained to the breaking point to suppress.

Although now and then, when 
some word by his accusers makes a particularly deep cut into his wounded heart, 
bis face vanishes suddenly from the eyes of the onlookers of this dreadfal trial. 
Down his head drops, and, burying his face upon his knee, he sighs and sobs in 4 
broken sbrili voice. These sigha and sobs; awaken avxiety amongst all that are 
gathered in court. A shiver passes through the audience. LP ackered faces and 
tearfnl eyes become noticeable everywhere. The jary, the experts, the great mass 
of offisials, all of them feel uncomfortable.” | 

Bat why is so little spoken about him, the central person of tha trial, who has 
been proslaimed a3 & canaibal in the iaterest of his religion, who has been locked 
in @ solitary cell under iron bars, surrounded by a heavy guard of warders? At 
no trial have I seen a quiet, defenceless, and frightened man surrounded by so 
many soldiers. Even his lawyers have the utmost difficalty in approaching him 
and speaking to him freely. What more can be said about Beilis? It is indeed 
difticalt to say anything. When I observed his mild look and smile at the warders 
who led him out of court during the adjournment, and when I looked at the 
warders, who had already seen so many criminal types and did not seem to feel the 
remotest hatred or prejadice against the man they were told to guard so watch- 


in court, that the trial was proceediog without him, that he must have hidden him- 
self somewhere behind the walls of the court. Io truth, the criminal who tortured 
and killed the boy Yuschinsky was not in court. 


MORE STRONG ARTICLES IN THE “ KIEVLIANIN."” 
‘*A Gross, Blind Blunder.’’ 


The anti-Semite journal KAievlianin of the 23rd inst. has another article in 
which it calls the trial a gross, blind blunder, and refers to the “ brainless Society 
of the Doub!e-headed Eagle.”

If Beilis 
is condemned to hard labour, those who do not believe in his guilt will turn with 
horror from anti-Semitism. Io a4 great degree, the Ktevlianin declares, the lessons 
of 1905 and 1906 (the revolutionary days,.when exteusive pogroms were organised 
against the Jews) may be effaced, and the Jews once more appear in the light of 
wronged and oppressed brothers.— Reuter, Kic ff, Taesday.

The pogroms are 
me it terribly recent. There has been no change for the better in Russian conditions, 
a _ wrought by Anglo-Russian friendship. We have no reason to bslieve that the 


publicity of the ritual murder trial bas softened feelings. The blood of our brothers 
still cries to us from the ground. Itis useless to mince matters. Onr responsibility 
is too great. We are our brothers’ keeper. We should protest with might and 
main against the acquiescence of Europe in the fostering of conditions by a European 
power, which endanger the lives of millions of its subjects—our fellow Jews ; 
conditions which brutalise Russia’s Christian subjects by making them parties to 
persecution ; conditions which create the problems of alien immigration for 
Western countries. We have suffered enough at the hands of Christianity to give 
us the right to demand of Christianity that it bid Russia be Christian.

A proces- 
sion will march cn the following day, at 1 p.m., from Broad Street to Trafalgar 
Square, to protest against the Russian persecution of the Jewish people.

THIRTEENTH DAY. 
A Lawyer's Evidence. : 


The narrative in our last issue of the proceedings on Monday, the 20th, has 
be supplemented by a record of the evidence given by M. Margolin, the lawyer, who 
was approached by M. Brasul: Brushkovaky, of the Russkie Slovo, and requested by 
the lattér to interview Vera Cheberiak at Kbarkoff. M. Margolin confirmed the 
statement that Vera Cheberiak had denounced one of the Mifle brothers, the 
Prihodkos (Yuschinsky’s mother and stepfather), Nazarenko and Olympiada 
Nejinsky (Yuschinsky’s grandmother), as the boy’s murderers. On his return to 
Kieff, said M. Margolin, he told Brushkovsky that he was sure Vera Cheberiak was 
concerned in the murder, and, acting on his advice, Brushkovsky went to the 
examining magistrate and laid this information before him. ; , 

Including the necessary intervals, the Court sat that day over twelve hours. 
M. Boldireff, the presiding judge, displays punctilious impartiality and patience, 
and the latter quality is especially noticeable when children and peasants are under 
examination. M. Boldireff in such cases examines them himself, and explains in 
the simplest language questions which appear to them obscure. 


FOURTEENTH DAY... 
Vera Cheberiak’s Confrontation with M. Margolin. . 

M. Margolin continued his evidence when the trial was resumed on Tuesday, 
the 21st. An inoredible amount of time was wasted in puerilities, The proceed- 
ings were reduced ad absurdum when the question was repeatedly raised whether 
or not M. Margolin shook hands with Vera Cheberiak at Kharkoff. M. Margolin 
testified that Vera, when asked how she explained the systematic character of 
Yuschinsky’s numerous wounds, answered that Prihodko, the boy’s step-father, 
had studied medicine. 

Vera Cheberiak was more than ever the central figure as she sat sphinx-like on 
the front witness bench. She was confronted with M. Margolin, whom she looked - 
up and down, and said she could not identify. As far asshe remembered, she said, 
her interlocutor at Kharkoff was stouter, but she admitted that possibly he only 
seemed so because he was seated and was wearing a padded smoking jacket. 

She is never at a loss for an answer. For instance, M. Margolin affirmed that 
after his return to Kieff Brushkoveky told him he had discovered that Vera, who 
incidentally had never informed her husband that she was going to Kharkoff, was 
carrying about with her a bottle of cyanide of potassium, and when asked why she 
did so, she replied, “ I got it because I did not know whether you might not torture 
me.” Vera unhesitatingly denied this, saying that she bought some glycerine and 
powder at Kharkoff, but Brushkovsky insisted on her throwingaway the box, lest it 
should lead anyone to trace where they had been. | 3

He received 
his dismissal at the end of 1911, whereafter he acted on his own account and

FIFTEENTH DAY. 


The Court sat until midnight. Shortly before the adjournment, M. Barsky, 
one of the Counsel for the defence, called attention to the fact that Beilis bad not 
been mentioned during the whole of the sitting, and asked that this circumstance 
should be officially recorded. The President concurred with this request. The 
proceedings are becoming more and more a case of “Hamlet” without Hamlet. 


Some Astounding Evidence. 


J udged by tbe standard of the alleged proofs against Beilis, M. Krasovaky’s 
ten hours’ indictment on Tuesday of the Vera Cheberiak gang might be described 
as Overwhelming. His evidence was continued on Wednesday. Taken separately 
the various parts of his testimony might be dismissed as unreliable and even 
absurd, but collated they form a formidable whole. | | 

Against Beilis, M. Krasoveky found nothing. The only tangible clue in th 
cave was the imprint of a golosh on one of the bits of cloth, but the imprint 


differed from the marks made by Beilis’s goloshes. Witness’ original suspicions | 


against the Prihodkos (Yuschinsky’s mother and stepfather) were soon allayed. 
Luke Prihodko (the stepfather) explained that the illustrated notes on the frontal 
bone of the skull, which were found in his desk at the bookbinder’s, came from a 
book sent by astudent to be rebound. Witness soon also concluded that the 
theory ofa ritual murder was unfounded. All he heard and all the evidence’ he 
bad collected pointed to the guilt of Vera Chebariak and her accomplices. 
Witness recounted a story of the hairdresser, Svachky, who told him that he 
identified one of the portraits published with the Brushkovsky article as that of 
the man Radzinsky, with whom he was in prison. One night he woke up and 
heard a prisoner saying to Rudzinsky, “ Why do you decorate him like that?” 
Rudzinsky answered, “To prevent him from turning traitor, the dog,” and then 
narrated a plan for pillaging the Sofia Cathedral in Kieff. The door could not be 
forced, and it was therefore decided to pass Yuschinsky through a grating for the 
purpose of drawing the bolts. 


| “A Den of Thieves.” 
Another chapter of M. Krasovaky’s astounding narrative contains material for 


a dozen “shockers.” He made the acquaintance of Vera’s friend, Catherine 


Diakonoff, on the pretext that he was a Moscow journalist, and he learned from 
her, he said, that the lodging of Vera was a den of thieves, and during the pogroms 
of 1905 it served as a depét for pillaged goods. Catherine went to Vera’s flat on 
March 25th, 1911, in the afternoon. Vera opened the door, and she seemed 
agitated, and invited her into the kitchen. Catherine saw three young men 
hurrying from one room to another, and Vera several times left the kitchen to 
join them. On the following day Vera slept with the Diakonoff sisters. On the 
evening of March 27:h Vera called, and asked the sisters to sleep at her fiat. 
They refused, but Vera talked Catherine over, saying that supper was prepared. 
Catherine saw in the corner of one of the rooms a large bundle, and asked what 
it contained. Vera replied, “ All sorts of stuff.” 

Vera, alarmed at hearing that Catherine had been summoned by the police 
to give evidence, begged her to say nothing about the visitors, and declared she 
would not be taken alive. M. Krasovsky entrusted his assistant Karaieff to 
establish relations with Singaievsky (one of the alleged murderers denounced by 

Brushkovsky), because, as a former convict, he hoped he would obtain the con- 
fidence of the criminals. Karaieff became acquainted with Singaievsky, on the 
pretext that means must be found to rescue from prison the notorious brigand 
Fewuisoff, a relative of Singaievsky. | Karaieff, for the purpose of drawing 
Singaievaky, invented a story about being summoned to the gendarmery station 
and overhearing a conversation in which the names of Singaievsky, Rudzinsky, 
and Latisheff were mentioned. 

Singaievaky was taken aback, and said: “ It’s those coursed Diakonofis; they 
must be killed immediately.” Furthermore, he declared that the dossier must be 
stolen from the gendarmery station by night, and Lieutenant-Colonel Ivanoff, 
deputy-chief of gendarmery, must be murdered. Plans were discussed when 

Later, Singaievaky apparently 
became suspicious, and said nothing more on the subject.

SIXTEENTH DAY. 
More Light on the Cheberiak Gang. 


Two sisters, Catherine and Xenia Diakonoff, gave evidence on Thursday, the 
23rd inst. 

Catherine Diakonoff, who was called first, with all her mysticism, her stories 
of prophetic dreams and obviously hysterical imagination, throughout displayed 
the most perfect aplomb. Not one of the prosecuting counsel could shake her 
evidence. Even Vera Cheberiak, during the confrontation, could not intimidate 
her. It was indisputably shown that she was acquainted with Vera and her gang, 
and that during the preliminary investigation, when a number of prisoners defiled 
before her, she identified Radzinsky and Latisheff (alleged murderers of Yusch- 
insky). It was the same when photographs were produced in court. She picked 
out Signaieveky, Rudzinsky, and Latisheff. She admitted she had been mistaken 
concerning Lisanoff, who was in gaol in the latter half of March, 1911. The 
woman related that in August, 1911, she noticed Ludmilla Cheberiak (Vera’s 
daughter) wearing boy’s boots. She asked Vera whose boots they were, and if 
they were Yuschinsky’s. Vera said, “ You’re mad.” 

At the confrontation in court Vera said the boots were Eugene’s (her son), 
and denied Catherine’s visits on March 24th, 25th, and 26th, 1911, and likewise 
she denied that Catherine had slept at her flat on March 27th. : 

Pieces of perforated paper found near the oave were produced in court. 
Catherine identified them as being similar to those with which the game of “ Post,” 
spoken of in her yesterday’s evidence, had been played at Vera’s house. She 
maintained, despite Vera’s denials, that she was at Vera’s on the days named. 
The children were at their grandmother’s. 


Vera denied this, saying the children were never away together for long. One 
of them had no overcoat. 


‘Mystery of a Pillow Case. 


The piece of pillow-case found near the cave, and identified by Catherine as 
belonging to Vera Cheberiak, was produced and examined, notwithstanding the 
objection of the Public Prosecutor that this was superfinous.

Dramatic Incidents. 


One or two dramatic incidents marked the proceedings in the trial on Thursday 
evening. 

A shopkeeper witness, on being questioned regarding the relations between 
Zaitseff, the owner of the brickworks at which Beilis was employed, and the 
prisoner, replied that Zaltseff respected Beilis’s father. — 

The Pablic Prosecutor uttered a mookingly solemn ejaculation at this response, 
whereupon counsel for the defence asked that it should be officially recorded that 
the Prosecutor had punctuated the evidence of the witness with such sounds as 
“Oh!” and “Ah!” “Perhaps,” the Public Prosecutor rejoined heatedly, “you 
will want to censor my smiles next.” 

The inevitable Vera Cheberiak figured in the second incident. A witness called 
Cherniakoff, a young friend of Catherine aud Xenia Diakonoff, rose from the witness 
bench and complained that Vera was threatening her and shaking her fist at her, 
saying: “Go away to the Krestchiatik” (the Kieff equivalent of Piccadilly). 

Cherniakoff exclaimed, “Iam a young married woman, and I cannot stand 
such insults.” 


The President ordered an usher to change the places of the witnesses. 
Another Amateur's Investigations. 


Makhalin, the ex-student, who helped Krasovsky and Brasul-Bruskkovsky in 
making investigations, was under examination for ten hours. He explained that 
the alleged avowal of guilt made by Singaeysky, one of the men acoused of the 
murder by Brasul-Brashkovsky, was due to the confidence inspired by Karavayeff, 
another of the-men accused by Brushkovsky. Owing to his past Karavayeff was 
regarded as a hero in the criminal world. Once, said witness, when Karavaye ff 
was in prison at Kic ff, he was zoffering from toothache, and on being mocked by a 
warder he upset a petroleum lamp so that he should be brought before the prison 
authorities. Later the same warder was a fellow-prisoner of Karavayeff, and the 


latter, seizing the opportunity for revenge, attacked the man and cat his throat. 
The jury acquitted him. 3

from himself to the Jews. The plan, however, apparently came to nothing, and, 
generally speaking, Makhalin’s verbose and egotistical statements threw no fresh 
light on the case. | | 

Witness denied that he had served in the Okhrana (secret police), and explained 
his knowledge of prison slang by saying that he had once been in gaol for six months 
pending trial for expropriation. He was eventually acquitted.

EIGHTEENTH DAY.

Vera Cheberiak’s convict brother, Singaevsky, and his acoomplice, Rudzineky, 
gave evidence on Saturday, the 25th inst. Both have been brought to Kieff from 
prisons in Siberia. Singaeviky denied that he had ever seen Yaschinsky, and 
Rudzinsky denied all kaowledge of Vera Cheberiak. Both explained that they 
confessed of their own accord to a robbery perpetrated on the evening of Maroh 
25th, 1911, because they wished to avert any suspicion of having been connected 
with the murder of Yuschinsky, which was committed on that day, but they were 
at a loss to reply when counsel for the defence asked them how the former pre- 
cluded the latter. 2 

On being confronted with Svachky, the hairdresser, Rudzinsky said he did 
not recoguise him, although the prison records showed that they were in gaol 
together.

These findings confirm some of the answers given to similar questions put in 
January, 1912, to Professor Obolonsky and M. Tufanoff, chief dissector at the 
Kieff University, the latter of whom is also one cf the experts at the present trial. 
In their report to the examining magistrate these two authorities declared that at 
least two-thirds of the boy’s blood had been drained from bis veins, and that the 
object of the murderers, of whom they said there were at least two, was to make 
bis death as painful as possible.

articles in the AKievlanin will be of any value. 


The “Kievlanin’’ Boycotted. 


The Kieff Nationalists have declared a boycott against the Kievlanin for pub- 
lishing pro-Beilis articles. They are also collecting a fund with the object of 
founding a new organ. 

The local real Rassians have also wired to the Minister of Justice, glorifying 
his rdle in the Beilis case, and predicting that his name will be inscribed in the 
Rugsian history with golden letters. Similar addresses were presented by them to 
the Kieff Public Prosecutor, Tchaplinsky, and to counsel against Beilis. 


AROUND THE GREAT TRIAL. 
Two Hundred Pogrom Organisers Captured. 


[From our Correspondent. } 
KIFFF. 

The pogrom panic is still raging in many Russian cities on account of the 
manifest preparations of the Real Russians to organise a massacre. Many of 
the rich Jews have left Kieff. Fortuvately, the central authorities, headed by 
the Premier, are apparently determined not to allow our enemies to carry out 
their desire, though fears are expressed that a revolutionary upheaval may tempt 
the ministry to let loose the Black Hundreds. How far the panic among our 
brethren is justified can be seen from the fact that in the suburbs of Kieff alone 
two hundred thieves who had gathered there to participate in the expected pog- 
rom, were arrested last week. Those people still remembered the good harvest 
they reaped exactly eight years ago, when Tcheberakova, the notorious leader 
of the gang suspected of the Yuschineky murder, used the silk robbed in Jewish 
shops as fuel. A beginning was, however, made in a Kieff suburb, the Real 
Russians having attacked the Jews. The rioters were arrested. At Minsk, Bielostok, 
Kishineff, and Ekaterinoslav, heavy loads of pogrom literature and the pamphlets 
containing the opinion of Priest Pranaitis on the blood libel were confiscated. At 
Saratoff, a pogrom is openly advocated in the public houses. At Kasan, a Yuschinsky 


- memorial gervice in one of the principal monasteries (which was also attended by 


the military authorities) has added fuel to the anti-Semitic agitation. Inaddition, 
the Novoe Vremya continues to arouse the public against our ocoreligionists. Oa 
one occasion it published a letter from Professor Bronzoff, of the Spiritual Academy, 
enumerating a list of saints alleged to have been tortured by the Jews at various 
periods (e.g., Gabriel, in 1690, and William of Norwich, in 1144). The organ 
raked out articles published by it in 1879 on the Saratoff blood libel and re-printed 
them. Its contributor, M. Rosanoff, has declared war on the Jews. He took an 
oath that Jews used Christian blood, and demanded the abolition of the special 
Jewish methcd of slaughtering animals as a proof that our brethren are willing 
to abandon their secluded life; and finally he utilised the hospitality of the 
Zemstchina to assert that the passages in the 53rd chapter of Isaiah (v. 5), which 
is interpreted by missionaries to refer to Christ, really referred to the blood libel. 
The proof of the notorious Menshikoff that the blood accusation is true is also 
noteworthy. .A lady, he wrote, told him that a lady told her that she actually 
verified the existence of ritual murders among Jews! In another article the Jews 
were described as the worst people in the world, who only seek to injure the 
Christians, and descriptions of the alleged process of ritual murders were dwelt 
upon. 
An Epidemic of Lunacy. 

Many more cases of lunacy in connection with the Beilis case were last week 
registered at Kieff, whilst at St. Patersburg a Real Rassianu, who apparently lost 
his reason, attracked a Jewish shopkeeper, shouting: “ Saffooate Beilis!” 


In the Opposite Camp.—A Great Protest. 


On the other band, the protests against the trial continue to grow stronger 
among the enlightened Russians. The great banquet organised at Moscow last 
week on the occasion of the completion of fifty years of the existence of the 
staunch Liberal and pro-Jewish newspaper, the Russkia Viedomosti (which was 
attended by Professor Miliukoff and Prince Dolgorukcff) sent a warm message to 
the defence of Beilis and a wire of sympathy to Dr. Gaorg Brandes, who had been 
refased entry into Russia. Needless to add, the police stopped the banquet. 

The Medical Societies of Nicholayeff, Melitopol and Kostroma, and several 
more eminent professors and converted Jews (including some who cccupy the 
positions of priests), have uttered protests against the libel. Bishop Nikodim and 
Bishop Puchnevsky wrote to repute the blood accusation. The noted writer, 
M. Amfiteatroff, stated that the Bailis case was a greater scandal than the 
Dreyfus case, inasmuch as in the present trial a man is accused of a non-existent 
ritual crime. Prince Mestchersky published a second article declaring that the 
whole trial was pure madness, and one leading to bloodshed. The organs which 
re-printed the latter article were fined, as were also a number of other newspapers 
for other protests. But anti-libel meetings, as well as the crusade against the 
ritual accusation in the Liberal press, continue unabated, despite all repression 
and arrests which are taking place in many cities of the Empire among the 


' pgitators against the libel. Even from the anti-Semitic centres of Finland and 


Rumania, protests have reached Russia against the libel. The protests by the 
Bulgarian press, by the*Evangelists of Riga, and by Cardinal Agliardi (of Rome), 
were also republished in Russia and caused great satisfaction to the opponents of 
the libel. A great sensation bas been occasioned by the reported ultimatum of 
Paris workmen to the Russian Embassy in Paris, threatening hostile demonstra- 


_ tions in the event of a pogrom ia Russia. 


The Son of an ex-Minister of Justice on the Trial. 


The eminent Russian lawyer and Liberal leader, M. Nabokoff, the son of a 
former Minister of Justice in Russia, is attending the proceedings at Kieff on 
behalf of the official cadet organ, the Retch. His pronouncements on the trial are 
watched with the greatest interest throughout the Empire. “As we proceed,” he 
wrote, “ the figure of Beilis recedes further, and that of Tcheberakova approaches. 
The latter is still a witness because there are two measures and two weights 


- employed in thetrial. A ritual day will yet come during ths proc2es, and a Beilis 


Say —BAESE, The jury looks tired and excited, and the details mar the real picture 
of the case.” 

The other pronouncements of the Retch on the trial are no less characteristio. 
“The Jewish witness,” it declared, “reminds us of sane people put among lunatics. 
Not one of the witnesses gave against Beilis a hundreth part of the clues which 
were recorded against Tcheberakova.” 

Indeed, Tcheberakova is regarded by her neighbours in the Lucyanovka 
suburb as one of the cleverest thieves in the world and as the murderer of 
Yuschinsky. It must be borne in mind that the members of her gang are 
all notorious prisoners. During the whole time of the Yuschinsky inquiry, she 
spread reports that relatives of the victim and the Jews were guilty of the murder. 
Only 8 year after the murder she invented the story of the Jew with the black 
beard, who was alleged to have been seen by her dead children seizing Yuschineky, 
and spread reports that Beilis had strange connections with her. The authors of 
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"he pogrom proclamations were all friends of this criminal leader, and as for the 
witnesses against her she used all the moans in her power to terrorise them. In 
order to throw off suspicion, she compelled members of her gang to make alleged 
confessions of robberies not committed bv them, all in order to prove an alibi in 
the Yaschinsky murder. And yet the official prosecution still sides with her. As 
a matter of fact, she was herself imprisoned, but released before the term expired, 
in order to enable her to prepare for the trial. 


Official Partiality.—A London Letter to Pranaitis. 


Not only are the Real Russians allowed to show their authority in the Court, 
but the Public Prosecutor has befriended the anti-Beilis witnesses and experts, 
In view of alleged letters of threats sent to Priest Pranaitis from London and 
Vienna he is guarded by special detectives. The same privilege has been accorded 
to the lawyers for the prosecution. Ridicule is poured on the pro-Jewish witnesses 
by the Public Prosecutor, and the suspicion of the manifestly unintelligent jory is 
aroused where matters are perfectly clear. Thus a point was raised: why did the 
Zaitzeff brickworks supply bricks for the building of a Talmud Torah? Is it not 
a proof that Beilis was thus connected with the construction of sacred buildings ? 
Why did the foreign Jew, Landau (who, lixe Ettinger, was stated to be a Tsadiok, 
and whose extradition to Russia was already demanded by the Koal Russians, 
though, like Ettinger, he actually proved to have had no connection with 
Tsadickim), live in a particular district in Kieff? ‘“ Beoause he had no right of 
domicile in another district,” was the sharp reply of Counsel for Beilis. : “ This is 
a comedy,” unwillingly admitted the Public Prosecutor, but Counsel insisted that 
it was a tragedy, not a comedy. Saspicion was also cast on the nature of the 
brickworks, though the proceeds from those works go to the upkeep of a Home 
for Aged People and a Hospital for persons of all nationalities. The witness, 
Schneyerson, who was wounded in the Russo-Japanese War, and who, too, had 
trouble in connection with his right of domicile in the city, also met with the 
same sarcasm in Court. The value of the evidence of M. Brushkovsky 
was depreciated because his wife was a converted Jewess. Nevertheless, the fact 
remained that far from being bribed by the Jews as the Real Rassians alleged, he 
pledged many of his valuable belongings to realise money for the pursuit of his 
searches against the Toheberakova gang, whereas Toheberakova had plenty of 
money to send the Ravitch family to America, because its members were the only 
people who saw Yuschiosky’s body in her house. | 

The composition of the jury arouses much comment. The foreman, M. 
Melnikoff, is stated to be a relative of Toheberakova. One of the jurymen dis- 


‘played so little interest at one of the sittings of the Court, that he fell fast asleep. 


Altogether the duration of the trial is beginning to tell not only on the health of 
the prisoner, who frequently breaks down, but also on the jury. | 


The ‘‘Rossia’s’’ Prediction. 

The official organ, the FRossia, predicts that an appeal against the verdict, of 
whatever character it will be, will be lodged with the Senate, which will have to 
decide whether the verdict should stand or a new trial be appointed. 

The general opinion in Rassia is that from the jadicial point of view the pro- 
Beilis side is scoring daily, and only the official partiality and the Real Russian 
agitation make the issue of the trial dcubtful. In the Ministry of Justice, how- 
ever, the anti-Semites expect a verdict agaiast Beilis. 


A New Sensation. 

Following the sensational confession to the murder of Yuschinsky by a 
Warsaw prisoner, which was afterwards withdrawn, a female relative of 
Yuschinsky at Benderi (Pimachova) announced that she knew that Yuschinsky 
was murdered by one known as Vaska Riszi (a member of the accused gang). 
Her other details of the murder correspond with the evidence of M. Krasovsky. 
She is also prepared to name the cabman who conveyed the body of Yuschinsky. 
Her statements were despatched to Kieff. Meanwhile intense excitement prevails 
at Benderi, and the losa of a Christian child occasioned there such a panic that 
only its speedy discovery averted a pogrom. 


A Boycott Threatened. 


The 7'wo Headed Eagle threatens the Jews with a Russian boycott should the 
Jews continue to abstain from visiting places of amusement during the trial. 
Pictorial cards of alleged ritual murders are also being circulated. 


Miscellaneous, 
A report is current that the Public Prosecutor, Tchaplinsky, will be raised to 
the rank of Senator as a reward for the Beilis indictment. 


The Court has ordered that the reports of a few previous Russian blood libel 
trials should be despatched to Kieff. a. 

It appears that ten years ago Professor Sikoraky, who now affirms that 
Jews have no morals and that their religious instinct is lower than that of animals 
energetically protested against the blood accusation in the Dubossary libel. 


An Italian Cardinal’s Protest. 


Cardinal Antonius Agliardi, formerly Papal Nuncco in Vienna, has stated in 
the Newe Hreie Presse: “ Should crimes of this nature really have been perpetrated 
neither the Mosaic religion and its rites, nor the Talmud can be held responsible. 
The use of blood in any form whatsoever is expressly and emphatically prohibited 
by the Mosaic Law. I have known many Jews in Vienna and in Italy. They 
have their good and bad qualities like all of us, but they were all peace-loving 
people and I never saw evidence that they were animated by feelings of cruel lust.” 


The ‘‘Novoe Vremya"’ pleased with the English Press. 

The Novoe Vremya has published the following wire from London: “ Despite 
the anti-Russian campaign of the Jews in all countries in connection with the 
Beilis case, it is pleasant to affirm that on the whole the principal London papers 
discuss the trial with impartiality. The Kieff correspondent of Reuter’s Agency 


notes the impartiality and extraordinary patience of the President of the Court, 
M. Boldireff.” 


Interpellation in the Austrian Parliament. 


In the Lower House of the Reichsrath to-day, Herr Straucher, a Jewish 
deputy, moved an interpellation to the Austro-Hungarian Government referring 
to the fact that the Kieff Ritual Murder trial has been used many times by un- 
principled agitators who wish to incite the masses in Russia to start pogroms 
against the Jews in that country. The interpellation recalls the massacres of 
Jews at Odessa and Kieff, and asks the Government whether it is prepared to 
instruct the Minister for Foreign Affairs to make urgent representations to the 
Russian Government ocalling its attention to the grave dangers threatening the 
Jews in Russia, and requesting it to take prompt measures to avert them.—

A very curious thing has happened. In this column recently, jocular reference 
was made to the ingenious utilisation of Christmas cards for the purposes of the 
Jewish New Year. Either the Yuletide greetings were partly obliterated, or, by 
the pasting of an entirely new slip over the unwanted legend, the Christmas card was 
made to serve an entirely fresh purpose. Now, in the Canadian Jewish Times, 
a story-writer has anticipated the disclosure by weaving a New Year narrative— 
and & paesable one at that—around a similar circumstance. The reader can just 
imagine the consternation that seizes an orthodox Jewish household upon the 
arrival of a card whereon is inscribed :-— 


A MERRY CHRISTMAS! 
Life, health, mazel and brocho, 
To the whole Mishpocho. 

And may we next year see 
Zion redeemed and free. — 


Never mind the doggerel. It attains to the apogee of “ poetic ” lameness. 


Oh, the tragedy and the comedy that follow on that ill-fated card! ‘ Mes- 
shummed ! ” was all the old man could murmur, when at length he came to his 
senses. As for the unlucky sender of the queerly-mingled sentiments: ‘ He stared 


at the card, the words, ‘A Merry Christmas,’ blurring his sight. He took the card 


in his hands and looked at it again, imploring the little angels and cherubs on the 
pasteboard to help him clear the mystery. Then he sank hopelessly into a chair.” 
Gradually the truth came out. An over-production of Christmas cards had 
reduced the pnone-too-scrapulous manofacturers to convert them into Tisbri 


greetings. But they might have finished the job properly. However, all’s well 


that ends well, and as for the romance that came of this “ convertible New Year 
card,” well, that’s another story. 


The interesting news comes from across the ocean that a new Braille alphabet 
in Yiddish has been devised by a man who has been sightless for a year. Hebrew- 
Braille is nothing new. Iadeed it was not so very long ago that this journal paid 
tribute to the late Henry Frees who, blind for a quarter of a century, devoted his 
leisure to the arrangement of a Hebrew alphabet in the Braille Code. He 
“translated ” the Daily Prayer Book similarly, and wrote the Pentateuch, the 
Haphtorahs, and the Megillahs in Hebrew Braille. Mr. Frees was an earnest 


advocate of a Jewish Institute for the Blind, urging with pathetic insistence the 


likelihood of the Gospels being provided in Christian institutions as the sole 
religious pabulam of the blind Jewish child. It should be added that 
the British and Foreign Blind Association have done all in their power to adapt 
the Braille code to the needs of Yiddish literature. If seems, however, that the 
latest alphabet is a decided improvement on its predecessors. Hitherto, difficulty 


has arisen over the vowel points, a difficulty which the latest of the series appears 
to have surmounted. 


None of us need to be reminded of the wonderful ability and keenness of 
many from whom the precious gift of sight has been withheld. In our own 
midst there are some striking examples that go to prove how wonderfully 
individuals thus handicapped are able to rise above their affliction, and in 
cases outpace the person who has the advantage of the faculty of sight. At 
one of the recent Conferences on the Treatment of the Blind, the official 
note-taker was Mr. Maurice J. Myers, the well-known blind shorthand writer and 
typist of the Royal Iostitution for the Blind at Birmingham. His adoption of 
the Braille shorthand system—a method of punching dots by machine on an end- 
less tape—enabled him to attain a speed of 140 to 160 words per minute. His 
“ notes,” we were told, extended to a length of two and a quarter miles and con- 
tained approximately 800,000 dots. Mr. Myers’ record embraced all the disous- 
sions and speeches—something of a triumph it its way. 


Mr. Lewis Lyons, who sends me some interesting material concerning the 
Jewish labour movement in the old days, also encloses for my perusal a c>py of one 
of the credit notes for one shilling which were issued to the strikers of 1891 in lieu 
of cash. And thereby hangs astory. Information having reached headquarters 
that an attempt was to be made to abstract the strikers’ cash box, Mr. Lyons 
selected a dozen of the brawniest bhoys procurable and left them overnight at the 
Tailors’ Hall in charge of the treasury. Arriving there the following morning, 
Mr. Lyons discovered eleven of the “ watchers ” asleep and the twelfth left to battle 
as best he might with possible marauders. It seems that the Treasurer was per- 
suaded to advance to the watchers sufficient cash to refresh themselves. This they 
did most effectively, and the faithful one was left at his solitary vigil. 


Apropos the attitude of the Synagogue towards the labour movement, it is just 
ten years since a faithful recorder dwelt glowingly upon “the spirit of Trade 
Unionism which prevails among the members of the Manchester Jewish Congre- 
gation.” It was stated at the time that the pulpit of the Synagogue (which 
synagogue has not, unfortunately, been indicated) is always at the disposal of a 
Jewish labour leader, “for a discourse on Trades Unionism and Jewish labour in 
general.” This broadmindedness was contrasted with that of the congregations of 
London, “ where the pulpits had been used to denounce the combination of Jewish 
workmen.” A Jewirh labour leader in the pulpit would be something of a novelty. 


But could he tell us something new, and what would the master-tailor-warden 
bave to say in the matter ? 


In # few documents which I have by me, there is ample proof that the syna- 
gogue authorities or the heads of Jewish institutions have gone out of their way 
time and again to circumvent the atrikers. During the tailors’ agitation of '97 a 
London Chazan was instrumental in procuring non-unionist workers. Similarly, 
during the progress cf a tailors’ strike in one of the Scottish cities, non-unionists 


Were supplied by a Jewish charitable institution. Parallel cases could be adduced 


from the evidence that lies before me. One and all go to prove that until our 
clergy themselves are free, until they are able to speak their minds, befriend the 
oppressed, plead the cause of the downtrodden worker—until then they cannot 


hope to reach the hearts of the people, the great mass of industrial ;

And I see that the other hoary colloquialism “ Shlemozzle ” 
cropped up in the courts the other day, much to the amusement of the public and 
officials. Quaint stories could be told of the misuse of these terms by deliciously 
innocent non-Jews, in whose eyes an acquaintance with a few choice “ Hebrew ” 
terme is ap accomplishment of which they feel especially proud. 


“THE UNKNOWN GRAVE OF MOSES.”*

“ So Moses the servant of the Lord died there in the land of Moab, according to the 
word of the Lord. And he was buried in the valley in the land of Moab over against 
Beth-Peor; but no man knoweth of his sepulchre unto this day.”-—Deut. xxxiv. 5, 6. 

How matchless are these words io their simplicity and brevity when we recall 
that they record the close of the great career of the leader of Israel. At the same 
time they strike a chord of pathos and sadness, to which on a first reading we are 
compelled to respond. The man who boldly entered the palace and confronted 
Pharoah on Egypt's throne, the man who demanded Israel’s freedom from the 
mighty tyrant, the man who liberated Israel from bondage, the man who endowed 
Israel with a religion which survives to this day, this man passes from the scene 
of the world’s history and is buried in a nameless, upknown grave in the land of 
Moab. There ere, of course, these few indications which might 
help us to fix the locality. “He was buried in the valley in the land cf Moab 
over against Beth-Peor.” But it is tantalising not to fiad a 

MORE SPECIFIC HINT OF THE EXACT SPOT. 
No sign, no stone, no monument to mark the last resting-place of the mortal 
remains of the greatest prophet of the Lord. “And no man knoweth of his 
sepulchre unto this day.” There is naturally and obviously an element in this 
fact which touches the human sense of mystery, stirs the faculty of wonder and 
creates a longing to be able to penetrate the veil and extend the bounds of precise 
knowledge of the burial place of Moses. It need not surprise us, therefore, to find 
that the Talmud has preserved an account of an attempt which was made in ancient 
days to trace and discover the exact spot of the grave of Moses.

So 
the enemies of Israel descend into the plain below. They make the masses of 
Israel dwell in the vale of suffering and calamnyand sorrow. But the heart of the 
children of Israel from the very depths is true unto the Lord their God. There is 
no grave of Moses in the valley below, and obedience to the Torah is a chapter in 
the history of thought and faith which is abundantly redeemed by eloquent pages 
of steadfast loyalty, patient hope, quiet and brave endurance, and a childlike trust 


that feared neither pain nor death. Even through the mist of the lowly valley, 
the Israelites gaze with a wistful eye to catch even a

ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual meeting of the subscribers and donors to the Soup Kitchen was 
held on Tuesday week at the Kitchen in Butler Street. 

Sir CHARLES 8. HENRY, M.P., the President, having presented the report 
of the year’s work, reviewed it, he said, with satisfaction, as there were features in 
it of a pleasing character. The first, and one to which he attached most import- 
ance, was that only those applied for help who were really in want of sustenance. 
Only very few of those who had applied had been rejected. There wasa spirit of 
independence in the East End Jew, which made him only come to a charity like that 
when he was really in need. Then there were inoreased distributions of additional 
bread. They would agree that this had been appreciated by the poor last year, 
which showed that those who had interested themselves in this matter had brought 
it to a satisfactory conclusion. Financially, they had every reason to be satisfied. 
Owing to Mr. Gustave Tuck’s kindness they had been able to give £100 to the 
Passover Relief Fand. Sincea the financial position was so successful, the com- 
mittee had thought fit to alter one of the bve-laws. Heretofore all legacies 
received had to be automatically invested. This was to be altered, so that 
when in any year the demands on the charity were in excess of its income 
it could take of the fands and add them to” the resources of the charity. 
As @ general rule he hoped that the resources of the charity would permit of the 
annual expenditure without having recourse to the amended rule. Last year 
theirs and othsr charities had suffered the loss of Mr. L. J. Salomons, their 
Secretary, aud he (the Chairman), was certain that everyone connected with the 
charity would sympathise with them. That night they welcomed the new 
Secretary, Mr. J. H. Schneiderman. In the interests of the community, that 
charity was an absolute necessity, for it was necessary to prevent the Jewish poor 
of the East End having recourse to outside bodies for sustenance. 


Mr. GUSTAVE TUCK, in seconding the adoption of the report, stated that 
whereas they had an income for the year of £2,137, their expenditure bad been 
£2271. Last year they had taken from the revenue £571 for the work of the 
club upstairs. They had also spent £600 more for the year just past in giving 
additional bread. They had, therefore, expended all the money received with the 
addition of £100. Their Passover relief work had cost about £70 more this year 
than last, as tea had been inoluded inthe provisions. This was greatly appreciated, 
for it was given to the class of people who did not apply for soup and bread, but 
who liked to keep the Passover. Referring to the demand on their resources, Mr. 
Tock said that they would all have to do their best in the forthcoming year. The 
necessity, however, of providing soup and bread for the poor was apparent to all, 
and their institution was so well known for doing good work that a reminder was 
all that was necessary to bring in the funds required. 

Oa the motion of the CHAIRMAN, seconded by Mr. TUCK, thanks were voted 
to Messrs. Morris Harris and Piza Barnett, the auditors. | 

The Rev. M. ADLER proposed and the Rev. L. GEFFEN seconded the 
re-election of Sir Charles Henry as President. 

The motion was carried unnanimously. | 

The CHAIRMAN in returning thanks, said that so long as they did him the 
honour to desire that he should occupy the position, he would do his best to fulfil 
the duties it carried, but he must remind them that it was imposible for a President 
to do so without the hearty co-operation of his fellow-workers. . 

Messrs. §. Boas, George Cohen, John Hart, and H. Landau were elected 
Vice-Presidents; Mr. Gastave Tack was re-elected Treasurer, and Mr. B. I. Ellis, 


on whom the major portion of the secretarial work had devolved during the illness 


of the late Mr. Salomons, and who that night celebrated the completion of twenty- 
five years’ service, was re-elected Hon. Secretary. Mr. Ellis was at the same 
time heartily congratulated. | 

A discussion took place on the question of the engagement of a paid auditor. 
In the end the farther consideration of the matter was postponed to a fatare 
meeting. Mr. M. Harris was re-elected hon. auditor. 

The alteration of Rale 24 was agreed to. | 

Mr. SCHNEIDERMAN, the Secretary, thanked the meeting for the confidence 
they had placed in him.

A TURKISH PAPER FAVOURS THE MOVEMENT. 
[From our Correspondent.) 
CONSTANTINOPLE. 


For the first time since the Zionist movement has been discussed in Turkey, 
a daily Mohammedan paper, the Sabah—one of the most important in the Empire— 
published here, has devoted a leading article in support of the movement. The 
writer declares that in the event of the Government succeeding in reconciling the 
interests of the Arab population of Palestine with those of the Jews, the Zionist 
question might be solved in a sense excessively advantageous to the country. 
“ Zionism,” says the Sabah, “is a mine of wealth toa Government which knows 
its duty, and which seeks material advantage.” The writer shows the absurdity 
of the politioal separatist designs attributed to Zionism, because Jews profess a 
legitimate desire to settle in Palestine. The article ends with a suggestion to the 
Government to study the question seriously with the view to an agreement satis- 
factory to both parties being arrived at.

A meeting of the Paris Ito was held on the 18:b inst. in the Salle Mourot 
under the chairmanship of Judge Libel. M. Paperin, Secretary of the Colonial 
Commission delivered a discourse on the subject, “ Why we are Territorialists.” 
M. L. Glaeser spoke on “ Zionism and Territorialism,” while the address of M. H. 
Kahn, President of the Branch, was entitled, “‘ What the Jaws of Paris should do 
to save their brothers.” 

Herr Brodsky, of Kieff, has sent the first of his promised annual donations of 
10,000 roubles towards the Galveston work. Another 5,000 roubles have been 
contributed by Herr Schriro and Engineer Tropp of Baku, and a few other 
sympathisers. 

The recent succesful swelling of the volume of emigration to Galveston has 
again excited the saspicion of the American Immigration authorities, who have 
suddenly discovered an hitherto unknown percentaze of hernia in the emigrants, 
which had remained undetected both by the German and the Rassian doctors, 
whom each emigrant must successively pass. In any case hernia is non-infec- 
tious, curable by a simple operation, and, if counteracted by a truss, is no 
detriment to ths earning of a livelihood. Tae Ito Emigcation Regulation 
Department has, however, given strict injanctions that all hernia cases should be 
rigidly prohibited from joining its sailing parties. Dr. Joche!mann, taking 
advantage of the presence in Rassia of two Amer.can Commissioners sent to 
investigate the rise in the volume of Christian Russian emigration to America, 
invited them t> inspect the workings of his department, and after a minute 
investigation which extended even to the ledgers, they drew up au elaborate 
report, which has been forwarded to Washington. [4 is not. anticipated there 
will be any further difficulties from the American authorities. 

Heer Boerman, of Holland, a Christian authority on colonisation, has drawn 
up @ report favourable to the Angola scheme. A communication from Reuter’s 
says that Berlin is occupying itself with a report upon Angola, dealing with 
‘upwards of three million hectares of land available for settlement, offering rich 
possibilities in the way of corn, maize, cattle-raising and the cultivation of 
European fruits.” It is surmised, according to Reuter, that Augola is destined 
by the Anglo-German convention to fall within the German sphere of influence.

Sir,—I notice in a recent issue a statement hy the Rev. 8. Gersten- 
feld to the effect that the Ashkenazi community was mistaken in the time fixed 
for the NPDSN, on WE> O° 3. Ho begins by saying that sunset on the 10th of 
October last was at 451 p.m. This is altogether incorrect, sunset on that day 
having occurred at 5.17. Your correspondent was evidently misled by the table 
of the 73°23? O'NY which he quotes. It is quite true that there the time of 
sunget on the 10th October is given as 4.51 p.m., but he has not taken into 
account the fact that these tables were compiled for Warsaw and that there is a 
difference of 1:3; days between the Russian and English calendars, so that the 
correct time for 1)5> 03° 25Y in that table would appear on that date, September 
27th. That is given as 5.19 p.m. (erroneously by two minutes). 

The time given by the Ashkenazi community for the 7PD57—5.15, was there- 
fore correctly fixed, the margin of two minutes having been added.

For a similar reason we may welcome the second volume of the “Cambridge — 


Medieval History,” which covers the “stormy period of about 300 years from 
Justinian to Charles the Great.” Herein is told the story cf the rise of the Saracens 
and the foundation of the Western Emrire. The Jews are often mentioned, but 
only incidentally, as they enter into the wide, general interests of the world. It is 
very well for us to be reminded that this epoch, so momentous to the fature of 
Judaism within—it gave us the effects of the Talmud—was of tremendous consequence 
to the Jews as citizens of the world from points of view very indirectly affected by the 
Jews. We get in one gense a finer estimate when we have the Jews treated not as 
& separate entity, but in their share in the corporate life of humanity. I have no 
doubt but that the editors of the History will find an opportunity for a summarisa- 
tion of the specific part played by the Jews not so much in the creation as in the 
overthrow of medievalism. In the case of the Cambridge English Literature I 
‘have good reason to know that a chapter is to be devoted to Hebraic Influences. 
In this second volume of the Medieval History we have the Jew not merely as the 
victim of restriction and persecution—he appears often enough in that role as the 
History proceeds—but also participating in those great projects of intercourse— 


_ partly commercial, partly intellectual—which, while making medievalism possible, 


were also preparing the seeds for something better than medievalism. Very fairly 
do the writers depict the disabilities of the Jews under Roman Law and the 
Imperial Feudalism. Also we meet the humaner policy of Gregory, who (c 590) 
exhorted his bishops to approach the Jews with persuasion rather than coercion.

Medicine. This he did with brilliant results. His lecture showed among other 
things how necessary it is for a student of Talmudic medicine to be familiar with 
Babylonian texts. Mostly those who treat of olden Jewish meljicine know only 
the Greek, and at best the Egyptian. But that the Babylonian variety must 


_ also be utilised was clearly demonstrated by Professor Jastrow, though this was

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CURRENT HEBREW LITERATURE. 


By DR. S. M. MELAMED. 


A NOTABLE HISTORIAN. 


The Hebrew man of letters is always a somewhat contested personality. The 
lack of reality in Jewish life, the absence of any organised centre for Hebrew 
culture and civilisation contribute largely to the discord now prevailing among 
Hebrew writers and littérateurs. The members of the small community of Hebrew 
literature have no common concrete interests, they have very seldom common 
ideas and views, and they suffer from a variety of ethnical inflaence and education. 
Linguistically, they speak and write the same language, but they do not think in 
the same language. The result is that two Hebrew writers always represent three 
different views and opinions on one question, three judgments on one and the same 
personality. As the only stability in Jewish life is sudden change, there are 

no stable values in Hebrew literature. What was sacred to a great many yester- 
day is disowned to-day. What seemed to be immortal only a few years ago 
is forgotten to-day. The negative and destructive disposition of the present 
Hebrew mind does not allow a Hebrew writer to live long, and prevents any great 
personality from exercising his rightfal influence. What are Smolenskin 
and Gordon to a modern Hebrew writer? Only thirty years ago these two writers 
wa recognised as immortal geniuses. To-day they are completely forgotten.

in modern Hebrew literature of to-day ? Who is the uncontested genius? Even 
Bialik is no longer uncontested. A man like Reuben Brainin, who only five years 
ago was recognised as the Hebrew critic and brilliant writer, is to-day absolutely 
forgotten. Nobody speaks of him, nobody mentions his name. If, in these 
gad circumstances a Hebrew littéerateur is able to hold his position for more than 

twenty years, although standing at a very exposed point, he must be a man of 
extraordinary capacity and energy. This man is Dr. Joseph Klausner, the able 
editor of Hashiloach, and the notable Hebrew historian. It is true that Dr. 
Klausner bas been and is still no less furiously attacked and ridiculed by his col- 
leagues than any other modern Hebrew writer who tried to gain some inflaence on 
the development of Hebrew thought. But these attacks and this ridicule were 
not able to diminish his influence or to make him less powerful. Of coarse, 
nothing definite can be said as to the immediate future. Brainin isa sad example. 
But as things now stand, he is a very dominating figure in modern Hebrew 
literature, because he is still the most discussed personality. He 


is sincerely looked up to by one group and heartily attacked by another, a star for 


the one and a nobody for the other. It would bea pity if a man like Klausner, 
who has already done yeoman service to Hebrew literature, would be forced to 
retreat by a band of cynics and jesters, and should thus lose the position he now 
holds and the influence he commands. For Dr. Joseph Klausner personifies, as 
does no other modern Hebrew writer, two epochs and schools of thought in 
Hebrew literature, the old and now passing idealistic school of thought, and the 
beginning of Hebrew realism. Besides his high qualities as a historian, literary 
critic, philologist and publicist, he is 


A LIVING ENCYCLOPEDIA, 


and knows more of the history of the European mind than many a Hebrew 
littérateur who passes his whole life in the great libraries of Berlin, Paris, or 
London. Dr. Joseph Klausner is an earnest scholar among modern Hebrew 
writers, and knowing much, he pardons much. Although a devoted disciple of the 
teachings of Achad-Ha’am he never made his monthly paper a 
centre of Achad-Ha’am’s school of thought. At one time he even gave 
publicity to articles and essays the aim of which was to undermine the 
editor’s own teachings and views. Only an historian with a bright outlook on life 
could show such tolerance to his opponents as Dr. Klausner does. What this 
means can only be appreciated by those who know the vanity of the modern 
Hebrew writer and his disrespect for every view which is not his own. 
Klausner is not a “ fanatic,” like other thinkers, for the historical within him has 
dissolved the rigidity of his mind and made of him a philosopher. As Dr. Joseph 
Klausner is the first modern aditor of any important Hebrew monthly, so he is 
the first European among Hebrew historians and scholars. For Dr. Klausner’s 
Ancient Jewish History is not merely a system of history of law nor theology, but 
it is in the first place a history of great events and great facts and still greater 
personalities of a people. It isa very curious thing that the same Dr. Klausner 
who has written the book “Judaism and Humanity,” which is a most noble expres- 
ston of high idealism and spiritualism, has written the “ Jewish History,” in which 
he undertakes to demonstrate the concrete elements and factors in ancient Hebrew 
life. It gives one the greatest pleasure to read in the third chapter of this “ Jewish 
- History,” a politico-economic exposé of the state of affairs in Jehuda and Ephraim, 
and how >

in ancient J udea was influenced and determined by these hard facts of real life. In 
Klausner’s Jewish History we hear no more the voice of the prophet only, but we 
hear first of all the voice of life. The Ephraimites were more accessible to assimi- 


lation or to “ Baal,” because they were merchants and had the cosmopolitan soul 
of the merchant, while the people in. Judea were simple and pious peasants, and 
had the psychology of peasants, i.c., they kept and preserved what they possessed 
materially and spiritually. Dr. Klausner goes on to show how the great spiritual 
conflict in ancient Judea had as its causes quite unspiritual motives: the variety 
of geographical and climatic conditions, the different economic conditions of life, 
foreign influences caused by traffic and commerce, and consequently different 
needs of life. The value of such an exposition of historical events can be gathered 
from the fact that ancient Jewish history was considered until some time ago by 
Christian as well as by Jewish historians as a spiritual history only. Our historical 
writings and the historical truth have suffered severely from theological and 
ecolesiastical prejudices. The dominating spiritualistic view on ancient Jewish 
history is largely responsible for the rise of reform tendencies in western Jewry 
during the nineteenth century. As long as ancient Jewish history is looked upon 
as an ecclesiastical history only there is no hope of Jewish politicos, be it 
conducted on national or on non-national lines, freeing itself from the present 
dreamers who are responsible for Jewish politics. I therefore look upon Dr. 
Klausner’s “ Jewish History,” not only as a valuable piece of Hebrew historical 
writing, but stiil more as a great deed. It is true, the book in question has 
passed somewhat unnoticed, but the time will come when it will be more widely 
appreciated and more generally read. The book is the more valuable, as it under- 
takes to demonstrate that ar 


ANCIENT JEWISH IDEALISM 


was not @ mere dream or vision of an individual, but the outcome of a series of 
events and facts, the product of life itself. Wecome to understand our great 
prophets better and to love them more as we become acquainted with their views 
on economy, state, society, politics, organisation of public life and so on. We 
learn to appreciate more the high idealism of our people if we know that this 
idealiem, parts of which are to-day foundations of the two greatest religions of the 
world, has its basis in life and in the struggles of life. The great Hebrew prophet 
is no longer reduced to the “ holy preacher,” he rises to the position of the great 


| national politician and organiser, And, indeed, Dr. Klausner undertakes the difficult 


disciple of Achad-Ha’am. 


task of giving the ancient Hebrew prophet flesh and blood and human passion, and of 
showing him to be not merely a preacher and a teacher, but still more a politician 
of high qualities and even a diplomatist. We are only able to understand the 
tragic fate of many a prophet, his martyrdom and his sufferings, if we come to 
conceive that this tragic person did not suffer because he did not succeed in 
imposing his views on his people, but because he did not succeed in saving his 
people from political annihilation. When we read Klausner’s ‘ Jewish History ” 
we come to understand that the prophet in ancient Judea was the only real 
political force, the only man who had a sense of reality and who saw the national 
catastrophe approaching. The prophet could predict the events of the future 
because he best knew the state of affairs in the present. This conception of 
ancient Jewish history and its heroes is a new one in modern Hebrew literature, 
although many non-Jewish scholars had already held it for some time. And 
remember that the whole Jewish historical literature as created in the 19th 
paca is, in fact, no more than a literature on the history of spiritual sufferings. 
ven 
THE GREAT GRAETZ 
did not give us more than a history of the Jewish religion and literature, which is 
a history of the pain, struggles, persecution and oppression of a whole people. As 
a matter of fact there is not much difference between Karpeles’s History of 
Jewish literature and Grtz’s History of the Jews. Both are literary histories. 
But I am glad to state that Dr. Klausner’s noble efforts to secularise Jewish 
history and to lay stress upon the concrete factors which dominate it are not an 
isolated tendency in modern Jewish and Hebrew historiography. Professor 
Philipsohn wrote a history of the Jewish people in three volumes, and he dealt with 
his subject accordingly, 1.¢e., he treated the history of the Jewish people not as a 
history of Judaism and of the Jewish religion, but as the history of a living and 4 
struggling people. The title of his book is very characteristic. It is not a 
Geschichte des Judentum or @ Geschichte der Juden, but a Geschichte des Jiidischen 
Volkes. §So far no other German Jewish historiograph dared to go. . . . In 
England Dr. Biichler, the learned Principal of Jews’ College, has already written 
many notable essays which cast alight on the economic and social conditions of 
that epoch of the Jewish history dealt with. But Dr. Klausner’s merit is that he 
treats his subject not only with the cool reason of an investigator, but also with 
the warm heart of a national and political Jew. His historical writings have, 
therefore, more life, more colour and more reality. A few weeks ago the publish- 
ing house “ Loam,” in Jaffa, issued a little booklet bearing the name ‘‘ Nehemia,” 
by Dr. Joseph Klausner. The figore of - 
| NEHEMIA 

as conventionally represented by Jewish and non-Jewish historians is well known, 
but what does Klausner make out of this figure? He shows us Nehemia asa great 


economic reformer and political organiser who introduced a kind of perpetual - 


moratorium for certain debts in order to save the Jewish peasant and his children. 
It was, of course, very risky even for a Nehemia to proceed to such a reform, for 
the rich, who were masters of the situation, could have got rid . . . of the 
courageous reformer. Bat in spite of this danger Nehemia realised this reform 
and secured the continuation of the new settlement. And outof political moiives 
and reasons the same Nehemia proceeded to codify the law and to stop the political 
anarchy. These are, of course, facts, but they have been overlooked, lest they 
might bring discord into the spiritual representation of the Jewish past. And it is 
very edifying to learn that even the idea of Jewish messianism, that subtle 


| spiritualistic thought, has, according to Dr. Klausner, a sociological basis. In his 


‘Geschichte der jiidischen Messianologie” Dr. Klausner says: The early history 
cf a people is as youth is to man. Youth is a happy time. Nations therefore 
consider their early history as their happiest time, as the time of the heroes, the 
time of freedom and happiness. Thus it is only natural that they often look back 
at their past. But the ancient Jews had no reason to look back at their past as a 
time of liberty, happiness, and a good and easy life, for fate had a dark childhood 
in store for this people. The earliest story of the people was of a famine, which 


compelled their ancestors to emigrate. During their migrations they suffered 


sorely from the 
MALICE OF DESPOTS, 
and soon after began their bondage in Egypt. Such a people could not look back ; 


they could only look forward to a saviour. The great saviour, Moses, came and . 


redeemed his people, and himself became to his people a model for the future 
saviour. What is characteristic in the whole historical writings of Klausner is 
that he strives to find out the sociological causes of spiritual and intellectual events, 
and I must say that ‘he always succeeds in his efforts. For Jewish history is 
subject to the same laws as the history of many other peoples, as the Jewish 
individual is subject to the physiological and physical laws as the non-Jewish 
individual. Dr. Klausner is, in short, the first Hebrew historian who does not 
think only theologically, but rather sociologically, in spite of his having been a 
The high historiographical ability of Dr. Klausner 
makes him fit for a biographical writer. And, indeed. the biographies which he 
has given us in the last few years, especially his biographies of Lilienbloom and 
Levinsky are masterpieces because their author ig a good analytical psychologist, 
and no fanatic. He portrays his heroes as they are, and not as they should be. 
The same capacity befits him for -a literary critic, or, better still, for a literary 
philosopher. To this branch of Hebrew literature Dr. Klausner already did great 
service when but a youth. It was Klausner who wrote the best essays on Bialik, 
Techernichowsky, and on a.great many other Hebrew poets and novelists. 
Klausner first recognised the true prophetical element in the poetry of Bialik, and 


his essay on this subject. which was published in Hashiloach in 1912, will 


probably become classic. Klausner is @ literary historian and a literary 
philosopher, 


NOT A LITERARY CRITIO, 

in the true sense of the term, because he is lacking in exact «sthetical under. 
standing. Klausner possesses a logical and ethical mind, but not an «s3thetica 
capacity. He understands at once the new ideal and the new idea in a poet or a 
writer, but he is not able to recognise and to appreciate what we call the Hellenic 
soul of the poet. And every poet has something of an Hellenic soul in him. 
Klausner is too much of the Hebrew moralist to be able to understand the 
Hellenic beauty, which is formal beauty. All his own writings are, as far as form 
and style are concerned, very sober, very unpoetical. His {language has something 
of the economy and simplicity of a scientist, and his style is plain and reminiscent 
of an English business letter. It is this sobriety of mind and practical disposition 
which causes his opponents to attack him furiously and to ridicule him in the most 
shameless way. They call him Zadick, Rabbi, Chinese and say other derogatory 
ti" gs of his writings, but all this cannot kill that able and somewhat dry 
historian. Klausner is the real type of a Professor, and it is a pity that he is com- 
pelled to be an Editor and a Journalist. Whatever one may say about Klausner, 
one fact stands out. He has done more numerons and greater services than most 
of his opponents, he has more knowledge than his foes, and he is, even in his 
greatest errors, sincere and honest. This is sufficient to secure for him our 
sympathy in Hebrew Literature.

THE LOEB CLASSICAL LIBRARY. - 


This attractive series, which Mr. T. E. Page and Dr. W. H. D. Rouse are 
editing for Mr. Heinemann, makes steady progress. The Greek or Latin Text and 
a rendering in racy English are set side by side. The scholar thus has before 
him the original, carefully edited, while the less expert reader can avail himself of 
the translation. Clearly printed and well bound, the books are cheap, costing 
five shillings each. 

The latest volumes include the second part of Cicero’s letters to Atticus, 
and the fourth and concluding part of Appian’s Roman History. The historian 
deals with several matters of Jewish import; these have been mentioned in a 
previous issue. Another of the new volumes contains Mr. Heseltine’s edition of 
Petronias and Dr. Rouse’s of Seneca’s Apocolocyntosis. Petronius, once at least, 
uses @ proverb from the Talmud, for Bacher bas shown (J.Q.R. v. p. 168) that 


-“ Sociorum olla male fervet” (Cena Trimalch, Ed. Friedlaender p. 94) cannot be 


adequately explained as a metaphor of business and finance. “ When there is once 
an ebb in the fands of a man of business, his friends make themselves scarce.” (So 
Friedlinder). Bacher compares Baba Bathra 24b and Erubin 3a, “a pot which is 
the common property of a number of partners is neither hot nor cold.” Once 
again we come across the strange reference to the “ Pig-God,” worshipped by the 
Jews, and to the custom of fasting on the Sabbath. Plutarch, too, was by no means 
clear in his mind whether Jews avoided swine’s flesh because they abominated or 
worshipped the animal; while Strabo shared with Petronius, and the Emperor 
Augustus also, the idea that Jews fasted on the Sabbath. (See T. Reinach, Textes 
relatifs au Judaisme, pp. 266, 243). 

It remains to recall once more that the great idea of providing a uniform 
classical library was suggested by one Jew—M. Salomon Reinach—and is being 
executed by another—Mr. James Loeb. As the latter expresses it :—‘ The idea of 
arranging the issue of the Library was suggested by my friend, Mr. Salomon 
Reinach. . . . to make the beauty of learning, the philosophy and wit of the 
great writers of ancient Greece once more accessible by means of translations that 
are in themselves real pieces of literature, a thing to be read for the pure joy of it, 
and not dull transcripts of ideas that suggest in every line the existence of a 
finer original from which the average reader is shut out, and to place side by side 


with these translations the best critical texts of the original works, is the task I 


have set myself.” And wonderfully well is this aim being realized. Sometimes 
the English is almost too racy, but this is a fault in the right direction. The 
volumes are a delight to hold and read. : 

PHILOSOPHY OF RELIGION, 

“The Messianic Idea and its Influence on Jewish Ethics ” (Myers and Oo.) is 
the latest contribution to Jewish apologetics. The author is the Rev. D. Wasser- 
zug, and the book is worthy of its learned author. It is just the type of literature 
that is so greatly needed, for it furnishes an admirable presentation of Judaism as 
a religion, particularly in respect to its relations with Christianity. The book 
should be widely read and disseminated among the community, for not only does 
it show one how “to answer the Epicurean” but it will tell many Jews things 
about their own religion of which they are ignorant. Mr. Wasserzug deals, 
for example, with the oft-quoted charge of narrowness and exclusive- 
ness, which some Christian writers love to bring against Judaism. He adduces 
a fund of citations, demonstrating how essentially Jewish an ideal the brotherhood 
of humanity is. The other essays deal with the Messianic idea, Love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself, the stranger, peace, social practice (in which slavery, charity, 
social duty, and kindness to animals are treated). In spite of the fact that such 
writers as Bousset, Charfes, and Harnack speak of Judaism almost in the same 
terms as Tecitus, Mr. Wasserzug has merely mentioned their uncharitable 
remarks in his preface, but he has not retaliated. And rightly so: Judaism has 
no need to decry Christianity in order to establish its own raison d’étre, and 
Jewish apologists can regard Christian writers, such as those mentioned as an “ Ab- 
schreckendes Beispiel.” Mr. Wasserzug deserves high commendation for his book. 

Dr. Carnegie Simpson’s new book, “The Facts of Life” (Hodder and 
Stoughton, 33. 6d.), is a welcome continuation of his earlier series of essays. The 
present volume contains seven chapters, each dealing with cardinal points in 
religious philosophy. Perhaps II. (The Problem of Pain), and III. (The Atheistic 
Fact, +¢., Sin), will prove most interesting to Jewish Readers. Dr. Simpson 
approximates in many ways to the Jewish attitude. He holds that pain is an 
indispensable element in the scheme of the world and that man must almost be 
thankful for its existence. The essays stimulate reflection and should certainly be 
read by students, though they cau scarcely be recommended for promiscuous circu- 
lation among ordinary Jewish readers, because they are, after all, in some parts, 
written from a definitely Christian standpoint. | 


A PALESTINE PLAY. 


 “Tragische Momente,” by Bertha Pappenheim (Kauffmann, Frankfort, 1.20), 
is a powerful Jewish play in three acts. Its interest lies not only in the dramatic 
force with which Jewish life is depicted, and in the clever character-drawing of 
the various types, but chiefly in the fact that the play is free from ‘“‘ Tendenz.” 
The writer has not attempted to make the play a vehicle for propaganda in support 
of any given “ism” or movemen$. She holds a brief neither for Orthodoxy nor 
for Zionism, though both filla prominent position. The three scenes represent a 
Russian village, Frankfort, and a Jewish colony, respectively. The first sets 
forth the horrors of a pogrom and the brutality and duplicity of Russian officials. 
In the second, a Jew of the worst type is portrayed, who denounces the fugitives 
from the town of death because they will not accept his infamous proposals. In 


the third and last scene, the new life in Palestine is very lucidly sketched. The 


writer has carefully apportioned virtue and sin, so that neither religion has a 
monopoly of either quality. Scene I. gives us a noble Jew and a despicable 
Christian, while in Scene II. we meet a generous Christian and a Jewish scoundrel, 
and there are plenty of intermediate types. The true value of the play, however, 
lies in the analytical treatment of the main idea, which is the desire to return to 
Palestine. This motive is psychologically treated. To the victims of persecution 
it means freedom and, further, the consummation of religious hopes. Both these 
ideas are present. The climax of the play is the failure of the parents to implant 
in their children their own overwhelming love for Palestine. As soon as the 
stimulus of persecution is withdrawn, the passionate yearning for the holy soil 
perishes. The fathers have given their life to build up a home for their children : 
they have fled from death and wrestled with a barren soil. Then, when their 
labours and sacrifices have been crowned with success, their joy is shattered by 
continue in the path mapped out for them.

THE EVOLUTION OF GERMAN BANKING. : 

It was a happy thought on the part of those who were fortunate enough to 
have attended Mr. Leopold Joseph’s course of lectures recently at the London 
School of Economics and Political Science to suggest giving these lectures a per- 
manent place among literatures of the kind. It was characteristic of the manager 
of the Swiss Bankverein in London to give way to his friends and to have been 
induced to issue those lectures in book form, under the title, “ The Evolution of 
German Banking.” A cursory glance through the book, of over one hundred pages, 
is sufficient to convince one that the volume, the result of the author’s vast 
and deep experience, will prove of great and abiding value to large numbers, 
both to those immediately interested in banking as a profession and to others. 
The work is more than as sketch of the evolution, principles, and methods of German 
banking. It is a capable presentation of facte, which will enable a clear and 
unbiassed view to be formed concerning the position of German banking inatitu- 
tions. The whole subject is dealt with in a most comprehensive form. Ina con- 
cise manner the author deals with the economic development of Germany since 
1800, the land banks, mortgage banks, co-operative societies, and eavings banks, 
the history of which he gives ina most popular fashion. The Reichsbank, the 
Seehandlung and the German money market ; the a Grossbanken ” and their rela- 
tion to commerce and industry also receive exhaustive treatment. The author also 
includes most valuable statistics and tables in his book. Altogether, the volume will 
be hailed as a most valuable contribution to banking literature, and should find its 
way to the shelves of an exceedingly wide public. The publishers are Messrs, 
Charles and Edwin Layton, of Farringdon Street, and the book is obtainable at 
the low cost of 3s. 6d. net. | 
JEWS OF INDIA. 

“The Cochin Tribes and Castes,” K. Anantha Krishner Iyer, Luzac and Co. 
Vol. II. contains a chapter, with six interesting illustrations, about the Jews. 
The matter is well put together and in a convenient form, but not much new 
information will be found. On page 408 we learn that the marriage ceremony is 
called Ariyath Mehu Déseéth (sic! Haré at Mequddesheth), and that the “ White 
Jews perform this ceremony in the synagogue at the wedding time.” The author's 
verdict is: “they are rich in all-the virtues, devout, yet tolerant, and strong in 
their reliance on Faith, Hope, and more specially Charity.” 

_ A far more important contribution to the history of Indian Jews is Miss 
Rebacoa Reuben’s essay on the “Bene Israel of Bombay.” Miss Reuben 
possesses both of the essential qualifications for writing about the East. Her 
knowledge is first-hand and derived from personal experience, yet her training has 
been European. While pursuing her studies at Cambridge, Miss Reuben con- 
sented to read a paper before the local branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
and, in response to the unanimous desire of the members, allowed it to be printed. 
It now appears as No. 4 of the Cambridge Jewish Publications, and copies can be 
obtained from the Hon. Secretary of the Cambridge Hebrew Congregation Publi- 
cation Committee, 11, 8t. Barnabas Road. Miss Reuben carefully distinguishes 
the four different Hebrew communities in India, the Europeans, the Yehoodis, or 
Jews from Bagdad Palestine or Persia, the Bene Israel, who must alao be distinguished 
from the Yehoodis, and the Cochin Jews. Miss Reuben draws much conclusive 
evidence as to the origin of the Bene Terael, from their funeral practices, and from 
phonetic affinities between their pronunciation of certain Hebrew consonants and 
Marathi. Much interesting evidence comes from surnames. ‘A peculiar fact— 
not found in any other Indian community, but peculiar to the Bene Israel alone— 
is the form of the surname of married women. The wife of a Penkar would be 
Penkara ; that of Kehimkar, Kehimkara. Is it an unconscious survival of the 
Hebrew feminine termination 7 ?” Not only is Miss Reuben’s paper interesting 


for the past, it is of profound importance for the present and future. “Our boys 
and girls go to Missionary or Government schools, where the greatest stress is laid 
on English education. And they do remarkably well. . . . In an English 
High School for Indian Girls, where only one-fourth were Bene Israel, out of 
twenty-seven scholarships awarded for merit, the Bene Israel girls hold nineteen 
. « « « Now in this there is much ground for satisfaction, but there are other 
factors to consider. . . . This is the point where the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion has a real opportunity. At present there is very little in the Israelite School 
at Bombay to distinguish it from an ordinary Indian school, except, perhaps, the 
substitution of Hebrew for Sanskrit. . . . Unless the school strikes out a new 
path . . . it will be unable to control the growing Anglicisation which ur- 
fortunately involves alienation from Jewish ideals. - How ia it going to 
end? In complete Anglicisation, some say. oe |} BAY We cannot go 
against the tide. . . . Some of us are turning to the Auglo-Jewish Association 
with hope . . . believing that Anglicisation is both inevitable and desirable, 
but endeavouring . . . todeepen the love for Judaism. . . . Judaism is 
the basis on which this higher harmony is built.” Safficient has been cited to 
show the high merit of this paper. The literary style is singularly charming, and 
the intrinsic value is considerable. It should meet with the careful consideration 
of those who devote themselves to the problems of Indian Jewry.

MEMOIRS OF ASHER LEVY. 


Dr. M. Ginsburger has published the Memoirs of Asher Levy of Reichshofen in 
Alsace (1698-1635), with German notes and a translation (Louis Lamm, Berlin, 
M. 350). The account is derived from a manuscript which M. Elie Scheid 
presented to the “ Gesellschaft fiir die Geschichte der Isracliten in Elsass.” It 
was written by Eliezer, the son of Asher Levy. The Memoirs were compiled 
piecemeal and apparently not in chronological order. Some of the notes are by 
Jonah the son, Simcha Cohen, the brother-in-law of Asher. The Memoirs are 
invaluable; they contain a mass of highly important information about Jewish 
communities and private families during the period of the thirty years’ war. For 
example, page 33 (—page 39 of translation) givesa list of the Jewish Rabbis in 
Germany in 1629. The language of the Hebrew text is very fluent and is well 

reserved in the German translation. Many of the entries are pathetic. The 

k makes very pleasantreading, even to those to whom that period and district 
of Jewish history are not a special study. 

OLD TESTAMENT LITERATURE, 


Mr. B. H. Alford, the author of “Old Testament History and Literature ” 
has now written a supplement called “Jewish History and Literature under the 
Maccabees and Herod” (Longman and Oo., 2s. 6d.). It is an attempt to “ put 
history and literature together . . . andsurveys . . . the interval between 
Simon the Hasmonean and John the Baptist.” The book is well adapted to the 
needs of schools and students; the information is critically and dispassionately 
recorded, Indeed, the book might have been written specially for Jews, save for 
one sentence in the preface. : | 


The Sephardic rite for the New Year contains a very beautiful pizmon on the 
Aqedah theme, introducing the Shofar. This poem, }}$0 "WwW NV, is very similar 
to a ballad, in style, and is worthy of a new metrical version in place of the clumsy 

rendering in Alexander’s Machzor. It is quite singular that this touching piyyut 
has been neglected by translators, when so many others, some indeed of less 
intrinsic merit, have been turned into fine English verse. In the last stanza but 
one a puzzling appellation is applied to Isaac, ONIN U"?Y, “third of two lights.” 
Even admitting a large measure of poetic licence, the phrase seems unfortunate 
and plainly requires justification. A reference to MSS. authority suggests that 
the text has become corrupted and that a change of one letter has ruined the 
sense. ‘T'wo manuscripts in the Cambridge University Library (Add. [14] 491, 2, 
f. 92 b, and Add. [11] 374, f. 319 a.) read pe for waw, and the line thus ends with 
DEN 02’, “prince of Ephraim.” Anachronisms are of no matter in a ballad ; 
indeed the same stanza mentions Jerusalem with complete disregard of the 
“Unities.” This reading has much in its favour. It will be interesting to seek 
farther evidence. 

KING DAVID. |

ALLAN G. FINCH’S MANUSCRIPTS. | | 

The report of the Historical Manuscripts Commission on the manuscripts of 
Mr. Allan George Finch, of Burley-on-the-Hill, Rutland, contain several Jewish 
items of interest. 

On June 25th, 1665, the Earl of Winchelsea wrote to Sir Henry Bennet from 
Pera: “ It is not for the honour of our country that our droggermen should weare 
red shoes like slaves and blew ones as Jews.” He wants authority to pay for 

yellow shoes. 

On June 11th, 1664, he had written to desoribe the joyous celebrations at the 
birth of a son to the Grand Signor: “ Seven days and nights were appointed for a 
continued festivall. At this solemnitie severall fireworkes being represented before 
the Grand Signor, a rocket fired by a Jew who was one of the masters of this 
worke, had the misfortune to light neere the person of the Grand Signor, where- 
upon, amidst all this mirth, the poore Jew was immediately condemned to receive 
80 blowes on the soles of his feet and to bee afterwards hanged.” 

Of course we have the usual reference to Sabbatai Zevi and his entourage. 
Consul Lannoy writes from Aleppo on February 3rd, 1665-6: “The Jews of 
these parts are likely to be brought into great trouble about a prophet of theirs, 
which they give out is at Gaza. Several of the chiefs are already in custody.” 
Nothing is said of the same episode at Smyrna, though the letters here printed 
show considerable commercial activity among the Jews of the place. 

- The poor inventor of the firework display was slain by the Grand Signor for 
his trouble. Bat there is no more generosity in the Earl of Winchelsea. He writes 
to Sir John Finch in April, 1667, with reference to the confinement of his wife. 
The child died but his wife survived. The Earl's gratitude to the “ Jew midwife” 
is to accuse her of causing the death of the child! Incidentally he tells of 10,000 
Jewish slaves brought from Poland to Pera (same date). Very interesting is the 
reference to “ English Jewes” (Smyrna, May 19th, 1661). : 

“ THE DARK FLOWER.” by John Galsworthy.—(London: Heinemann, 6s. net.) 

“ Though it live but a day in the sun, though it drown in tenebrous night, the 
dark flower of passion will have its hour.” : 

Human passion is like a great stretch of quicksand attractively disguised into 
‘which man is lured, powerless, “a puppet moved by a oruel hand,” and “ ont of 
which he seems no more able to break than a man oan break through the walls of 
acell.” Such is the gospel, according to Galsworthy, preached through the medium 
of his novel, “The Dark Flower.” Mr. Galeworthy delights in painting the dark 
side of life; his is the picture of the black thander cloud lowering in a super- 
electrical atmosphere preceding storm. But Mr. Galsworthy is too true an artist 
to omit from his picture the silver lining which we are told is the inevitable accom- 
paniment of even the blackest black cloud. There it is to be sure in all three 
parts of “The Dark Flower.” We are not, however, allowed to peep under and 
get a better or more sg I view of the brightness it betokens. t is some 
other artist’s métier—not Mr. Galeworthy’s. The book describes the three great 
passions of a man’s life, its spring, summer and autumn passions, and they are 

all of them hopeless, predestined to fruitlessness. Of that love which brings him 
a life-partner in the sweet, gentle form of Sylvia Doone, “a soft name—and very 
_.. pike her,” we read but the mere outlines. Sylvia—is the silver lining.

THE JEW IN CURRENT LITERATURE. 


By ALBERT M. HYAMSON, F.R.Hist.S. 


The Jewish Leaders of Germany. 


Of the thirty-one German leaders in thought and action whom Mr. F. W. 
Wile has chosen for his “Men around the Kaiser: The Makers of Modern 
Germany” (Heinemann, 6s. net), four, Alfred Ballin, Max Reinhardt, Max 
Liebermann, and Paul Ehriich, are members of the Jewish commanity, one, 
Maximilian Harden, is of Jewish parentage, and a sixth, Bernhard Dernburg, is the 
son ofa Jewish father. That is to say that the German Empire bas drawn twenty 
per cent of its contemporary leaders from the Jewish element in the population, 
which bears a proportion of one per cent. to the whole. A further cause for pride 
is that four of these six Jews have not become renegades in order to attain to their 
commanding position. The four are all intimately connected with Jewry, and, 
a8 ce egg does not fail to mention, five of them are proud of their Jewish 
connection. 


Another point that is noticeable in respect of these six leaders is the variety of — 


the fields which they occupy. Ballin is one of the makers of Germany’s commerce. 
He is a leader of industrial enterprise. Dernburg is the organising genius in 
finance and banking, and as such was chosen by the Emperor to organise the 
government of the German colonies. Reinhardt is the world’s centre for dramatic 
productions. Liebermann is described as “ The German Millet,” Germany's fore- 
most artist. Harden is perhaps the most brilliant journalist of the day, but he is 
much more than a journalist. He has proved himself an invincible power in the 
public life of his country. Ehrlich, “ Fighter of Disease,” is familiar in all 
educated circles throughout the world. Mr. Wile has the gift of easy and interest- 
ing writing, and as a consequence he has furnished very readable character 
sketches of these six leaders of German life as well as of the other twenty-five 
subjects whom he has chosen. The book is an attractive one and well merits 
attention. 
Rumania. 


“The Ottoman Empire, 1801—1913,” by William Miller, in the Cambridge 
Historical Series, contains a skeleton political history of the Jews in Rumania 
during the century. The King, we are reminded, is not at one with his subjects in 
the treatment of the Jews of the Kingdom. The first problem that awaited Prince 
(as he then was) Charles on his accession was the adoption of a new constitution. 
in the first draft a large measure of emancipation would have been granted to the 
Jews, but public opinion was not ripe for this. Anti-Jewish riots broke out; the 
synagogue of Bucharest was sacked; and the objectionable clause in the con- 
stitution was withdrawn. Prince Charles, on his part, rebuilé the synagogue 
out of his own private means. A period of parliamentary persecution followed, to 


| stay which Sir Moses Montefiore paid his visit to Ramania, and the British 


Government twice drew Rumania’s attention to her violation of the Convention of 
Paris, but the protests were of no avail. The later treaty, that of Berlin, again 
circumscribed Rumania’s attitude towards the Jewish population, but as is well 
known the practical effect was nil, and in the words of Mr. Miller “a pre-occupied 
Europe did not trouble to interfere.” Eleven years ago the American Government 
addressed a note to the signatories of the Berlin Treaty on the persecution of the 
Rumanian Jews. “But, except for the exclusion of the Rumanian Minister in 
London from the Guildhall Banquet, nothing was done in response to this appeal, 
and the Rumanians could retort that every nation concerned had broken some 


article of the Berlin treaty.” 


7 The Jews of Yemen. 

Little apology is necessary for a book about Mecca if one has anything to say on 
the subject, and, if the author has himself been a recent visitor to the Holy City, as is 
the case with regardto Mr. A.J.B.Wavell, one needs merely the capacity for writing 
for the justification for a book to be ready to hand. Mr. Wavell’s book is, however, 
80 attractive that even if the subject matter of a book were sparse, he could be 
trusted to weave it into an interesting volame. In these circumstances it is not 
surprising that “A Modern Pilgrim in Mecca and a Siege in Sanaa” (Constable 
and Co., 10s. 6d. net.) is an attractive book. As the title explains, Mr. Wavell 
has not devoted the whole of his attention to Mecca. Sanaa in the Yemen has 
shared it. Of late years the attention of Jewry has ever more insistently been 
turned towards this scarcely known corner of the Diaspora, and therefore, to 
Jewish readers, the glimpses which he gives of the Jewry of Sanaa will be the 
most attractive portion of a most attractive volume. 

First, however, one must quote Mr. Wavell’s very brief summary of the 
position of affairs in the Yemen during the past twenty years. The affairs of a 
State always react directly on the fortunes of its Jewish inhabitants. From the 
following passage, therefore, we can judge how the Jews of Yemen have fared 
during the past few years. | 

For the last twenty years, while the Tarks and Arabs have been struggling for the 
mastery, the history of the Yemen has been one of fire and sword. It is a record of 
battles and sieges, places taken by storm and garrisons starved into surrender; of 
savage massacres and fierce reprisals. . . . . Nor is the conflict over; it will be 
renewed and fought ont to the end, for both sides mean to win. 

The Jews of Sanaa are described as the most interesting of all the people who 
“Were they 
to go on strike, life in Sanaa would become impossible.” In their hands are the 
sanitary arrangements, the erection and repair of buildings, practically all the 
artisan work. All work or business connected with the manufacture, importation 
or sale of intoxicating liquor is also entrusted to Jews. Thisis in accordance with the 
deliberate policy of the authorities, for Moslems are forbidden by the Koran to take 
any part in what is nevertheless admitted to be a very necessary traffic. In the opinion 
of the Moslems, as expressed by Mr. Wavell, “since the Jews are all going to hell 
anyway, there is surely no reason why they should not be as useful as possible to 
us on the way there.” The Jews of Sanaa have to wear a distinctive dress, and 
are not permitted to bear arms, or to ride within the town. Even ontside they 
are compelled to dismount when a Moslem approaches or is overtaken. On the 
other hand, Mr. Wavell states that “the law is administered fairly with regard to 
them, and they are, on the whole, prosperous and contented. The side having the 
upper hand in Sanaa for the time being, whether Arab or Tark, finds that it pays 
to conciliate them. They are not interfered with in their religious practices, in 
which matter they are far more strict than either the Moslems or Christians. 
Nothing will induce them to do business on the Sabbath or during 
any of their numerous fasts and festivals; and this fact is fully realised by 
their employers, who put up. with the inconvenience occasioned thereby without 
much grumbling.” In the Jewish quarter, “ Kaa-el-Yahood,” the houses are 
smaller and more closely packed than in Sanaa itself, but the streets are cleaner 
and the general aspect betokens more industry and prosperity. 


The Merchant of Venice. 

The views of the founder of the Elizabethan Stage Society on the drama 
always command attention. Mr. William Poel’s “Shakespeare in the Theatre” 
(Sidgwick and Jackson, 5/- net) will therefore have many readers and, what is 
more, will deserve them. For the p of this column the section of the 
volume which réquires attention is that which deals with the play of “ The 
Merchant of Venice.” . Poel in his consideration of this play goes back to the 
earlier view that Shylock is not the hero but the villain of the piece. Mr. Poel 
reminds his readers of the conventional view of the Jew in England at the time 
at which the play was written. It was not necessary for Shakespeare the man to 
hold this view, but Shakespeare the dramatist, in order to secure popularity, had 
to reflect it. “Shakespeare’s Jew is the Elizabethan Christian’s notion of an 
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infidel in much the same way as the modern stage Paddy is the Englishman’s idea 
of an Irishman. Shakespeare, in fact, thrusts the conventional usurer of the old 
Latin comedy into a play of love and chance and money-bags, in order to serve 
the purpose of a stage villian, and calls bima Jew. Shylock is an isolated figure, 
unsociable, parsimonious, and relentless, who tries to inflict harm on those who 
envy him his wealth and hate him for his avarice.” 

To Mr. Poel, however, Shylock is but & minor cheracter in the piay, “ the 
morose and malicious usurer, who is intended to be laughed at and defeated, not 
primarily because he is a Jew, but because he is a curmudgeon.” To him the 
centre of the play is Portia, her lover, and his unselfish friend. 


YIDDISH LITERATURE. 


CURRENT WIT AND HUMOUR. 


King Solomon who, according to tradition, knew the language, and consequently 
the emotions of all the animals, has long been dead. The question, therefore, 
whether man is really the only animal that weeps and laughs cannot be answered 
with any degree of certainty. It is a neat and arbitrary problem which might be 
argued out with advantage by zoologists and anthropoligists ata banquet, preferably 
in their after-dinner speeches. But whether other animals than man too can laugh 
or not, the animal Jew is certainly deprived of that capacity. The fountain of tears 
is his ; but the spring of laughter belongs to others, to peoples less responsible than 
the Jewish people. Laughter must be free and hearty, it is provoked by life’s 
trivialities. The Jew is not free; he cannot therefore be hearty in his mirth, and 
instead of the petty things of life he is faced with its tragedies. A gay people the 
Jews never were: they rejected the motto of “a short life but a gay one ”—which 
is probably the secret of their durability. But the little gaiety which the Jews did 
possess was killed by the golus monster. . | 

Bat if the Jew is too sad and too serious to be gay, he is by far too clever to 
be solemn, his mind is too bright to be dull. He therefore ventilates his woes in 
wit and suppresses his sorrows in sardonic smiles and stinging satire, qualities that 
are best expreseed in the Yiddish literature, because it reflects the supreme sorrow 

the golus life. | 

An admirable illustration is furnished by a small volume of collected 
writings.” The author isa clever journalist, and these essays are reflections on 
the events of the day—chiefly Russian Jewish events. 


An Old Humorist. 


“Lively and cheerful” is the first essay of the booklet. Init he gives a vivid 
picture of the old Jewish humonurist, the Badchan—the bard—who, leaving his 
family in a dingy house, in conditions of distress, wandered about the world, 
attending weddings and entertaining the guests. ‘Lively and Cheerful!” he 
shouted, and the audience shrieked with laughter. The Badchan observes & 
townsman of his at one of the functions where he entertained. In asides and 
undertones he inquires after his wife and is told that she isill. ‘ Ahill!” he 
exclaims, but immediately thinks of his duty and continues to shout, “ Lively and 
cheerful!” He is farther informed that his son is laid up with typhus, that his 
daughter is being divorced. He moans and groans after each item of information 
given to him in asides, but none hear the silent sighs, for at the top of his voice he 
ories, “ Lively and cheerful!” and continues his banter. But before daybreak, 
when the guests take their departure, the unfortunate bard has a good and hearty 
cry. That was the old Jewish humourist. Says the author :— 

I am the modern humorist. Tears are in my eyes, trickling down the cheek—bnt 
they must not drop on the paper. Bad tidings from home arrive daily. My younger 


My sisters sing songs of the 
drunkards, their modest eyes are reddened and impertinent, - our young and 
blossoming hopes have grown old and are becoming extinct. The large temple in our 
town has been burned down and a new one is not built. . . . The tears fall—but 
‘Lively and Cheerful !'’ Langh Jews, expand with joy. The Jewish life has become child's 
play. . . . whocan help laughing. My mother has discarded her Techinoth, and 
on Sabbath and Yomtov she weeps over “ The Veiled Lady” What a joke! 


My aunt has given up interesting herself in charitable work ; instead she takes her 
daughters to Marienbad and Franzensbad. ‘Lively and cheerful !’’ 


Tolstoy’s Escape. 


He tells of 8 young man who came to him for advice as to how to kill some of 
the feelings with which he is over burdened ; a swift and stinging commentary on 
the decay of deep feeling and conviction. The late Count Tolstoy’s escape from 


his family not long before his death inspired the author with some venomous 
reflections. 7 


I, too, want to escape. I only wish I knew how to do it. I hate the whole world. 
I cannot beat home. My wife and children seem to me as strangers. My wife thinks a 
t deal of fish and meat; a fresh piece of fish and a good portion of meat are her 
ideals. My danghter thinks much about dress and hats. Her face lights up when we 
ows a shop-window, and my little ones dream of chocolate and toys. I want to escape 
mthem. Bunt where? To Palestine, as the Zionists advise, I cannot go; I am bound 
here as with ropes, immersed in debt. Besides, I am told there are already enough poor 
in Palestine, and it is money that is wanted there. . . . Observe thet edy. f om 
possessed of the most delicate feelings. I have a keen sense of justice and righteous- 
ness, and yet I must carry on business. [ yearn for Palestine, and must rot on at 
the Nalevkes (poor quarter of Warsaw). I love my eg “ey and yet must swindle them, 
orl perish. I want to escape, but have no money for the journey; and in my stables 
there are no horses. I might forsake my wife, but she is no countess, and will not hesitate 
to create scenes. Nor have we Jews monasteries in which to hide. The Tlomatsh 
Synagogue is locked when there is no service going on, and surrounded by police when a 
service is in pg mi so that I might easily be captured. Shall I go to Moscow? 
Being a Jew, I will be sent back. I, too, noble Count, want to escape, but where ? 
These are typical examples of caustic satire reflecting the Jewish golus in 
Russia. Or take the “simple Jew,” whose face is covered with wrinkles, and who 
receives the news of a new decree with equanimity on the ground that it would 
make no difference to him since there was no more room on his face for a fresh 
wrinkle. And the simple Jew continues to tell how he had lived beyond “ his 
means” in that he brought six children into the world, and must now wriggle 
through all the Government “ circulars,” for one must study and break through the 
way barred to Jews ; another is ill, and prescribed to live ina place where Jews 
are forbidden, etc. “The bringing of the children into the world was indeed a 
superfluity,” remarks the simple Jew in the course of his simple and sedate narra- 
tive. No less caustic is the satire on the double Sabbath a Jew is compelled to 


keep and the ways the rest-days are nowadays spent.

he humour of the late G. Tsorny+ is of a different cs 
diverting in character, and while the satire is no less pungent, it be decidedly eaias 
polished than that from the pen of “ Kaliph.” The late G. Tsorny, whose prema- 
ture death at the age of thirty-five is a severe loss to Yiddish literature, was a 
sincere artist. The son of poor parents, of Mirj (Government of Minsk), he 
attracted the attention of Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky, at one time Russian 
Minister of the Interior, by a drawing of his of the castle and estate of the 
Prince. The latter took considerable interest in the talented Jewish yonth, who 
was then twelve years old and assisted his artistic training. On completing his 
studies in Germany, Tsorny settled in Warsaw, where he was engaged in literary 
and artistic work. His writings now under review are notable specimens of the 
vitality of his literary productions. His power of satirising « situation equalled

that of Shalom Aleichem. But while the latter is concerned more with individual 
types, Tsorny delighted in caricaturing the manners of the age rather than 
individuals. His style, too, is more winged and spirited than many of the 
recognised Yiddish humorists. His pen betrays remarkable shrewdness; he does 
not fling his gibes and quips at the reader, he handles them gently. He narrates 
an apparently innocent event and by way of digression casts his biting irony. 
Take the “Letters to the Editor,” in which the sender, a scribe, encloses an 
advertisement to be inserted in the paper that “he sseks a town wherein there are 
no organisations of any kind, neither Zionist nor ‘ Band,’ in fact none. He is 
anxious to settle in such a town and should such a town be found, it must be 
communicated to . . . Cheviat.” 


Scribes on Strike. 


And then this humble scribe, engaged in writing scrolls and Mezzuzahe, 
explains to the editor the reason that prompts him to seek such a town. With 
unexampled naiveté the scribe gives the minutest details of the way in which the 
various societies imposed upon him penalties because he had slapped one of his 
assistants on the face. Each society having another programme felt obliged to 
punish the “ exploiting master ” for ill-treating his workmen. Then again, io the 
second letter to the editor, after he had already settled in the town without 
societies save a group of “ Achad-Haamists (who are harmless, because they are 
spiritualists, and care little for the daily wear and tear of life), he tells how 
the strike epidemic had eventually reached the new town too; how the 
people argued about the various doctrines and “ theories "—-in his opinion 
the German word for Torah—while at work, resulting in the spoiling of large por- 
tions of parchment and finally struck work; and how, in view of the conflicting 
principles of the various groups, it is impossible to settle the strike ; meanwhile 
America is waiting for Sepher Torahs, and the industry of Tephilin, Mezuzahs, 
etc., is going to the dogs, for indeed, how long can the United States wait for their 
shipment ? 

“The prophet” is a brilliant and biting parody of the torrents of talk and 
fiery language current in Russian Jewry some years ago, but in abeyance now. 
The “ prophet” rans in dead haste, and finally stops short before a poor Jewish 
couple with a basket of apples. And to the haggard Jew and shrunken Jewess he 
delivers his great message. Excitingly the “prophet” hurls at him the words of 


Isaiah, the principles of Schopenhauer, the doctrines of Nietzche, Tolstoy, and 


Carlyle. And the poor couple did not grasp his meaning. To the great 
annoyance of the “ prophet,” the hungry-looking Jewess merely begs him to buy 
some apples. Of course, his prophetic soul is outraged, and he departs ina terrific 
wrath. The pilgrimage of Dr. Dubrovin, leader of the Real Russians, who would 
not travel otherwise to Palestine than by a real Russian invention—the somavar, 
and who, on arriving in the Holy Land, scents Jews and the Old Testament and 
hastens back to Holy Russia, is a fantastic and monstrous mockery. On the whole, 
the writings of Tsorny form a book fall of shrewd Jewish irony and genuine 
Jewish wit and humour, 


Notes and News. 


Dr. O. Procksch has published at Leipzig a new commentary on the Hebrew 
Text of Genesis. The system is that of the International Critical Series or 
Driver's Samuel. The Book is the first volume of a complete commentary on the 
Old Testament. | 


The third number of “ Comment and Criticism,” a new Cambridge theclo- 
gical quarterly, has appeared. The two most important articles are Dr. Foakes 
Jackson’s ‘“ Sacraments and Magic,” and Dr. McNeile’s reply to the famous 
sermon by Mr. Simpson, ‘ Ambassadors in Bonds,” which aroused so much interest 
last term. The sermon and the reply deal with the difficulty. felt by ordinands in 
taking an oath that they believe in the Scriptures, when their. Higher Critical 
Studies have led them to reject canonical authority. 


“Flagellantismus im Altertam (G. H. Collas, Leipzig), contains a detailed 
account.of the Biblical and Talmudical Theory and Method of Chastisement.

George Grossmith once described himself as ‘the man who plays the silly ass’s parts 
at the Gaiety Theatre; Max Beerbohm wished to give him a national monument for 
“raising banality to the sublime;” and in the eyes of a huge public he is “ the Lord of 
Gaiety.” Away from the stage, however, he has a light philosophy to express, and this 
appears in a book published by Mr. Stanley Panl, under the title ‘ Gaiety and George 
Grossmith : The Random Reflections of an Apostle of Pleasure.” This contains fifty 
illustrations — by Mr. Grossmith, whose reflections are given “On Going to the 
Devil,” ‘‘ The Difference between a Blood and a Nut,” “ The Serious Business of Gaiety,” 
and other lively subjects. The volume is the ontcome of many of George Grossmith’s 
familiar conversations with the Editor, Mr. Stanley Naylor, who says “I could not 
persuade him to write the book, but he agreed to talk it instead.” 

Miss Arabella Kenealy, whose last book, ‘ The Irresistible Mrs. Ferrers,” went into 
five editions, is a novelist of considerable merit, and her new novel, “ The Painted Lady,” 
published by Stanley Paul and Co., is as fresh as any book she has written. It is the 
story of an Earl’s daughter who leaves the smart second-rate Californian set in which 
she has been brought up and tries to take up her own position in her father’s house. A 
mystery underlies an amusing love story. 

An amusing and usefal book which was published ten years ago and has since been 
forgotten, is to reappear with the imprint of Stanley PaulandCo.

Now he has written “ His Magnificence,” a real historical romance in which a big 
part is played by Lorenzo de’Medici. The historical spirit is strong in Mr. Anderson, 
and he has striven to draw a strong picture of the love, plotting and fighting of 
Renascence Times. Stanley Paul and Co., are the publishers. | 

A somewhat similar volume is announced by Messrs. Greening and Co., under the 
title ‘‘ When Satan Ruled.” Mr. U. Ranger Gall, the anthor of this, has laid his scene in 
Italy fifty years after the time of Lorenzo de’ Medici, and introduces Michael Angelo 
and Benvenuto Cellini in his pages. It is a brilliant story and a five picture of stirring 
times. ° 

“The Game Fishes of the World” isthe attractive, not to say alluring, title of a new 
and beautiful book announc ‘d for immediate publication by Messrs. Hodder and Stongton. 
It has been written by Dr. Charles F. Holder, the founder and Honorary President of the 
Tuna Club and life member of the Fly Fishers Club of London. The book aims to give 
anglers essential information concerning the great game fishes of the world which was to 
be found previonsly only in many scattered books. Dr. Holder, it will be remembered, 
killed the first large tuna with rod and reel and established this strenuous pastime as a 
sport of the highest class. Dr. Holder’s record was 183 lbs. on a 21 thread line. This 
was defeated by Col. C. P. Morehouse (251 lbs., now the Tuna Club record), while in 1910 
Mr. Ross of Montreal took an 800 pounder with a 30 thread line. 

“ The Jews of Turkey ” was the title ofa lecture delivered some time ago at the Beth 
Hamidrash, Mulberry Street, by Mr. N. Mayer. It has now been reprinted in 
book form. In view of the very latest events in the Balkans, the book makes interesting 
reading. The little volume is most attractively printed, and nicely illustrated with 
appropriate A paises We notice that the publication bears the imprint “ privately 
printed.” The book deserves a much better fate, and, published in the ordinary way 
would, we are sure, appeal to a wide public. 

Messrs. Hodder and Stoughton have published Mr. John A. Stenart’s new novel, 
“The Grip of the Past.” In this story Mr. Steuart combines vivid and romantic action 
with an intense love interest. The book is one which shonlid app2al especially to women 
readers, the heroine being one of the brightest and most lovable personalities of latter- 
day fiction, while the hero is a brilliant young Irishman who, in some respects recalle 
the devoted Robert Emmett. The novel takes a wide sweep, touching incidentally on 
politics and adventure. :

The effect on the porters who observed this was instantaneous and astonishing. In spite 
of the darkness, one bolted into the bush; another, who was squatting, lost his balance 
and rolled backwards, doing a complete somersault ; two inore laid flat on the ground, 
whilst the rest stepped back several paces, shouting and chattering thirteen to the dozen. 
However, after a few minutes, we managed to reassure them, and when they had con- 

uered their timidity, I had to repeat the performance for their benefit several times ; 
Cat always, even to the end of the trip, it would call forth frequent exclamations of 
‘ Allah ! ° whenever I did it.”

Sailman’s Researches in the East. 
TO THE EDITOR.—From Mr. A. R. FAIRFIELD, Redlog, Golder’s Hill, N.W. 


S1R,—I shall be greatly obliged to any member of the Jewish community in 
London who will put me in the way of consulting a book which, having been 
published by private subscription in 1818, was not entered at Stationérs’ Hall, or 
deposited at the British Museum. At all events, there is no copy in the Library, 
and the book is not mentioned in any of the Bibliographies of the day. The title 
is: “The Researches in the East, or an Important Account of the Ten Tribes of 
Israel,” and the writer’s name is Sailman, calling himself a Rabbi. It purports 
to be founded upon the eomewhat famous ninth century pseudograph: the letter 
of the pretended Danite Rabbi, Eldad-had-Danni, which is so familiar to all 
Hebraists of even the most elementary stage. : 

Sailman’s book has been used by the professing Sanhedrin of that remarkable 
community, who tell us all that, “Celt, Saxon, Dane or Norman, we” are your 
brethren of the other House of Jacob—onoe lost, bat now found—in one of their 
official publications, “Dan, the Pioneer of Israel ” (Banks and Son, 1899), towards 
establishing the dogma that that tribe sundered itself completely from Israel 
(ultimately settling in Ulster, etc.), before the Assyrian captivity.

which has been singled out, enshrined in phylacterics and handed on and worn by 
Jews from the time of Moses down to this very day?” My individual opinion is: 
As is well-known to everyone who knows something of the Jewish faith, and 
“q. H.,” although “ not professing this creed,” himeelf is certainly aware of it, the 
Jews profess only one dogma, viz.: pure and simple monotheism, in conformity 
with the enunciation of Isaiah (44 f). “I am the first, and I am the last; and 
beside Me there is no God,” and as the Jews were eagerly anxious to inouleate this 
dogma on their descendants, so they could not make a better choice than Deut. 
vi., 4, enjoining the Jews to “ Hear, O Israel: Jehovah our God, Jehovah is One.” 

They did not take the Ten Commandments, great thcugh they are, because 
they could be misunderstood or misinterpreted as meaning Jehovah to be only the 
tribal God of the Jews, and the Jews profess monolatry but not monotheism, as 
in the Ten Commandments it only says: “I Jehovah am thy God which have 
brought thee out of the land of Egypt, etc ,” but it does not strictly exclude in 
plain words the existence of other gods for other tribes. Moreover, in the Ten 
Commandments there are may civil commands as “ Thou shalt not kill, eto.;” 
commands of nearly the same moral value we find Exod. xxiii, 1, 3; 
Levit. xviii, 6-23: xix. 11-18, 33-36; Deut. xxiii, 1621, and pass. These 
laws and commandments, great as they are, are not special Jewish dogmas. 
The only one dogma of the Jews, which has been since Abraham, and 
will remain for ever, is: unqualified monotheism. pure and simple, 
refusing philosophy to palliate polytheism, and therefore the verse (Deut. 
vi., 3), “ Hear, Israel: Jehovah our Gcd, Jehovah is One,” is the fittest. 
I presume “G. H.” is conscious of the fact that the phylacteries contain four 
parts of the Bible, viz.: Exod. xiii. 1-10, Ibid. 11-16, Deut. vi., 4-9, and 
Ibid xi. 18-21. These four parts have'been selected on account of the following 
sentences: (Exod. xiii. 9) “And it shall be for a sign unto thee upon thine hand, 
and for a memorial between thine eyes.” (Ibid. 16) “ And it shall be for a token 
upon thine hand, and for frontlets between thine eyes.” (Deut. vi. 8) “ And thou 
shalt bind them for a sign upon thine hand, and they shall be as frontlets between 
thine eyes.” (Ibid. xi. 18) “ And bind them for a sign upon your hands, and they 


‘shall be as frontlets between your eyes.” Nowhere in the Bible are thess instruc- 


tions to be met with again. May be “ G. H.” knows also that religious Jews fasten 
on the doorposts and gateposts an amulet (Meznzah). These amulets contain two 
parts of the Bible, viz.: Deut. vi. 4-9 and Ibid. xi. 13-21, because in these two 
parts alone of the Bible the following sentences are to be found, viz.: (Deut. vi. 
9 and Ibid. xi. 20) “ And thou shalt write them upon the posts of thy house, and 
on thy gates.” |
